For  condition  of  the  permanent  fund  and  of  the  income  fund,  we 
refer  to  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

For  a  full  statement  of  our  needs  and  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  University,  .we  [refer  to  the  report  of  the  President,  and  to  the 
annual  catalogue,  a  copy  of  which  is  placed  before  each  member  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  last  General  Assembly,  in  response  to  our  request  for  an  ap- 
'  propriation  of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  gave  us  fifty  thousand  doUara 
with  special  designation,  as  follows: 

For  new  Medical  building $  30,000.00 

For  enlargement  and  changes  and  repairs 10,000.00 

For  income  fund.. 10,000.00 

The  work  designated  has  been  fully  accomplished  within  the 
amounts  specially  appropriated,  and,  as  we  believe,  the  money  has 
heen  economically  expended.  The  new  Medical  building  is  complete 
and  convenient,  and  exactly  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment. It  is  a  brick  structure,  62x84  feet,  four  stories  in  height, 
furnishing  two  large  section  halls,  an  unusually  large  and  well  venti- 
lated dissecting  room,  and  a  large  number  of  recitation  rooms,  and 
anatomical  and  physiological  laboratories.  The  building  is  heated 
by  steam. 
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The  money  appropriated  for  steam-heating  of  other  buildings,  and 
for  changes  and  repairs,  has  been  expended  as  follows  : 

For  two  new  boilers,  enlargement  of  boiler-house,  and  steam  ap- 
paratus for  library  and  chemical  laboratory  and  steam  supply 

pipes  for  two  buildings , $  7,687.86 

For  change  of  library  and  new  furniture 1,217.87 

For  repairs  of  hospital  (new  roof ) 319.58 

For  general  repairs 925.19 

Total  agreeing  with  appropriation $   10,000.00 

The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars  was  added  to  the  income  fund, 
and  the  salaries  of  professors  were  restored  to  the  schedule  of  earlier 
years. 

In  this  connection  we  would  ask  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for 
our  income  fund  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  as  increased  classes  de- 
mand additional  teachers  and  appliances,  and  the  ten  thousand  dollars 
appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  barely  sufficed  for  our  current 
needs,  without  any  increase  of  teaching  force. 

The  demand,  so  urgently  pressed  two  years  ago,  for  the  means 
wherewith  to  erect  a  building  for  the  special  uses  of  the  Department 
of  Natural  Science  has  lost  none  of  its  force  with  the  growth  of  the 
two  years.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  impelled  to  ask  for  means  where- 
with to  erect  two  buildings.  The  Department  of  Physical  Science 
must  have  enlarged,  and  more  suitable,  accommodations. 

The  growth  of  the  University  in  the  direction  of  study  in  Science 
i8  marked.  In  five  years  the  number  of  students  has  trebled,  with 
very  inconsiderable  increase  of  facilities  for  their  proper  instruction. 
Students  of  Letters  have  not  at  all  decreased,  so  that  room  heretofore 
occupied  by  them  cannot  be  taken  to  supply  the  need.  We  have 
utilized  every  possible  part  of  the  buildings  we  have  at  our  command, 
and  the  cry  is  still  for  room. 

Many  classes  are  duplicated,  some  triplicated,  to  the  great  incon- 
venience of  students  and  teachers. 

The  large  number  of  high  schools  and  academies  now  serving  as 
preparatory'  schools  are  pouring  in  their  students  upon  us.  We  micst 
not  turn  them  away.  We  cannot  accommodate  them  as  we  ought, 
and  as  this  great  State,  free  from  debt,  is  abundantly  able  to  do. 

We  come,  as  your  servants,  telling  you  the  need  of  your  Institution, 
and  asking  you  for  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  two  buildings. 
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As  our  request  is  in  behalf  of  the  Collegiate  Department  we  sub- 
mit the  following  table  of  enrollment  for  the  past  five  years  :

We  ask  a  careful  scrutiny  of  our  needs,  a  thorough  inspection  of  our 
use  of  funds,  and  then  an  appropriation,  which  will  keep  the  Uni- 
versity up  to  the  demands  which  the  young  men  and  women  of  Iowa 
and  surrounding  States  are  making  upon  her.

The  largest  increase  has  been  made  in  the  Collegiate  Department^ 
and  in  this  the  School  of  Science  has  shown  the  greater  relative  de- 
mand  for  instruction. 

For  five  years  the  University  Collegiate  Department  has  been  or- 
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ganized  in  two  separate  schools — School  of  Letters  and   School  of 
Science.     The  relative  enrollment  has  been  as  follows:

These  figures  represent  relative  numbers,  but  by  no  means  the  rel- 
ative increase  in  work  demanded.  Most  literary  studies  are  easily 
pursued  in  classes.  Most  studies  in  Science  must  be  largely  individ- 
ual, and  every  additional  student  involves  the  necessity  for  additional 
appliances. 

11.      BOOM. 

The  generous  reponse  made  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session 
answered  but  half  our  needs  as  presented  at  that  time. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Medical  building  gave  needed  relief  so  far 
as  that  Department  is  concerned.  The  enlargement  of  the  boilei -house 
secured  for  us  a  largo  draugh ting-room.  The  removal  of  the  library 
to  the  chapel  gave  increased  room  to  the  Law  Department.  Through 
these  various  changes  a  slight  increase  has  been  made  in  the  size  of 
the  rooms  available  for  the  chairs  of  Physical  and  Natural  Science. 
For  these  chairs  the  rooms  used  are  entirely  inadequate,  even  if  they 
were  suited  to  the  work.  Had  we  received  the  appropriation  asked 
for  of  the  last  Legislature  it  would  have  met  our  need  only  in  part. 
The  large  increase  in  students  makes  it  absolutely  necessary  that  wo 
repeat  our  request  for  means  wherewith  to  erect  a  building  suitable 
for  the  work  in  natural  science,  and  that  we  also  present  the  no  less 
pressing  claims  for  a  Chemical  and  Physical  Laboratory. 

III.       APPARATUS. 

In  this  direction  we  have  made  but  a  very  slight  advance  in  five 
years. 

Laboratory  stands  and  microscopes  are  indispensable  helps,  and  yel 
our  supply  is  less  than  a  third  of  the  demand  already  existing.  If  the 
experience  of  the  past  is  to  serve  as  a  guide,  we  shall  enter  upon  the 
work  of  the  next  year  with  a  demand  four  times  as  great  as  our  sup- 
ply. It  is  not  possible  to  do  justice  to  so  large  a  class  Avith  our  limited 
appliances.    Classes  can  be  duplicated  as  they  have  been;  but  as  each 
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exercise  demands  two  hours  tirae,  and  as  four  hours  each  day  is  all 
the  time  thsit  can  be  employed  in  connection  with  the  other  work, 
justice  to  students  and  to  professors  demands  a  large  increase  in  our 
apparatus  for  study  of  Science. 

IV.  INSTRUCTION. 

We  need  an  enlargement  in  our  corps  of  professors;  especially  in 
the  direction  of  Physical  Science,  Natural  Science  and  Political  Sci- 
ence. Nearly  all  the  larger  Universities  have  a  fund  from  which  to 
provide  for  their  students  short  series  of  lectures  from  eminent  spec- 
ialists. Such  a  fund  would  be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  us.  Fruits 
of  the  ripest  scholarship  could  then  be  secured  at  a  very  moderate 
cost. 

V.  INCOME    FUND. 

Each  year  of  increasing  prosperity  of  the  State  diminishes  the 
rate  of  interest,  and  of  course  our  income  from  productive  funds  is 
reduced. 

To  meet  this  reduction  and  the  necessity  for  increased  expendi- 
tures, we  shall  need  the  enlargement  of  our  permanent  endowment. 

Our  experiment  of  a  vital  connection  m  ith  the  high  schools  of  the 
State,  resulting  from  the  entire  abandonment  of  preparatory  work, 
has  proved  highly  successful. 

EsLch  year  our  field  grows  wider  and  the  number  of  high  schools 
and  academies  which  are  accredited  as  doing  good  preparatory  work 
is  increasing. 

Forty-five  such  schools  are  now  tributary  to  us,  their  pupils  being 
received  without  examination  to  our  Freshman  class.  We  are  happy 
to  be  able  to  commend  their  work. 

No  backward  step  can  be  taken  without  injury  to  these  prepara- 
tory schools.  They  have  a  common  interest  with  us  in  liberal  fur- 
nishing of  the  facilities  for  higher  instruction. 

What  we  ask  for  the  better  endowment  of  the  University  is  help- 
ful to  the  entire  system  of  schools  of  which  the  University  is  the 
appropriate  head. 

We  are  now  feeling  the  pressure  from  below,  and  the  State  cannot 
afford  to  leave  the  University  as  a  dead  weight  upon  the  life  and  en- 
thusiasm of  the  excellent  public  schools  which  are  her  just  pride.

Ttie  contracts  made  are 
none  of  ttiem  in  excess  of  tlie  appropriations,  and  tlie  means  are  reserved  for  payment  as  by 
ipeciflc  appropriations. 
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So  far  as  the  contracts  are  completed  the  work  is  entirel72fiDishedy 
and  nothing  remains  to  call  for  supplemental  appropriations.  In  one 
case  only,  that  of  water  closets,  has  the  work  exceeded  the  appropria- 
tion, bat  the  balance  has  been  taken  from  the  current  funds  of  the 
University.  In  one  case  the  contract  falls  below  the  appropriation, 
ihe  refrigerator  costing  163.09  less  than  appropriation.  We  ask  that 
this  may  be  retained  in  current  funds  as  a  partial  offset  to  the  draft 
made  for  water  closets  in  excess  of  appropriation. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  December  31,  all  contracts  will  be  com- 
pleted, and  a  supplemental  report  will  then  be  made. 

UNIVBRSITY   FUNDS. 

The  State  University  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  policy  adopted  by  the 
United  States  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  government. 
Recognizing  the  value  of  popular  education,  public  lands  were  de- 
voted to  the  maintenance  of  common  schools  and  of  seminaries  of 
higher  learning.  lu  support  of  the  first,  one  thirty-sixth  part  of  the 
public  domain  was  sacredly  reserved  from  sale  and  given  to  the  States 
as  the  basis  of  an  education  fund,  the  income  of  which  should  be  used 
in  payment  of  teachers.  This  was  increased  as  needs  developed,  to 
one  eighteenth  part  of  the  public  lands.  The  portion  thus  reserved 
was  designated  in  such  manner  as  to  make  it  purely  local  and  uniform 
for  all  parts  of  the  State. 

The  ^'Seminary  Fund"  (university  grant)  was  for  State  use  and  con- 
sisted of  two  townships  of  land,  to  be  chosen  by  State  authority,  from 
any  unsold  lands  within  the  borders  of  the  State.  The  income  from 
the  sale  of  these  lands  was  to  be  devoted  to  purposes  of  instruction  in 
higher  branches  of  learning,  the  buildings  to  be  erected  at  State  ex- 
pense. 

An  addition  was  afterward  made  by  the  State  of  the  "Saline  lands" 

given  the  State  hy  the  general  government.  Iowa,  through  her  leg- 
islature, accepted  the  grants,  furnished  buildings,  and  in  her  anxiety 
to  establish  the  school  required,  ordered  the  early  sale  of  the  lands 
selected  and  the  Saline  lands.  The  sale  secured  to  the  University 
only  the  paltry  sum  of  a  little  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, really  less  than  four  doUam  per  acre.  The  report  of  1877  gives 
a  full  aooount  of  this  early  sale. 
The  fund  thus  obtained  yielded  its  largest  income  at  the  first  when 
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rates  of  interest  were  high  and,  too,  when  the  demands  of  the  school 
were  far  less  than  at  the  present  time. 

Those  charged  ii^ith  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  XJniver* 
sity  have  had  this  difficult  problem  to  solve:  How  shall  we  meet  in- 
creased demand  with  a  constantly  diminished  supply? 

For  ten  years,  1871-80,  the  annual  average  income  from  invested 
funds  was  $19,606.48.    For  five  years,  1881-85,  it  has  been  $16,256.58. 

The  years  immediately  before  us  will  make  still  further  reductions 
in  our  income  as  the  result  of  the  increased  prosperity  of  the  State.. 
This  increased  prosperity  will  at  the  same  time  make  greater  demand  a 
upon  us  for  educational  facilities,  which  the  State  must  furnish,  or 
fall  behind  in  the  race  in  which  she  now  holds  the  lead. 

It  is  not  pleasant  for  us,  nor  agreeable  to  the  legislators,  to  be  com- 
pelled to  make  a  biennial  appeal  for  funds  with  which  to  meet  our 
current  expenses. 

Our  requests  in  the  past  have  been  met  with  a  good  degree  of  lib- 
erality. A  young  State  is  compelled  to  make  provision  for  her  needs 
in  an  experimental  way.  Such  has  been  the  course  of  Iowa  in  the 
care  of  her  legislative  interests  and  in  the  establishment  of  her  char- 
ities^ and  this  too,  at  a  time  when  an  unforseen  emergency  called  for 
large  expenditures  through  a  ''war  debt."  This  is  extinguished,  and 
the  State  has  arrived  at  an  age  when  wise  provision  can  be  made  for 
her  future  in  permanent  foundations  of  all  her  great  enterprises* 
This  wisaom  is  apparent  in  the  erection  of  her  magnificent  capitoL 
It  is  virtually  completed  and  attention  may  now  be  turned  to  the 
permanent  and  broad  foundation  of  her  State  University.  The  State- 
University  claims  a  good  share  in  moulding  the  public  opinion 
which  has  given  the  State  so  proud  a  record  in  prompt  and  taithful 
payment  of  all  her  debts,  in  the  liberal  establishment  of  her  charita- 
ble Institutions  and  in  the  erection  of  the  halls  of  administration  and 
of  legislation  which  now  crown  her  capitol  hilL  The  taxation  for 
this  purpose  has  been  distributed  over  a  period  of  years  and  has  not 
been  felt. 

We  come  before  you  this  year  with  a  fuller  statement  of  our  needs, 
than  heretofore,  because  the  deferred  requests  of  the  past  have  accu- 
mulated and  are  now  more  pressing  than  ever;  but  principally  becaose- 
we  believe  that  with  our  debt  extinguished  and  Capitol  virtually  oom-^ 
pleted  the  State  is  in  better  condition  than  ever  before  to  pass  out  of 
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^he  experimental  handling  of  the  Uniyeraity  and  wisely  to  meet  our 
needs  upon  a  basis  which  shall  secure  to  us  an  income  now  and  in 
future  commensurate  with  our  possibilities.  Michigan  and  Minne- 
sota have  taken  this  step  in  providing  by  State  tax  a  University 
Pond,  irhich  is  permanent  and  has  the  additional  merit  of  growing  as 
the  State  grows,  and  thus  meeting  increased  demand  for  educational 
facilities  with  an  increased  income. 

We  therefore  ask  for  the  insertion  in  State  tax  of  one-half  mill  for 
University  purposes. 

The  following  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents  at  their 
meeting  June,  1885,  expresses  more  fully  their  wish: 

Heaolvedy  That  the  Board  of  Regents  requests  the  Legislature  to 
•cause  a  tax  of  a  half  of  a  mill  to  be  levied  on  the  taxable  property 
of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a  fund  with  which  to  create 
an  additional  permanent  endowment  for  the  University;  such  tax  to 
be  levied  from  year  to  year  until  such  fund  shall  create  an  endow- 
ment which  with  the  endowment  now  existing  will  be  sufficient  to 
afford  full  support  for  the  Institution. 

The  President's  report  hereto  appended  gives  more  detailed  state- 
ments of  the  needs  of  the  University  in  the  matter  of  current  ex- 
penses. It  also  shows  that  the  deficiencies  in  income  to  meet  the 
current  expenses  of  the  two  years  past — amounting  in  the  .aggregate 
to  $14,457 — arises  from  causes  entirely  beyond  our  control,  and  which 
must  be  met  in  order  that  we  continue  the  work  of  the  University  for 
the  current  year.  This  matter  of  Production  Fund  being  disposed  of 
there  still  remains  the  need  of  asking  for  special  appropriations  as 
follows,  for 

BUILDINGS  AND  FIXTURES. 

For  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  equipping  a  suitable  building 
for  the  uses  of  Chemistry,  Physics  and  Pharmacy,  the  sum 
of $100,000.00 

For  constructing  and  equipping  a  building  for  Homoepathic  Med- 
ical Department 30,000.00 

For  purchase  of  grounds  and  erection  of  clinical  amphitheatre  for 

Hospital 15,000.00 

For  equipping  Medical  museum 15,000.00 

For  equipping  the  Dental  department 12,285.00 
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We  present  the  demands  of  your  University,  the  management  of 
which  you^ave  confided  to  car  handp,  assured  that  the  needs  of  the 
Institution 'are  felt  by  yoan?elves  and  that  your  care  for  it  will  be  in 
the  future  as  in  the  past,  wise  and  generous.

•Seeood  elaas  organized  the  past  year  under  change  of  Statute  requiring  two  yean  study 
for  admission  to  the  Bar. 
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The  falling  off  in  nambera  is  due  to  oaases  whioh  inorease  the 
effioienoy  of  the  University.  First,  the  last  Gteneral  Assembly  very 
wisely  demanded  a  higher  standard  for  admission  to  the  bar.  Be- 
tween the  passage  of  the  act  and  the  date  of  its  force  a  very  large 
number  of  applicants  sought  and  obtained  admission  to  the  bar 
through  the  channels  then  so  readily  and  attractively  open  to  those 
who  thought  more  of  the  permission  to  practice  law  than  of  prepar- 
ation  for  such  practice.  The  students  enrolled  with  us  show  their 
appreciation  of  the  profession  they  would  enter,  by  making  thorough 
preparation  for  the  same.  The  enrollment  is  75  less  than  during  the 
previous  year. 

Our  medical  school  has  also  taken  a  noble  stand  for  the  profession, 
in  requiring  a  preliminary  examination  for  admission  to  the  school 
equivalent  to  the  standard  fixed  by  our  best  high  schools.  The  im- 
mediate effect  is  apparent  in  the  loss  of  26  students  from  past  en- 
rollment. The  University  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  this  reduction 
in  numbers,  since  it  has  materially  elevated  the  tone  of  these  profes- 
sional departments,  and  the  loss  is  only  temporary.  We  stand  where 
we  can  claim  support  on  the  ground  of  better  material  furnished  tne 
State  in  these  important  professional  fields. 

Other  departments  have  made  advance  also  in  requisites  for  admis- 
sion, and  show  advance  in  enrollment.  This  is  ppecially  true  of  the 
youngest  (the  dental)  department,  which  has  really  made  the  greatest 
advance  in  requirements  for  admission.

The  other  departments  have  maintained  the  same  tuitions  as  in 
past  years.  For  three  years  the  law  department  has  been  self-sus- 
taining.

These,  with  the  Btriotest  economy,  have  exceeded  estimates,  and 
under  circumsiances  over  which  we  had  no  control. 

1.  The  weather  has  been  for  two  winters  exceptionally  severe,  and 
has  involved  an  unusnal  outlay  beyond  that  of  the  previous  years. 

(a)    For  coal,  $885.33. 

{b)    For  janitors'  services,  1423.73. 

2.  Our  heating  apparatus  proved  insufficient,  and  changes  must  be 
made  at  a  time  when  the  greatest  expense  was  incurred  for  changes 
made.    This  expenditure  amounted  to  $601.00. 

3.  A  very  desirable  change  was  made  in  accommodating  the  med- 
ical students  in  their  lectures  in  chemistry,  which  involved  an  expen- 
diture of  $1,856.34. 

4.  The  boiler  capacity  proved  insufficient  for  heating  all  our  build- 
ings, the  new  science  ball  included,  and  in  order  to  be  ready  for  the 
fall  of  1885  we  have  been  compelled  to  contract  for  boilers  sufficient 
for  present  needs,  at  a  cost  of  $2,775.00. 

These  unusual  demands  upon  our  income,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  $6,541.40,  are  made  at  a  time  when  our  income  is  much 
decreased. 

1.  By  loss  of  tuition,  $4,784.67. 

2.  By  loes  of  interest  (rate  reduced),  comparing  the  five  years 
just  past  with  the  five  years  immediately  preceding,  annual  loss, 
$3,133.93. 

Total  decrease  of  income,  $7,018.60,  lacking  only  $81.40  of  the 
extra  increase — $8,000 — granted  us  by  the  last  General  Assembly. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  income  endowment  of  $8,000  annually  would 
not  only  provide  for  the  loss  of  interest  through  reduction  of  rate, 
but  would  enable  us  to  do  justice  to  the  Dental  Department  of  the 
University,  paying  their  professors  at  least  partial  salaries.  The  gen- 
tlemen have  thus  far  given  their  services  for  the  fees  of  the  students. 
But  vhe  inadequacy  of  this  increase  to  our  endowment  is  at  once 
apparent.  The  first  question  that  comes  to  my  mind  is  this  :  What 
has  the  future  in  store  for  us  in  the  matter  of  finances  ? 

It  is  evident  that  expenditures  must  be  reduced  or  income  increased. 
Upon  the  first  part  of  this  alternative  permit  me  to  suggest  that  our 
expenditures  'are  mainly  for  salaries,  fuel,  services,  apparatus  and 
library.  Where  shall  the  cut  be  made  ?  It  cannot  be  in  services  or 
fnel  unless  part  of  our  buildings  be  closed,  an  absolute  impossibility 
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urith  oar  present  Dumber  of  students.  Shall  it  be  in  apparatus? 
The  line  of  instruction  demanding  our  time  and  energies  is  made 
«ff eotive  only  by  apparatus.  If  denied  this  we  are  shut  up  to  a  yery 
narrow  range  of  study,  while  the  spirit  of  the  times  demands  enlarge- 
ment. Would  any  one  be  unwise  enough  to  ask  for  reduction  in 
appropriations  for  the  library.  These  are  not  now  sufficient  to  keep  up 
with  the  periodical  literature  of  the  day,  to  say  nothing  of  the  con- 
«tant  increase  of  books  issued  from  the  press  which  are  an  absolute 
necessity  to  both  student  and  instructor.  Here  I  would  present  an 
tamest  appeal  from  our  excellent  librarian.  *<  No  other  interest  con- 
nected with  the  work  of  a  great  educational  center  compares  with  the 
library  in  its  universal  adaptation  to  the  wants  of  all  departments. 
In  this  laboratory  of  thought  the  classicist,  the  scientist,  and  the  pro- 
fessional student  alike  find  material  for  their  widely  diversified  lines 
of  work.  From  every  department  the  library  is  sought  for  the  light 
it  may  throw  on  their  several  pursuits.  To  refuse  books  is  to  ask  the 
inquiring  youth  to  be  satisfied  with  what  bin  text-book  tells  him  and 
to  forbid  him  the  aid  and  stimulus  that  can  be  drawn  only  from  the  * 
fresh  out  pouring  of  the  press  upon  the  living  topics  of  the  day.  Oar 
aim  should  be  to  arouse  students  to  original  work,  to  independent 
thinking  without  bias,  which  the  single  text-book  must  give.  For 
this  we  require  wide  resources,  constantly  and  freshly  supplied  from 
many  minds  and  all  times.  What  may  satisfy  to^lay  is  not  sufficient 
for  to-morrow.  Divinely  implanted  mind-hunger  is  as  constant  as 
bodily  hanger  and  far  more  urgent  on  the  part  of  such  students  as  the 
University  attracts.  We  are  already  far  behind  our  sister  states  in 
this  provieion."  No  reduction  ought  to  be  considered  as  possible  in 
this  direction. 
The  only  chance  remaining  is  in 

SALABIBS. 

This  may  be  effected  either  by  redaction  of  the  teaching  force  or  by 
diminishing  the  salaries  paid  to  those  now  employed.  Either  course 
would  prove  suicidal.  To  reduce  the  number  would  require  a  wider 
field  of  labor  for  each  and  of  course  a  weakening  of  efficiency  to 
which  a  specialist  attains,  and  this  at  a  time  when  the  demands  upon 
us  for  a  narrower  and  more  intensive  method  of  instruction  are  spe- 
cially urgent. 

To  reduce  salaries  would  be  a  great  injustice  to  a  thoroughly  qual- 
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ified  body  of  men  and  women,  the  peers  of  those  in  any  institution  of 
similar  character,  who  are  already  paid  less  than  those  holding  simi- 
lar positions  in  all  of  the  States  immediately  about  us. 

I  cannot  «think  that  the  intelligence  of  so  rich  a  State  as  Iowa,  free 
from  debt  and  standing  confessedly  at  the  head  in  matters  of  popular 
education,  will  permit  the  Board  of  Regents  to  take  this  alternative. 

How  shall  we  bring  about  an 

INCRBASB  OF  BEYBNUB? 

There  are  three  sources  of  revenue  now  available:  a.  Tuitions;. 
b.  Interest  upon  invested  funds;  c  State  appropriations. 

Tuitions  are  already  as  high  as  circumstances  will  warrant  with 
oar  limited  facilities.  Interest  is  constantly  reduced  as  a  consequence 
of  our  prosperity.  State  appropriations  have  been  liberal  thus  far,, 
when  the  other  expenditures  of  the  State  are  considered,  but  thiy  are 
supplemental  and  do  not  represent  the  privilege  nor  the  duty  of  the 
State  to  place  its  chief  educational  institution  upon  such  a  basis  as  to 
prevent  the  necessity  of  this  biennial  appeal  for  supplementary 
funds. 

A  definite  tax,  collected  annually  with  the  State  tax,  as  was  done 
in  securing  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  capitol,  would  serve  the 
purpose  admirably,  having  this  advantage  over  any  other  method, 
that  as  the  State  increases  in  wealth,  and  the  demands  upon  the 
University  increase  with  the  wealth  the  means  of  support  would  also 
increase  in  like  ratio.  This  policy  has  been  adopted  in  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota. 

But  this  provision  would  only  meet  the  demand  for 
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CUBBSKT  TUKDS.

The  immediate  and  pressing  needs  are  for: 

1.  A  chemical  laboratory  and  apparatus. 

2.  A  physical  laboratory  and  apparatus. 

3.  A  pharmacutical  laboratory. 

These  three  may  be  arranged  temporarily  under  one  roof ,  at  an  ex- 
pense not  to  exceed  $100,000. 

4.  The  medical  building,  erected  four  years  ago,  needs  an  outlay 
for  calcimining  and  for  cases  for  its  museum,  say  $1,500. 

5.  In  connection  with  the  medical  there  is  need  of  an  amphi- 
theatre in  connection  with  the  new  hospital  recently  purchased  and 
equipped  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy,  which,  together  with  the  land, 
would  involve  an  outlay  of  $15,000. 

6.  The  Homoepathic  medical  department  needs  either  a  new 
building  or  an  enlargement  of  the  present  building,  at  a  cost  of 
$30,000. 

7.  A  drill  hall  and  gymnasium,  with  equipments,  costing  $5,000. 
The  University  has  long  needed  a  suitable  play  ground  for  out- 
door exercises,  and  upon  this  the  drill  hall  might  be  erected.

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SUPPLEMENTAL  EEPORT. 


Memorial  from  the  BegenU  of  the  State  Vhivereity  to  the  Ghneral 
AeeenMy  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

With  faith  foanded  upon  the  history  of  the  State  IJDiyeraity  of 
Iowa  and  with  hope  begotten  of  experience,  we  present  ourselyes 
before  the  Legislature  at  the  close  of  our  first  quarter  century's  work, 
asking  not  for  means  wherewith  to  continue  an  experiment,  but  for  a 
foundation  to  be  laid  deep  and  strong  upon  which  shall  stand  for  all 
time  an  institution  in  which  the  citizens  of  Iowa  may  take  a  just 
pride. 

Blest  as  Iowa  is  in  an  intelligent  citizenship,  in  unlimited  resources 
of  soil,  mine  and  water- courses,  in  unsurpassed  facilities  for  rapid 
transportation,  in  flocks  and  herds  of  superior  quality,  and  in  a  widely 
diyersified  manufacturing  indastry;  substantially  free  as  she  is  from 
a  State  debt,  and  with  a  very  low  rate  of  municipal  indebtedness,  the 
outlook  for  leisure  on  the  part  of  her  thrifty  citizens  is  certainly  en- 
oonraging. 

The  actiye  intelligence  of  the  citizens  thus  blessed  and  freed  will 
not  permit  an  indolent  leisure.  The  younger  will  seek  instruction 
and  the  elder  will  strive  for  the  promotion  of  knowledge;  two  ends 
for  which  a  great  institution  of  learning  should  exist. 

Hitherto  we  have  emphasized  the  first  of  these  ends,  and  the  priv- 
lieges  of  the  University  have  been  extended  to  those  seeking  prepar- 
ation for  life's  work.  Our  libraries  and  our  laboratories  have  been 
elementary.  Our  professors  have  been  confined  to  classroom  work. 
They  have  not  had  leisure  for  such  study  as  would,  through  their  pub- 
lications, enrich  the  State  in  all  that  pertains  to  its  highest  advance- 
ment. Time  has  been  lacking  for  such  investigations  and  analyses  as 
the  State  has  a  right  to  expect  from  experts  in  the  various  depart- 
ments of  knowledge. 


0  STATE  UNIVEKSITY. 

Stadents  who  have  gradaated  from  the  oolleges  of  the  State,  as 
well  as  oar  own  gradaates,  have  been  compelled  to  go  out  of  the  State 
for  special  stndy  in  the  line  which  has  proyen  attraotiye  in  their  el** 
mental  work.  Men  in  aotive  life,  who  had  desired  re-enforoement  of 
their  knowledge  or  help  in  perplexities,  have  failed  to  find  in  the  State 
snch  sources  of  information,  such  ^opportunities  for  investigation  aa 
they  need.  Oreat  expense  has  attended  the  analysis  of  soils,  watera, 
minerals,  etc.,  where  the  citizen  should  have  found  within  his  own 
State  free  information. 

We  wish  to  emphasize  the  second  great  end  of  the  XTniversity,  that 
of  promotion  of  knowiedge.  We  wish  to  encourage  the  oolleges  of 
the  State  by  affording  to  their  graduates  opportunities  for  special 
study. 

To  this  end  we  must  have  means  sufficient  to  fill  up  our  libraries, 
to  equip  our  laboratories,  and  to  furnish  such  time  to  our  professors 
as  will  enable  them  to  give  attention  to  such  calls  upon  them  as  may 
be  made  for  longer  or  shorter  time  by  the  citizens  of  the  State  who 
are  in  active  life  and  who  need  often  counsel  and  guidance. 

.  We  cannot  afford  longer  to  devote  our  time  so  exclusively  to  the 
preparation  of  the  young.  The  University  should  become  a  fountain 
of  knowledge  from  which  men  may  draw  freely,  not  for  two,  three  or 
four  years,  but  for  fifty  years  if  so  their  need  requires. 

We  cannot  afford  longer  to  hold  any  department  at  arm's  length, 
compelling  their  professors  to  work  at  their  own  charges. 

We  can  not  afford  longer  to  keep  our  rate  of  salaries  so  far  below 
the  rate  in  every  other  similar  institution  of  the  west. 

We  deem  it  a  laudable  ambition  on  our  part  that  we  desire  to 
make  the  State  University  of  Iowa  the  peer  of  any  State  institution 
in  the  land.  We  desire  to  elevate  the  standard  of  instruction  stead- 
ily as  we  have  done  in  the  past  by  lengthening  courses  of  stndy  in 
some  departments,  so  that  we  may  suitably  prepare  our  young  men 
and  women  for  their  work. 

We  a$kf  therefore^  for  9ueh  an  endowmeni  a$  $haU  grow  with  our 
groufthf  $taHing  toith  enough  for  present  neoeesiHee  and  that  we  may  be 
saved  the  necessity  of  again  appearing  before  you  in  behalf  of  mecme 
far  current  expenses. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  give  in  this  connection  a  little  in  detail  oar 
history  as  to  funds,  students,  etc. 
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UNIYSBSITT  LAlfDB. 

The  general  goyemment  donated  to  the  State  of  Iowa  two  town* 
ships  of  land,  46,080  acres,  ukore  or  less. 

Up  to  the  year  1869  there  had  been  sold  of  this  land  81,400  acres 
at  an  average  of  €3.52  per  acre. 

Since  1869  sales  have  been  made  at  different  times,  so  that  there 
remains  only  2,059.7  acres  unsold. 

These  lands  were  originally  appraised  at  €5  per  acre,  and  afterward 
at  $10  per  acre.  Had  they  remained  unsold  until  the  pnoe  of  €10 
per  acre  had  been  reached,  our  income  would  have  been  more  than 
twice  what  it  is  to-day  from  this  source. 

SIXINB   ULNES. 

By  some  it  has  been  supposed  that  the  entire  Saline  Land  Grant 
came  to  the  support  of  the  University.  There  were  originally  46,100 
acres  of  Saline  lands.  Of  these  the  University  received  less  than 
4,600  acres,  together  with  some  Saline  land  contracts,  which  proved 
of  very  little  value. 

The  State  sold  at  a  very  low  rate  all  the  rest  of  the  Saline  lands, 
patting  the  avails  into  the  treasury.  At  one  time  she  gave  to  the 
University  out  of  this  fund  €10,000  to  aid  in  building. 

Our  entire  lands  were: 


Congressional  grant 46,680 

Salinelands 4,600 

Donation 600 

Of  this  amount  there  remains  unsold  only  5,726.8  acres. 

Our  income  fund  from  this  source  is  only  $261,266.64. 

But  for  the  hurried  sales  it  should  have  been  not  less  than  $500,000, 
and  had  we  received  the  entire  Saline  Land  Congressional  Orant,  it 
would  have  been  not  less  than  $1,000,000. 

Is  it  asking  too  much  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature  to  ask  that 
the  losses  sustained  in  hurried  sales  and  in  diverted  lands  be  made 
good,  either  by  an  increased  productive  fund  or  by  a  permanent  en- 
dowment which  shall  annually  bring  our  income  up  to  what  it  would 
have  been  but  for  such  sales  and  diversion? 

The  State  has  received  the  only  benefit  derived  from  these  early 
sales  of  her  University  lands  in  increased  valuation  arising  from  set- 
tlement and  cultivation.  Her  taxable  property  has  been  increased 
largely. 
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We  only  ask  that  the  State  shall  now  make  over  to  the  IJniTenity 
the  benefit  she  has  derived  in  the  past  twenty-five  years  from  thm 
University  and  Saline  lands. 

BXPKNDITUBXS. 

The  entire  expenditures  for  University  purposes  from  1847  to  1886, 
a  period  of  thirty-nine  years,  have  been  as  follows:

Total $1,120,198.66 

NoTB.— For  two  years,  1809  and  1872,  the  exact  figures  cannot  be  found, 
and  they  are  put  in  at  an  average  between  the  years  immediately  preceding 
and  succeeding  each. 

To  this  total  should  be  added  $19,000  of  appropriations  for  the  new 
Science  hall,  and  the  total  will  be  $1,139,198.50. 

This  may  appear  to  be  a  large  sum,  but  it  covers  a  period  of  thirty- 
nine  years,  and  the  average  per  annum  is  $29,216.22. 

The  first  fourteen  years  were  of  comparatively  light  expenditure. 

If  we  take  the  twenty-five  years  since  the  real  organization  of  the 
University^  we  shall  find  the  average  annual  expenditures  for  all  par- 
poses  to  be  $44,166.10;  deducting  from  this  the  cost  of  buildings,  the 
average  expenditure  for  salaries,  incidentals,  apparatus,  libraries,  fur- 
niture, fuel,  repairs  and  services  of  janitors  and  workmen,  etc.,  is 
$38,726.10. 

STUDENTS. 

In  estimating  the  expenditures  at  their  real  worth,  we  must  first 
consider  the  numbers  reached  by  the  expenditures  made  and  the  per- 
manent appliances  remaining  for  the  use  of  students  yet  to  come.' 

The  average  enrollment  during  the  twenty-five  years  under  review 
has  been  522;']more2thanr>forty  per  cent  of  which  was  in  preparatory 
work,  which  for  six  years  hasibeen  abandoned.  The  average  cost  to 
the  State  has  been  for  each  pupil  instructed  each  year,  $84.60;  or,  if 
instead  of  the  entire  value  of  the  buildings,  we  put  into  the  total  ex- 
penditures for  each  year,  only  ten  per  cent  upon  this  value,  we  find 
the  cost  to  be  but  $75.22  per  pupil.

Few  institutions  gpraduate  so  large  a  proportion  of  their  oollegiate 
students,  showing  an  earnest  spirit  in  our  students. 

In  1883,  Michigan  graduated  79,  with  an  enrollment  of  618,  or  a 
little  more  than  thirteen  per  cent ;  Iowa  graduated,  out  of  an  enroll- 
ment of  272,  41,  or  nearly  fifteen  per  cent ;  Harvard,  183  out  of  986,. 
or  more  than  eighteen  per  cent ;  Yale,  124  out  of  602,  or  a  little  more 
than  twenty  per  cent.  (The  per  cent  of  graduates  in  Iowa  University 
for  the  year  1885-6  will  be  very  nearly  twenty-five,  but  this  is  excep> 
tional,  and  as  large  as  possible  to  make  it  in  a  four  year's  course.)

A  very  large  proportion  comes,  as  will  be  seen,  from  the  country 
homes,  where  thrift  and  intelligence  go  hand  in  hand. 

It  is  sometimes  asserted  that  the  influence  of  the  State  University 
is  local ;  that  a  large  percentage  of  its  students  is  drawn  from  the^ 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  school. 

Our  last  catalogue  contains  479  names.  Of  this  number,  sizty-foar 
only  register  from  this  county,  and  of  these  twenty-eight  have  re* 
moved  to  Iowa  City  only  because  of  attendance,  their  friends  accom* 
panying  them  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  temporary  home.    Thia> 
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leftTes  only  thirty-six  to  represent  Johnson  oonnty,  and  eighteen  to 
represent  Polk  oonnty.  Of  the  ninety-nine  oonnties  of  the  State, 
there  were  more  than  ninety  represented  in  the  year  1885. 

Oar  patronage  is  also  drawn  from  other  States,  as  follows:  lUinoiSi 
10;  Nebraska,  18;  Minnesota,  0;  Kansas,  7;  Wisconsin,  6;  Missonri, 
4;  Ohio  and  Montana,  3  each;  Dakota  and  Colorado,  2  each;  Con- 
necticnt,  California,  Indiana,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Tork,  1  each; 
Prussia,  1;  or  scTenty-fonr  from  fifteen  states  and  oonntries — ^more 
tlian  fifteen  per  cent  from  outside  the  State. 

Reference  to  the  report  placed  in  your  hands  will  famish  a  fall 
statement  of  oar  needs.  For  current  expenses,  a  proposition  is  made 
by  the  Board  for  a  productive  f and,  sufficient  to  meet  present  needs 
snd  the  future  plans  of  the  University. 

Of  the  States  near  us,  three — Michigan,  Wisconsin  and  Nebraska — 
have  a  regular  annual  tax,  not  of  a  specific  amount,  but  of  a  fraction 
of  a  mill  upon  the  dollar,  which  grows  as  the  State  grows  and  as  the 
demands  upon  her  University  increase.  From  this  tax  Michigan  re- 
ceived last  year,  $40,500;  Nebraska,  $51,375;  Wisconsin,  nearly  $60,- 
000.  Iowa  has  a  specific  permanent  endowment  of  $28,000;  Minne- 
sota relies  upon  biennial  appropriations. 

The  report  also  emphasizes  the  need  of  buildings.  We  would  keep 
this  constantly  before  you  as  a  pressing  need.  Two  items,  at  least, 
are  of  vital  importance.  We  have  a  very  large  hospital  established 
in  Iowa  City  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy.  That  it  may  be  available  to 
the  Uuiversity,  a  clinical  amphitheatre  must  be  provided  in  connec- 
tion therewith.  Our  Dental  School,  also,  is  entitled  to  a  much-needed 
appropriation  for  its  equipment 

The  first  part  of  this  memorial  contemplates,  not  a  productive  fund, 
but  an  an  annual  income  fund.  The  most  careful  study  leads  us  to 
aek  for  what  is  absolutely  needed,  in  lieu  of  our  present  endowment, 
a  tax  annually  of  one-eighth  of  a  mill. 

As  the  avails  of  this  tax  cannot  be  realized  until  after  the  year 
1886,  and  as  our  income  for  the  past  two  years  has  not  been  sufficient 
to  meet  our  current  expenses,  we  ask  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
to  meet  deficiencies  of  $23,000;  that,  to  avoid  deficieDcies  for  the 
fatare  and  to  tide  us  over  the  year  1886,  the  permanent  endowment 
be  continued  for  the  year  1886,  and  that  there  be  added  for  1886, 
#80,000. 

Should  the  tax  asked  for  not  be  granted,  it  will  be  necessary  for  as 
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to  Beoure  an  equal  amount  for  the  biennial  term  of  1886-7,  viz.,  a  som 
whiohy  with  the  $28,000  permanent  endowment,  will  fumish  us  th» 
eqoiTalent  of  one-eighth  mill  tax  upon  the  valuation  of  the  State.

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The  report  of  the  President  calls  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
pressing  wants  of  the  Institution,  and  we  beg  to  emphasize  the  sag- 
gestions  of  the  President  in  those  respects: 

JPirat.  A  chemical  laboratory  building  fitted  with  the  modem  ap- 
pliances, and  affording  room  and  light  for  the  best  exercise  of  the 
labors  of  students. 

Second.  A  hospital  building  as  an  adjunct  and  aid  to  the  best 
work  of  the  Medical  Department,  as  well  as  for  affording  to  the 
afflicted  and  needy  citizens  of  the  State  services  of  the  medical  fac- 
ulty, which  in  such  cases  are  given  to  these  people  with  the  minimum  of 
expense  for  medicines,  thus  affording  at  once  to  them  skilled  and  expert 
treatment,  and  to  the  class  of  the  Medical  Department,  opportunity  of 
practical  demonstration  in  the  several  departments  of  their  work. 

Third.  The  Homeopathic  Medical  Department  is  steadily  grow- 
ing. It  meets  the  views  as  to  medical  treatment  of  a  large  and 
respectable  number  of  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  its  wants  and 
needs  should  be  recognized  with  those  of  other  departments.  The 
building  now  devoted  to  the  uses  of  that  department  is  inadequate 
and  affords  no  proper  means  and  facilities  for  the  best  exercise  of  the 
labors  of  the  faculty  or  of  the  students  therein  engaged. 

Fovrth.  A  gymnasium  and  field  for  athletic  sports.  All  institu- 
tions of  learning  in  this  age  are  recognizing  the  necessity  of  sus- 
taining during  college  work,  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental 
strength.  And  to  this  end  all  well  regulated  institutions  have  taken 
pains  to  supply,  for  the  use  of  the  students,  gymnasiums  and  oppor- 
tunities for  field  exercises  and  sports. 

Fifth.  The  board  has,  from  time  to  time,  deemed  it  proper,  especi- 
ally when  opportunity  was  afforded  to  do  so  at  a  minimum  of  oost, 
to  enlarge  and  add  to  the  museum  of  natural  history.  In  this  way 
there  has  been  secured  at  very  small  comparative  cost  valuable  speci- 
mens in  that  department.  These  specimens  require  protection  under 
glass,  for  the  exclusion  of  insects  and  the  like,  and  cases  for  that 
purpose  are  sadly  needed. 

Sixth.  It  is  more  and  more  coming  to  be  appreciated  and  under- 
stood that  with  all  the  text  books  and  the  instruction  of  teachers,  the 
practical  work-room  of  an  institution  of  this  kind  in  all  its  depart- 
ments is  the  library.  And  while  we  have  devoted  from  the  appropria- 
tion heretofore  made  by  the  legislature,  from  year  to  year,  as  much 
money  as  could  be  spared  in  this  direction,  the  amounts  after  all  have 
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bee-sm,  when  compared  with  the  value  of  the  library  as  a  plaoe  of 
effocstive  work,  entirely  too  meager  for  the  demands. 

Iv2  the  State  institntions  of  neighboring  States  the  value  of  this 
department  has  been  recognized  most  liberally,  and  to  that  end  large 
and  commodious  buildings  have  been  erected  by  the  State,  and  those 
baildings  stocked  with  large,  efficient  and  valuable  libraries,  useful  in 
all   the  departments. 

y^e  believe  it  is  true  that  the  legislature  of  Iowa  has  never  yet, 
specially,  recognized  in  its  appropriations  the  library  of  its  State 
ITiiiversity. 

^Seventh.  Repairs  are  needed  upon  all  of  the  buildings,  except  the 
one  last  erected,  as  also  upon  the  fences  and  other  appurtenances. 

^We  earnestly  join  the  recommendation  of  the  President  in  these

The  aggregate  of  the  appropriations  in  Jane  and  September  appar* 
ently  exceed  the  estimated  income  by  the  sum  of  $645.10.  But  it  is 
to  be  observed  that  several  of  the  regular  chairs  have  not  been  filled, 
and  therefore  the  amounts  appropriated  to  them  are  not  being 
expended.  It  is  also  to  be  noticed  that  when  those  chairs  shall  be 
filled,  the  assistants  employed  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not  filled, 
will  be  dispensed  with.  The  Board,  therefore,  expects  that  there 
will  be,  unless  unexpected  demands  shall  arise,  a  small  balance 
unexpended  atjthe  first  half  of  the  next  biennial  period. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  respectfully  desire  to  urge,  in  addition 
to  what  has  already  been  said  in  connection  with  the  President's 
report,  that  yon  shall  deem  it  proper  to  urge  upon  the  legislature  the 
need  of  increased  assistance  to  the  University,  in  addition  to  special 
appropriations  for  buildings,  and  the  like,  to  the  end  that  the  Board 
of  Regents  may  be  able  to  secure  the  best  available  talent  in  the 
several  departments.    The  University  is  an  institution  created,  and 
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heretofore  with  reasonable  liberality  sustainedy  by  the  State.  It  is  to 
be  said,  however,  that  institations  of  a  similar  character  in  oar 
neighboring  States  have  already  realized  that  to  make  themselves 
equal  to  the  great  work  of  thorough  education,  they  must  have  and 
retain  in  the  different  chairs  of  the  institution,  men  of  advanced 
education,  thorough  training  and  broad  requirements.  To  secure 
such  men  requires,  as  it  does  in  every  other  department  of  work, 
salaries  equal  to  their  ability.  We  cannot  hope  to  build  up  and  main- 
tain a  successful  university,  especially  in  competition  with  other  uni- 
Tersities  and  colleges  of  large  endowment,  without  placing  our  own 
apon  an  equality  in  these  respects  with  such  institutions.  It  should 
be  the  ambition,  as  well  as  the  pride  of  Iowa,  already  in  the  advance 
in  educational  statistics,  to  attain  and  keep  an  advanced  position 
-with  its  highest  school  of  learning.  The  University,  as  you  well 
know,  is  the  head  of  the  school  system  of  the  State.  With  common 
schools  equal  to  the  best,  we  should  not  fall  behind  with  the  Uni- 
Tersity.  To  keep  at  the  head  requires  money,  and  money,  too,  that 
cannot  better  be  expended  for  the  moral  and  material  welfare  of  the 

State. 

You  will  not  overlook  the  fact  that  in  the  foregoing  statement  of 
funds  at  our  disposal,  we  have  had  the  appropriation  of  chapter  68, 
Laws  of  Twenty-first  Oeneral  Assembly,  and  those  sums  have  been 
essential  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Institution,  meet  them  as 
economically  as  we  could.

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Among  the  pressing  needs  of  the  University  which  I  beg  to  bring 
to  your  attention  are  the  following  : 

1.  A  chemical  laboratory  building.  This  seems  to  be  of  all 
things  the  one  which  is  most  necessary.  Instruction  in  chemistry  ia 
fpYen  to  students  in  all  of  the  departments  except  that  of  law, 
and  the  capacity  of  the  present  quarters  is  altogether  inadequate  for 
the  members  requiring  such  instruction.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
University  senate,  in  which  all  departments  are  represented,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  should  be  requested 
to  lay  the  matter  of  a  new  chemical  laboratory  before  the  legisla- 
ture as  one  of  the  most  pressing  importance.  The  subject  of  chenir 
istry  is  every  year  receiving  more  and  more  attention,  and  in  order 
to  bring  our  facilities  for  instruction  up  to  the  proper  point  it  ia 
absolutely  necessary  that  the  State  should  supply  its  University 
with  a  commodious  and  well-equipped  laboratory. 

2.  For  many  reasons  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  University 
should  at  an  early  day  be  provided  with  a  well-appointed,  modem 
hospital.  The  building  now  used  for  the  purpose  is  old,  inconven> 
ient,  ill*  equipped,  and  in  many  respects  insufficient  for  the  needs  of 
the  medical  department.  The  erection  of  a  new  hospital  would  not 
only  increase  the  facilities  afforded  the  medical  student,  but  would 
also  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State  by  supplying  them 
with  a  place  where  patients  from  all  parts  could  receive  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  in  oases  of  severe  illness  or  injury. 

8.  For  the  development  of  the  homeopathic  medical  department 
it  is  highly  desirable  that  more  ample  and  better  quarters  should  be 
secured,  and  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  endorse  the  petition  of  the 
State  Homeopathic  Medical  Association,  and  of  the  faculty  of  the 
department,  for  an  appropriation  of  $80,000  for  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  a  new  building. 

4.  A  gymnasium  and  field  for  athletic  sports.  The  experience  of 
other  institutions  has  shown  that  money  spent  for  such  purposes  is 
not  by  any  means  wasted,  but  that  an  investment  in  this  direction 
pays  for  itself  many  times  over  in  the  increased  vigor  and  improved 
health  of  the  students.  They  are  by  no  means  to  be  regarded  as 
luxuries,  but  rather  as  necessary  to  the  development  of  the  physical 
well-being  of  the  youth  who  are  committed  to  our  care.  A  very 
moderate  outlay  would  supply  us  with  all  that  is  necessary  for  this 
purpose,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  a  special  appropriation  may 
be  granted  therefor. 
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6.  Additional  oases  are  required  in  the  maseum,  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  speoimens  of  natural  history.  The  exoellent  ooUection 
already  on  hand  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  from  exposure  to 
dntt  and  handling  by  visitors. 

6.  So  far  as  the  money  at  command  has  permitted  the  general  li- 
brary of  the  University  has  not  been  neglected,  and  upon  the  whole 
it  can  fairly  be  claimed  that,  for  the  number  of  books,  it  is  an  excel- 
lent collection.  Nevertheless  it  is  true  that  there  is  great  need  of 
4X>nBiderable  additions.  In  this  matter  every  professor  and  every 
atndent  is  directly  interested,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  whole  body  I 
respectfully  ask  that  some  measures  be  taken  to  provide  for  the  pur- 
ehase  of  a  large  number  of  books  which  are  every  day  becoming 
more  and  more  indispensable. 

7.  The  medical  building  is  sadly  in  need  of  repairs.  In  fact  its 
mppearance  suggests  the  idea  that  it  never  was  entirely  completed. 
If  allowed  to  continue  in  its  present  condition  the  time  will  soon 
come  when  the  cost  of  repairs  will  be  far  greater  than  if  the  matter 
is  attended  to  at  once. 

Repairs  are  also  needed  on  all  of  the  older  buildings  belonging  to 
the  Institution,  though  fortunately  not  to  so  great  an  extent  as  in  the 
oase  of  the  medical  building.  A  new  fence  around  the  campus  would 
net  only  very  materially  improve  the  appearance  of  the  grounds,  but 
eeems  to  me  to  be  necessary  in  consideration  of  the  very  irregular 
and  battered  state  of  the  present  one. 

It  is  poor  economy  to  allow  the  condition  of  the  property  to  run 
down,  and  I  respectfully  beg  that  these  matters  may  receive  your 

rly  attention.

Sir — The  Regents  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  herewith  pre- 
sent their  biennial  report  covering  tlie  period  from  the  ch)8e  of  the 
school  year  of  1887  to  the  close  of  the  school  year  of  1881). 

In  view  of  numerous  changes  in  the  several  faculties  of  the 
university,  during  the  biennial  period,  it  is  gratifying  to  the  man- 
aging board  to  be  able  to  report  the  utmost  harmony  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  university,  and  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of 
students. 

The  president's  report  herewith  submitted  makes  a  comparative 
showing  of  the  number  of  students  in  the  respective  departments 
during  the  biennial  period,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  increase 
shown  by  the  last  year  of  the  biennial  period  over  the  first  year  is 
69.     Reference  is  made  to  the  president's  report  for  particulars. 

There  is  also  submitted  herewith  the  financial  reports  of  the 
treasurer  and  the  secretary  of  the  board  respectively.  The  treas- 
urer's report  shows  the  condition  of  the  permanent  fund  of  the 
university  to  be  healthful.  The  fund,  at  the  date  of  the  treasurer's 
report  in  June,  1889,  showed  an  aggregate  of  }?22(),81H>.1(),  an  in- 
crease of  «11,862.63  since  the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report,  re- 
sulting from  the  sale  of  university  lands.  The  treasurer's  report 
also  shows  the  incomes  and  expenditures,  in  gross,  on  account  of 
the  general  support  fund  and  special  funds. 

The  secretary's  report  submitted  herewith  shows  incomes  and  dis- 
bursements on  account  of  the  general  support  fund,  jis  nearly  as 
may  be  by  school  years,  and  in  sufficient  detail  to  give  a  clear  idea 
of  the  sources  of  income,  and  avenues  of  expenditure.  From  this 
report  it  appears  that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  on  account 
of  the  general  support  fund,  and  during  the  biennial  period,  were 
<il48,811.86;  available  balance  on  hand  at  beginning  of  the  period, 
$23,035.48;  total  available  $171,847.34.     The  total  expenditures 
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during  the  period  were  $10r),4()8.7H,  leaving  a  balance  at  the  eud  of 
the  period  of  $5,878.58. 

Tlie  secretary's  report  also  shows  the  condition  of  the  several  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  special  purposes. 
For  fuller  information  on  these  several  matters,  reference  is  made 
to  the  secretary's  reix)rt. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of  regents  to  report 
biennially  upon  the  condition  of  the  university  fund,  to  account  for 
moneys  coming  into  the  treasury,  and  to  show  in  detail  for  what 
purposes  the  money  is  expended;  and  by  implication  at  least  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  board  to  fairly  and  clearly  set  forth  the  needs 
of  the  university,  in  order  that  it  may  accomplish  the  objects  for 
which  it  is  established. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  your  especial  attention,  and 
through  you,  the  especial  attention  of  the  governor  of  the  state  and 
of  the  General  Assembly,  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  president  of 
the  university,  herewith  submitted. 

Flrnt:  To  the  urgent  need  of  a  chemical  and  physical  laborar 
tory  building  and  equipment.  The  president's  report  shows  that 
these  departments  are  over-crowded;  that  students  have  not,  and 
cannot  have  such  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  their  studies  as 
should  be  aiforded. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  pressure  in  these  laboratories,  it  has  become 
necessary  to  resort  to  the  basement  of  the  building,  where  tempor- 
ary floors  have  been  laid  on  the  ground,  rough  stone  walls  have 
been  white-washed,  and  other  improvements  made  in  order  to 
render  the  place  temporarily  habitable.  In  these  rooms  it  is  often 
necessary  to  keep  and  use  delicate  and  expensive  instruments,  to 
their  injury.  These  rooms  are  poorly  lighted  and  are  wholly  unfit 
on  all  accounts  for  the  uses  to  which  the  board  has  been  compelled 
to  put  them. 

In  addition  to  this  serious  lack  of  room  and  equipment  in  the 
laboratories,  their  location  under  the  library  exposes  a  large  and 
valuable  collection  of  books  to  damage  or  destruction.  In  this 
case,  the  risks  are  increased  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  tjie  laboratory 
tables  and  other  furniture  are  constructed  of  wood,  and  are  there- 
fore highly  combustible.  This  valuable  library,  of  more  that  22,000 
volumes,  ought  not  to  be  exposed  to  such  dangers. 

Another  matter  to  be  considered  in  this  connection  is  the  fact 
that  the  erection  of  a  laboratory  building  would  release  several 
rooms  for  the  use  of  other  departments  of  the  univ^ersity,  some  of 
which  departments  are  already  crowding  upon  the  quarters  assigned 
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them.  For  these,  more  room  must  soon  be  furnished,  or  students 
must  be  turned  away.  The  erection  of  a  chemical  and  physical 
laboratory  buildinof  will  afford  relief  in  this  direction. 

Set)ond:  The  next  most  urgent  need  to  that  of  a  chemical  and 
physical  laboratory,  is  a  hospital  buildlnoj.  From  the  first  estab- 
lishment of  the  medical  department  of  the  university  to  the  present 
time,  hospital  facilities  have  been  inadequate,  and  it  has  not  been 
possible  for  the  board  of  regents,  with  the  limited  means  at  their 
command,  to  increase  and  improve  such  facilities  in  proportion  to 
the  growth  and  importance  of  the  medical  department.  The  only 
recouree  is  to  the  General  Assembly.  It  is  a  pressing  need  which 
should  be  supplied  at  as  earl}'  day  as  possible. 

Third:  The  homeopathic  medical  department,  as  it  was  at  the 
beginning  of  the  biennial  period,  is  still  in  need  of  more  commo- 
dious quarters  and  better  facilities.  This  school  of  medicine  has 
very  many  adherents  throughout  the  state,  who  contribute  to  the 
support  of  all  of  the  public  institutions,  and  their  claims  should  be 
generously  recognized  by  furnishing  them  with  all  the  necessary 
facilities  at  the  university. 

Fourth:  The  general  library  of  the  university  increases  but 
slowlv,  on  account  of  the  limited  means  at  command.  It  now  num- 
hers  about  22,600  volumes,  to  which  large  additions  ought  to  be 
made  at  an  early  day,  in  view  of  the  importance  of  such  an  adjunct 
in  educational  work.  Professors  and  students  are  often  embarrassed 
in  their  work  for  want  of  such  helps  as  a  fully  equipped  library 
affords.  It  is  hoped  the  General  Assembly  will  make  a  special 
appropriation  for  adding  to  the  library. 

Fifth:  Attention  is  called  to  the  })resident'8  recommendation  in 
regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  bacteriological  laboratory.  Such  a 
laboratory  at  the  university''  would  undoubtedly  be  of  great  value  to 
the  people  of  the  state. 

Si^th:  The  Hornaday  collection  of  natural  history  is  now  com- 
plete and  in  its  place.  It  is  a  very  valuable  collection,  and  is  put  to 
practical  use  by  the  teachers  in  natural  history  in  the  instruction  of 
tlieir  classes. 

Seventh:  In  the  last  biennial  report  attention  was  called  to  the 
need  of  a  field  and  a  gymnasium  for  athletic  sports.  The  need 
remains  unsupplied,  and  the  regular  income  of  the  university  gives 
no  promise  that  it  can  be  supplied  without  a  special  api)ropriation 
for  the  purpose. 

Eifjhth:  An  assembly  hall  is  another  want  of  the  university. 
There  is  no  room  in  any  building  belonging  to  the  university  where 
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the  students  can  be  assembled  for  public  exercises.  Resort  for 
such  purposes  must  be  had  to  an  opera  house,  at  considerable  cost, 
annually. 

SPECIAL   APPROPRIATIONS. 

From  the  appropriation  made  for  repairs  and  contingent  pur- 
poses, needed  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  rooms  of  the  law 
depaitment,  and  in  the  medical  building.  There  has  also  been 
drawn  from  this  appropriation  sufficient  to  build  an  additional 
smoke-stack,  and  to  make  necessary  changes  in  the  furnaces,  with 
a  view  to  burning  slack.  The  experiment  of  burning  slack  has 
proven  successful,  and  a  considerable  saving  in  fuel  has  alreadj'' 
resulted. 

A  list  of  the  names  of  professors,  tutors,  officers,  and  other 
employes,  with  salaries  and  wages  paid,  will  be  found  at  the  end 
of  this  report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

It  is  with  the  utmost  care  in  distributing  the  income  for  general 
purposes  to  the  varied  and  growing  wants  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  university,  that  the  board  of  regents  is  able  to  keep 
them  up  to  the  breadth  and  standard  of  work  now  attained.  And 
the  board  is  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  interests  of 
the  school  demand  liberal  appropropriations,  both  for  general  sup- 
port and  for  special  purposes.  Without  them  it  cannot  long  main- 
tain the  position  which  it  has  already  attained  —  advancement  will 
be  out  of  the  question. 

Appropriations  are  asked: 

Fird — To  meet  present  pressing  needs,  some  of  which  have  been 
briefly  referred  to. 

Secan<i — To  meet  the  growing  demands  which  the  youth  of  the 
state  are  yearly  making  for  better  educational  facilities,  and  which 
they  will  seek  outside  the  state,  if  they  cannot  find  tliem  within. 

In  view  of  the  situation  thus  briefly  stated,  the  higher  educational 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  state,  represented  in  their  university, 
are  confidently  presented  for  the  consideration  of  yourself,  as  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  to  the  governor  of  the  state,  and  to 
the  General  Assembly,  with  the  recommendation  that  appropria- 
tions be  made  by  the  Twenty-third  General  Assembly  for  the 
following  purposes:

COLLKOIATE   DEPAKTMENT. 

Ill  this  department  there  has  been  a  steady  iinj)rovenient  iii 
efficiency.  With  but  few  exceptions  the  courses  of  instniction 
have  been  revised  and  extended,  and  a  much  wider  range  thus 
attained. 

During  the  past  year  a  Natural  History  Bulletin  was  published, 
which  reHected  much  credit  on  the  professors  who  contributed 
thereto,  and  has  been  the  means  of  widely  extending  the  reputation 
of  the  university.  It  is  hoped  that  sufficient  means  may  be  found 
to  provide  for  the  issuing  of  at  least  two  such  bulletins  annually. 

Owing  to  the  growing  demand  for  instruction  in  chemistry  and 
physics,  the  space  available  has  become  entirely  inadequate.  The 
lecture  room,  which  was  used  for  both  branches,  was  over-crowded 
during  the  past  year.  The  chemical  laboratory  is  provided  with 
tables  for  sixteen,  and  during  a  part  of  the  last  session  twice  that 
number  of  students  were  at  work  at  the  same  time.  A  similar 
state  of  affairs  has  existed  in  the  room  occupied  as  a  physical 
laboratory.  In  the  latter  case  some  temporary  relief  was  afforded 
by  pressing  into  service  a  room  in  the  basement,  which  was  roughly 
fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  It  is  very  evident  that  if  the  university 
is  to  do  its  whole  duty  it  must  be  provided  with  a  new  laboratory, 
and  that,  too,  as  soon  as  possible.  There  is  at  present  no  adequate 
means  for  that  thorough  instruction  in  chemistry  and  physics,  com- 
mensurate with  the  needs  of  the  state,  and  unless  we  would  drive 
awav  those  who  desire  such  instruction,  we  must  make  haste  to 
supply  the  demand.  Tliis,  to  my  mind,  is  the  most  pressing  need 
of  the  university,  and  I  respectfully  urge  you  to  earnestly  request 
of  the  General  Assembly  that  an  appropriation  of  at  least  *(>0,000.00 
be  made  for  this  purpose.  Without  indulging  in  any  extravagance 
whatever,  a  larger  sum  could  well,  and  profitably,  be  used.  But 
with  careful  management,  and  with  the  strictest  economy,  I  am 
inclined  to  the  oirinion  that  that  sum  will  bo  sufficient  to  erect  a 
plain  building,  and  to  equip  it  with  the  needed  accessories  and 
apparatus. 

The  work  in  all  branches  of  science  has  been  expanded  since  the 
last  report,  and  the  classes  have  steadily  grown  in  numbers.     The 
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introduction  of  a  larger  amount  of  labonitor}'  work  into  the  course 
of  instruction  has  rendered  it  necessary  to  appoint  laboratory 
assistants  in  biolo<rv  and  in  botany.  But  even  with  this  relief  the 
time  of  the  [)rofessoi*s  of  jjeology  and  botiiny  is  fully  occupied  witli 
the  work  of  teaching,  much  of  which  is  merely  elementary.  It  will 
be  necessary'  at  an  early  day  to  appoint  instructors  for  this  element- 
ary work,  and  thus  allow  the  professors  to  spend  the  greater  portion 
of  their  time  in  the  more  advanced  work. 

A  marked  improvenient  has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  the 
instruction  in  engineering.  The  amount  of  technical  work  requirtHl 
is  now  much  jrreater  and  much  more  varied  than  was  formerly  the 
case,  and  the  graduates  in  this  course  may  therefore  be  expected  to 
be  more  thoroughly  fitted  for  the  practice  of  their  profession. 

In  history,  in  modem  languages,  and  in  English,  the  classes  have 
been  steadily  growing,  and  at  such  a  rate  as  to  render  it  highly 
jn'obablc  that  it  will  soon  be  necessary  to  employ  more  instructors. 
This  point  has  already  been  reached  in  the  case  of  the  work  in 
English.  Last  year  one  instructor  was  occupied  almost  continuously 
in  rhetoric,  elocution,  and  in  the  essay  work.  This  year  I  am 
happy  to  state  it  has  been  i)08sible  to  em))lo3'  ^  special  teacher  of 
elocution,  and  another  who  gives  his  entire  time  to  rhetoric  and  the 
correcting  of  essays. 

The  natural  history  collections  in  the  museum  have  grown  at  an 
astonishing  rate,  and  the  whole  has  been  thoroughly  classified  and 
arranged  by  the  curator.  We  have  at  the  present  time  an  ex- 
tremely valuable  collection,  and  the  liberality  of  the  boartl  of 
regents  in  fostering  it  is  especially  to  be  cr>mmended.  Contribu- 
tions from  friends  of  the  university  are  constantly  being  received, 
and  although  definite  arrangements  have  not  as  j^et  been  made,  the 
prospect  is  that  we  shall  receive  large  additions  within  the  next  few 
months.  The  Hornaday  collection,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three 
specimens,  has  been  delivered, and  is  now  on  exhibition  in  the  room 
especially  appropriated  thereto.  This  is  by  far  the  most  striking 
and  most  valuable  portion  of  our  collections,  and  more  than  justi- 
fies by  its  variety  and  excellent  character  the  action  of  the  board  in 
accepting  the  gift.  To  the  donor,  ^Ir.  Iloniaday,  we  owe  a  lasting 
debt  of  gratitude. 

As  regards  the  universit}'  library,  i  take  gi-eat  pleasure  in  report- 
ing that  there  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of 
books  since  the  last  biennial  report.  The  total  number  of  books  on 
June  »](K  I'^Si*,  was  22,<l.'>2,  an  inci-ease  <rf  :>,i>14  since  June  80, 
18S7. 
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And  yet  there  is  an  eviM*  increasintr  <lenian(l,  both  on  the  part  of 
pn>fe88or8  and  students,  for  more  books.  Of  the  ^2,500  appropri- 
ated for  the  Hbrary  (hirlno:  the  biennial  period,  about  one-third  of 
tlie  amount  is  devoted  to  journals  and  periodicals;  one-third  to 
binding  the  journals  and  i)eriodieals  of  the  previous  year,  and  re- 
binding  books;  and  the  remaining  one-third  is  all  that  is  availal)le 
for  the  purchase  of  new  books.  Were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  we 
receive  nnuiy  books  without  cost  to  the  university,  no  such  growth 
as  lias  been  stated  could  have  occurred.  While  we  have  many 
books  that  are  valuable  and  useful,  there  are  nuiny  more  that  are 
most  vitally  necessary,  that  we  are  com[)elled  to  do  without.  It  is 
highly  desirable  for  the  success  of  the  institution  that  this  want 
iriay  be  more  thoroughly  satisfied  in  the  future,  and  i  beg  leave  to 
j)resent  this  as  a  most  worthy  object  for  an  increased  ai)i)ropriation. 

Progress  has  been  made  iii  the  wav  of  effecting  a  closer  connec- 
tion  between  the  university  and  the  high  schools  of  the  state,  and 
the  number  of  such  schools  which  have  recently  made  arrange- 
ments to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  sending  their  grad- 
uates to  the  university  without  the  reipiirement  of  ptissing  the 
entrance  examination,  reveals  a  growing  interest  and  confidence  iii 
the  institution. 

LAW    l>Kl»AirrMENT. 

During  the  biennial  period  radical  changes  have  taken  place  in 
the  law  faculty,  and  as  at  present  constituted  the  department  is  in 
excellent  condition.  Although  the  number  of  students  is  not  as 
great  as  formerly,  when  but  a  single  year's  course  of  study  was 
required  to  obtain  a  dii)lonia,  nevertheless  there  is  a  steady  increase, 
showing  that  the  opportunities  for  ac(iuiring  a  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  princii)les  of  law,  are  being  more  and  more  appre- 
ciated by  the  young  men  of  the  state.  Though  a  two  years'*  course 
is  now  required  as  a  condition  of  graduation,  it  is  still  customary 
t<»  admit  to  the  seiii<u'  class  candidates  who  produce  evidence  that 
tliey  have  rea<l  law  un<ler  the  instruction  of  a  practicing  attorney, 
and  wlir)  have  satisfactorily  passed  all  (»f  the  examinations  re(juired 
of  the  junior  class.  The  result  has  been  that  in  every  graduating 
class  a  consideral>le  proportion  of  the  numl)er  receive  their 
diphmias  after  an  actual  attendance  at  the  law  school  of  only  a 
^ingle.year.  liut  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  superior  advan- 
tages of  this  departmiMit  are  becoming  more  generally  recognized, 
Hnd  the  number  «)f  such  stiulents  is  steadilv  diminishing.     In  the 
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first  class  after  tlie  establisliing  of  the  two  years'  course,  during  the 
year  1S85-80,  40  per  cent  of  the  graduates  liad  studied  but  one 
year  in  the  scliool.  Of  the  chiss  wliicli  will  graduate  in  June  next 
79  per  cent  will  have  completed  the  full  two  years'  coui-se. 

During  the  past  summer  vacation  the  lecture  room  and  library  of 
the  department  have  been  put  in  nmch  better  condition,  thereby 
materially  conducing  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  both  of 
faculty  and  students.  In  consequence  of  the  wise  and  liberal 
policy  of  the  board  of  regents,  the  law  library, — so  indispensable 
to  the  department, — has  received  numerous  additions  and  now  con- 
stitutes a  valuable  collection  of  legal  works. 


MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  continued  its  good  record  and  shown  a 
marked  increase  in  efficiency.  During  the  summer  of  1888,  a  very 
desirable  improvement  in  the  arrangement  of  the  medical  building 
was  accomplished  by  converting  the  room  that  had  been  occupied 
as  a  chemical  laboratory, — for  which  purpose  it  was  altogether  too 
small, — into  a  library  and  reading  room,  and  the  smaller  amphi- 
theater into  a  chemical  laboratory.  By  the  latter  change  it  is  now 
possible  to  pay  nmch  more  attention  to  practical  chemistrj',  and  the 
students  of  the  department  are  enabled  to  do  much  more  thorough 
work  in  chemistry  than  before.  At  the  present  time  each  medical 
student  receives  instruction  in  all  of  the  necessary  branches  of 
practical  chemistry. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  conduct  of  the  department  has 
been  in  the  increase  in  the  requirements  for  graduation.  For 
several  years  past  a  three  years'  course  has  been  offered,  but  at  the 
same  time  the  old  two-year  course  was  continued,  and  it  was 
entirely  optional  with  the  students  which  they  should  pui*sue.  In- 
asmuch as  recent  advances  in  the  study  of  medicine  have  made  the 
longer  course  more  desirable,  and  since  it  has  always  been  the 
policy  of  the  university  to  exact  a  high  standard  of  proficiency  of 
its  graduates,  it  was  recommended  by  the  medical  faculty  that 
during,  and  after,  the  year  1880-90  the  two  years'  course  be  abol- 
ished, and  that  all  students  entering  the  department  in  that  year  be 
required  to  pursue  the  three  years'  course.  This  recommendation 
was  adopted  by  the  board  of  regents  in  March,  1888,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  session  was  extended  from  five,  to  six  months. 
Hereafter,  then,  in  order  to  graduate  in  the  medical  department,  all 
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candidates  must  take  three  coui'ses  of  six  montlis  eacli,  instead  of 
two  courses  of  five  months  eacli,  as  was  formerly  permitted. 

It  was  naturally  expected  that  this  very  decided  increase  in  the 
requirements  would  have  the  effect  of  cutting  down  the  attendance 
of  the  department.  I  am  liappy  to  report,  however,  that  this  has 
not  been  the  case,  and  that  the  attendance  during  the  current  year 
is  fully  as  large  as  during  the  last. 

The  question  of  hospital  facilities  has  for  some  years  been  a 
matter  of  serious  concern  to  the  fjiculty.  The  university  hospital 
building  not  being  constructed  for  any  such  purpose,  is  consequently 
inconvenient,  and  is  more<jver  rapidly  falling  into  a  state  of  decay. 
Were  it  not  for  an  arrangement  made  some  years  since  with  the 
Sisters  of  Mercy,  whereby  the  larger  number  of  patients  have 
been  accommodated  in  another  building,  the  department  could  not 
have  been  satisfactiu'ilv  run  as  l<mg  as  it  has.  The  state  needs  a 
body  of  trained  physicians,  and  a  thoroughly  ecpiipped  hospital  is 
a  necessary  adjunct  to  a  school  of  medicine.  At  the  same  time  it 
should  not  be  forgotten  that  a  hospital  is  of  value  to  the  people  of 
the  state  in  furnishing  many  patients  with  such  medical  and  surgical 
help  as  cannot  be  obtained  in  numy  of  the  rural  districts;  and  this 
without  expense  for  professional  services. 

That  the  university  hospital  has  conferred  almost  incalculable 
benefits  on  the  people  is  readily  shown  by  an  inspection  of  the 
reconls.  During  the  past  two  years  there  have  been  treated  at  the 
various  clinics  held  in  the  hospital  the  following  number  of  cases: 
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Tliese  numbers  refer  only  to  the  individuals.     In  many  instances 
the  same  person  appearcMl  at  several  ditferent  clinics. 

It  would  seem  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  university  should  be 
provided  with  a  well  constructed,  thoroughly  e(|uipi)ed  mcKlern 
hospital,  and  I  therefore  beg  leave  to  transmit  the  unanimous  rec- 
ommendation of  the  medical  faculty  that  the  board  of  regents  a|>- 
peal  to  the  Twenty-third  Geiicral  Assembly  for  an  appropriation  of 
•40,(H;K).(X)  for  that  purpose. 
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Till*  last  few  years  have  vvitiiossed  a  <rivat  change  in  the  science 
of  medicine,  and  the  best  interests  of  the  department  require  that 
more  spi^cial  instruction  be  ^i\  en  in  a  number  of  (Ufferent  branches. 
An  ai)|»ro})riation  is  tlierefore  nee<kMl  to  employ  lecturers  to  deliver 
short  courses  on  special  subjects. 

An  appropriation  of  it^>,(MH).()n  is  also  asked  for  the  pur|)ose  of 
establishing  a  bacteriological  laboratory,  which  would  be  valuable 
not  only  as  an  aid  in  the  education  of  the  medical  student,  but  also 
as  a  place  for  the  study  of  the  causes,  and  means  of  i)revention,  of 
various  diseases. 

HOMEol»ATinc    MKDICAL    DKPAKTMK.NT. 

No  change  has  taken  ])lace  in  the  faculty  of  this  department,  and 
the  work  has  gone  along  smoothly  and  without  interruption.  Owing 
to  the  lack  of  means,  it  has  l)een  im])ossible  to  provide  for  the  de- 
partment as  Hberally  as  should  have  been  done,  but  the  members 
of  the  faculty  and  frieiuls  of  the  department  have  nobly  come  to 
the  rescue  and  have  by  individual  subscription  rented  a  house  and 
furnished  and  equipped  it  as  a  hospital.  This  hospital,  which  is 
maintained  without  any  expense  whatever  to  the  universit}^  has  not 
only  been  the  means  of  furnishing  relief  to  a  large  number  of  pa- 
tients, but  it  has  also  been  a  valuable  assistance  in  the  wav  of  nied- 
ical  and  surgical  training  for  the  students  of  the  department. 

During  the  two  years  there  were  ti'cated  in  the  homeopathic 
hospital  in  all  J  45  cases. 

In  case  the  next  General  Assembly  sees  fit  to  provide  the  univer- 
sity with  a  hospital,  it  is  expected  to  a<lopt  such  a  plan  of  construc- 
tion as  will  allow  a  [KU'tion  of  the  building  to  be  devoted  to  the 
use  of  this  department. 

In  compliance  with  the  unanimous  r(»commendation  of  the 
faculty,  the  same  change  has  been  made  in  the  requirements  for 
graduation  as  in  the  medical  dej)artnient.  In  the  future  the  grad- 
uates of  this  department  nuist  theref(»re  have  taken  three  courses  of 
six  months  each. 

DKNTAL    DKPAKTMKNT. 

During  the  session  of  lss7-ss  a  lack  of  harmonv  in  the  faculty 
of  this  department  became  very  evident  and  extended  even  among 
the  students.  As  the  result  of  this  stare  of  affairs,  during  the  sum- 
mer of  1888,  it  was  determined  to  entirely  reorganize  the  depart- 
ment, and  this  was  successfully  accomplished  before  the  oi")ening  of 
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the  term  in  October.  In  carrying  this  out  it  wujs  decided  to  ap- 
point only  two  full  professors,  instead  of  four,  and  to  fill  the.  places 
-of  the  others  by  appointincr  a  number  of  special  lecturers,  and  an 
increased  force  of  demonstrators.  The  good  results  of  this  course 
showed  themselves  at  once  in  an  increased  attendance,  the  number 
of  students  at  the  regular  session  rising  from  fifty-three*  in  1887-8JS, 
to  eighty  in  1888-8i).  Under  the  new  arrangements  the  operations 
of  the  department  were  carried  on  most  successfully.  Perfect 
harmony  prevailed,  and  the  students  in  attendance  lost  no  oppor- 
tunity to  testify  to  their  confidence  in  the  management.  At  the 
close  of  the  session  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  graduating 
class  attesting  the  efficiency  of  the  department  and  commending 
the  ability,  skill,  and  faithfulness  of  the  instructors.  And  it  may 
also  be  added  that  the  dental  board  of  examiners  after  a  most  thor- 
ough examination  of  the  de})artment,  and  of  the  graduating  class, 
adopted  resolutions  to  the  same  effect. 

That  the  advance  made  in  this  department  is  a  real  one  is  shown 
bv  the  fact  that  a  still  further  gjiin  has  been  made  in  the  aittendance 
for  the  year  upon  which  we  are  just  entering.  At  the  present  time 
there  are  enrolled  in  the  department  more  than  double  the  number 
of  students  that  was  in  attendance  two  years  ago.  The  space 
available  for  the  department  i^  limited,  and  we  have  arrived  at  the 
point  where  no  more  students  can  be  accommodated.  It  has  there- 
fore been  found  necessary  to  decline  to  admit  several  who  applied 
after  the  beginning  of  the  term.  To-day  we  are  confronted  with 
an  appeal  for  more  room  and  for  increased  eipiipment.  More 
capacious  quarters  must  soon  be  provided,  as  the  department  is 
already  seriously  hampered,  and  unable  to  accommodate  the 
•  lemands  that  are  being  made  upon  it. 

I'HAIiMAl^KUTIOAL    DKPARTMKNT. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  re[)ort  the  pharnniceutical  <le- 
partment  seemed  to  be  at  a  standstill,  so  far  as  the  attendance  was 
concerned.  That  the  small  number  of  students  did  not  result  from 
any  fault  in  the  instruction  is  satisfactorily  proved  by  the  fact  that 
the  larger  number  have  been  enal)le<l  to  pass  the  examination  of 
the  state  pharmacy  board,  and  obtain  registration  as  pharmacists. 
after  attendance  on  a  single  session.  The  testimony  of  all  who 
have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  even  one  session  in  the  department  is 
««>  abandant  and  so  hearty  in   its  support,  that  the  good  result  is 
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now  appcarin«]j  in  the  fact  that  tlie  attendance  at  the  session  just 
begun  is  double  that  of  hist  year. 

Since  its  organization  the  department  has  been  entirely  dependent 
on  the  other  departments  in  the  matter  of  quarters.  The  required 
chemical  laboratory  work  is  done  in  the  laboratory  of  the  collegiate 
department,  and  tor  the  practical  work  in  pharmacy,  which  is  a 
very  marked  feature  of  the  course,  a  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
medical  building  has  been,  at  a  very  moderate  expense,  fitted  up  as 
a  laboratory.  In  case  a  new  chemical  laboratory  is  erected,  it  is 
projwsed  to  provide  accommodations  in  the  new  building  for  this 
department,  and  to  furnish  it  with  a  mnnber  of  conveniences  not 
now  accessible. 

GROWTH    OF   THE    UNIVERSITY. 

Those  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  university  cannot 
fail  to  observe  the  wonderful  growth  and  development  of  the  past 
twenty  years.  Twenty  years  ago,  it  is  true,  the  number  of  students 
was  nearly  as  great  as  to-day,  but  five-sixths  of  them  were  in  the 
preparatory  or  normal  departments,  the  number  in  the  collegiate 
department  being  about  one  hundred.  And  even  in  the  collegiate 
department  the  range  of  instruction,  and  the  facilities  for  work, 
were  extremely  limited.  But  since  those  days  the  institution  lias 
grown,  and  has  become  a  university  in  fact,  as  well  as  in  nanie. 
The  several  professional  departments  have  been  added,  thereby 
funiishing  the  youth  of  the  state  with  anq)le  opportunity  for  obtain- 
ing instniction  in  law,  in  medicine,  in  dentistry,  and  in  pharmacy. 
Meanwhile  the  scope  of  instruction  in  the  collegiate  department 
has  been  enlarged,  ^ew  professorships  have  been  established, 
laboratories  and  museums  have  been  equipped  and  thrown  open  to 
increasing  numbers  of  students,  and,  in  short,  everytlnng  has  been 
done,  so  far  as  means  wouhl  permit,  to  give  the  people  of  Iowa  an 
educational  institution  of  the  liighest  rank.  Is  it  any  wonder,  then, 
that  the  expenses  have  st<?adily  increased  (  If  the  university  had 
stood  still  in  its  condition  of  twenty  years  ago,  it  might  easily  be 
supported  by  the  same  outlay  that  was  necessary  in  those  times.  I 
am  sure  the  peoj)le  of  the  state  would  liave  good  reason  to  com- 
l)lain  if  the  university  had  not  grown  with  tlie  times,  that  the 
expenditures  have  not  grown  out  of  proj)()rtion  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  institution  may  be  seen  by  comparison  with  other 
simiUir  large  institutions.  An  investigation  of  this  matter  will  show 
that  the  ratio  of   expense  per  student  at  tlie  state  university  of 
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Iowa  is  considerably  below  that  at  any  other  lar^e  nniversitj'.  Nor 
have  the  expenses  of  the  university  grown  more  rapidly  than  the 
state  in  population  and  in  wealtli. 

In  order  to  supply  the  demands  of  the  times  in  the  way  of  more 
varied  and  more  thorouofh  instruction,  the  university  has  steadily 
adhered  to  the  policy  of  si^ending  as  mucli  jis  possible  on  those 
things  which  w-ere  absolutely  necessary;  providing  competent 
teachers  first,  and  attending  to  the  matter  of  e<iuipment  afterward. 
And  since  by  the  most  careful  management  of  the  finances  the 
money  available  has  never  been  quite  suflicient  for  the  actual  needs, 
it  follows  that  in  the  matter  of  equipment  the  university  is  far 
behind  the  position  whidi  it  ought  to  occupy. 

I  have  already,  under  the  appropriate  heads,  called  attention  to 
the  pressing  needs  of  the  several  departments.  It  remains  to  con- 
sider the  question  of  the  duty,  and  the  obligation,  of  the  state  in 
this  matter. 

In  the  Ofiicial  Register  for  1880,  published  by  the  secretary  of 
state,  is  found  a  table  of  expenses  on  account  of  state  institutions, 
from  the  founding  of  the  state  up  to  June  3o,  ISSS.  The  total 
amount  thus  expended  is  *18,022,798.8(».  An  examination  of  the 
table  shows  that  of  the  whole  amount: 

The  three  hospitals  for  the  insaiie  have  receivetl 41JW  per  cent. 

The  two  penitentiaries  have  reeeived 14.(M)  per  cent. 

The  three  educational  institutions,  namely,  the  state 
univereity,  the  agricultural  college,  and  the  stat4* 
noiiual  school,  hav4»  received 11.07  per  cent. 

All  others,  namely,  the  charitable  institutions,  have 

received 34 .67  i>er  cent . 

The  proportion  expended  on  the  state  university  is. .     4.57  i)er  cent. 

It  must  be  bonie  in  mind  that  the  university  is  an  integral  part 
of  the  state.  The  state  accepted  from  the  United  States  a  grant 
of  land  for  its  benefit,  and  the  Constitution  of  Iowa  distinctly 
states  that  "it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly,  as  soon 
as  may  be,  to  provide  effectual  means  for  the  improvement  and 
permanent  security  of  the  funds  of  the  state  university."' 

Tlie  foundation  and  nuiintenance  of  a  uiiiversity  being  required 
by  the  terms  of  the  ('onstitution,  the  dignity  <»f  the  state  demands 
that  the  institution  should  be  such  as  is  commensurate  with  the 
wealth  of  the  state,  and  the  needs  of  the  j)eople.  It  should  be  in- 
ferior to  none  in  the  country.  It  should  be  i)rovi(led  with  all  the 
necessary  buildings,  and  in  every  way  thoroughly  e<juipped  for  the 
work  that  is  expected  of  it.     If  it  is  the  desire  of  the  people  of 
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Iowa  to  iiuiiiitain  an  institution  which  shall  occupy  a  place  in  the 
front  rank,  no  time  must  be  lost  in  the  matter  of  supplying  the 
univorsitv  witli  the  necessary  funds. 

It  may  not  he  improper  to  remind  you  that  the  people  of  Iowa 
have  been  materially  assisted  in  tlie  matter  of  education  by  ^ts 
received  from  time  to  time  from  the  <>'eneral  government.  We 
are  at  the  present  time  spending  annually  the  sum  of  8325,000.00 
in  the  e«lueation  of  our  youth,  not  one  cent  of  which  has  come  out 
of  the  p«>ckets  of  the  citizens  of  Iowa,  namely:

In  viiw  of  the  fact  that  this  large  sum  is  used  each  year  in  edu- 
cation, no  part  of  which  is  contributed  by  the  state.  i»r  its  citizens, 
and  since  it  has  already  been  shown  that  the  amount  expended  by 
the  stare  for  the  university  has  been  an  extremely  small  pmjiortion, 
no  ont^  can  deny  that  it  is  the  manifest  duty  of  the  state  to  adopt  a 
jnore  liberal  policy  toward  the  university.

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REPORT. 


^0  Hon.  Henry  Sabin,  SuperinUnd^nt  of  Public  Instruction: 

Sib — The  regents  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  herewith  pre- 
sent their  biennial  report  covering  the  period  from  the  close  of  the 
School  year  of  1889  to  the  close  of  the  school  year  of  1891 . 

In  view  of  the  numerous  changes  in  the  several  faculties  of  the 
university,  during  the  biennial  period,  it  is  gratifying  to  the  man- 
aging board  to  be  able  to  report  the  utmost  harmony  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  university,  and  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents. 

The  president's  report  herewith  submitted  makes  a  comparative 
showing  of  the  number  of  students  in  the  respective  departments 
during  the  biennial  period,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  increase 
shown  by  the  last  year  of  the  biennial  period  over  the  first  year  is 
one  hundred  and  fift3'-three.  Reference  is  made  to  the  president's 
report  for  particulars. 

There  is  also  submitted  herewith  the  financial  reports  of  the  treas- 
urer and  the  secretary  of  the  board  respectively.  The  treasurer's 
report  shows  the  condition  of  the  permanent  fund  of  the  university 
to  be  healthful .  The  fund,  at  the  date  of  the  treasurer's  report  in 
June,  1891,  showed  an  aggregate  of  $233,896.05,  an  increase  of 
$6,997.89  since  the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report,  resulting  from 
the  sale  (xf  university  lands.  The  treasurer's  report  also  shows  the 
incomes  and  expenditures,  in  gross,  on  account  of  the  general  sup- 
port fund  and  special  funds. 

The  secretary's  report  herewith  submitted,  shows  incomes  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  the  general  support  fund,  as  nearly  as 
may  be  by  school  years,  and  in  sutRcient  detail  to  give  a  clear  idea 
of  the  sources  of  income,  and  avenues  of  expenditure.  From  this 
report  it  appears  that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources,  on  account 
of  the  general  support  fund,  during  the  biennial  period,  were 
$206,645.35,  the  available  balance  on  hand  at  beginning  of  the 
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period,  $5,434.36;  total  available,  $212,079.71.  The  total  expendi- 
tures during  the  period  were  $191,926.62,  leaving  a  balance  at  the 
end  of  the  period  of  $20,153.09. 

The  secretary's  report  also  shows  the  condition  of  the  several 
appropriations  made  by  the  general  assembly  for  special  purposes. 
For  fuller  information  on  these  several  matters,  reference  is  made 
to  the  secretary's  report. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of  regents  to  report 
biennially  upon  the  condition  of  the  university  fund,  to  account  for 
moneys  coming  into  the  treasury,  and  to  show  in  detail  for  what 
purposes  the  money  is  expended,  and  by  implication  at  least  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  board  fairly  and  clearly  to  set  forth  the  needs 
of  the  university,  in  order  that  it  may  accomplish  the  objects  for 
which  it  is  established. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  your  especial  attention,  and 
through  you,  the  especial  attention  of  the  governor  of  the  state 
and  of  the  general  assembly,  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  university,  herewith  submitted, 

FIRST — A    MEDICAL   AND    SURGICAL    HOSPITAL. 

One  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  university  is  a  hospital  building. 
From  the  inception  of  the  medical  department  of  the  university,  in 
1869,  to  the  present  time,  hospital  facilities  have  been  meager;  and 
owing  to  inadequate  appropriations  by  the  state,  the  board  of  regents 
have  found  it  to  be  impossible  to  provide  facilities  commensurate 
with  the  growth  and  importance  of  the  medical  department  For 
more  than  twenty  years  the  state  has  been  inviting  students  to  come 
to  this  school  of  medicine,  instead  of  seeking  such  schools  in  other 
states;  and  yet  it  has  neglected  to  provide  such  ample  hospital 
facilities  as  other  state  schools  of  medicine  furnish  for  their  stu- 
dents. Our  only  recourse  is  to  the  general  assembly,  and  to  that 
body  again  this  board  present  the  case.  An  ample  and  well  con- 
ducted state  hospital,  in  close  connection  with  the  state  schools  of 
medicine,  is  a  necessity,  andisof  equal  importance  with  any  other  state 
institution  or  beneficence.  In  the  state  there  are  always  hundreds  of 
indigent  people  who  are  suffering  for  medical  and  surgical  treat- 
ment, but  who  are  unable  to  buy  it.  To  such  the  duty  of  the  state  is 
as  plain,  as  urgent,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of  the  insane,  the  deaf,  the  dumb, 
the  blind,  or  idiotic.  For  such  the  demand  for  hospital  facilities  is  of 
prime  and  economical  importance.  To  heal  the  indigent  or  tlie  well- 
provided  sick,  to  place  them  upon  their  feet  again,  to  restore  them 
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to  a  condition  of  usefulness,  to  the  family,  community  and  state,  is 
the  province  of  the  hospital  herein  sought  for.  In  a  hospital  operated 
in  connection  with  the  medical  departments  of  the  state  university, 
abundant  clinical  patients  are  thus  provided,  and  while  the  sick  are 
being  healed,  the  blind  made  to  see,  and  the  lame  restored  to  use- 
fulness, the  student  is  being  instructed  in  the  art  of  medicine  and 
surgery.  The  medical  school  and  hospital  are  inseparable  where 
the  best  educational  results  are  sought. 

More  than  this  the  medical  hospital  is  the  proper  training  school 
for  nurses,  the  nurses  that  are  in  every-day  demand  in  the  charitable 
institutions  of  the  state  and  in  our  families.     Urging,  then,  the  ad- 
mitted fact  that  the  well  trained  nurse  is  the  handmaid  of  the  phy" 
sician,  and  urging  attention,  also,  to  the  constant  and  increasing 
need  of  educated  nursing  help,  this  board  once  more  petition  for 
this   hospital,  this  place  of  healing,  teaching,  and  the  training  of 
such  as  are  to  be  our  physicians,  our  surgeons,  and  our  nurses.      It 
is  not  an  expense  to  the  state  but  an  econoniy.      It  is  not  a  tax, 
it  is  a  Christian  benefaction,  a  tender,  hopeful,  helping  hand.      For 
this*  an  appropriate  sum  is  asked. 

SECOND — A   COLLEGIATE   BUILDING. 

The  body  of  a  well  proportioned  university  is  its  collegiate 
department.  That  this  university  may  continue  to  flourish  and 
hold  its  rightful  position  as  the  bright  crown  of  our  public  school 
system,  it  should  provide  abundant  room  for  its  professors,  its  class 
and  seminary  work.  Each  chair  should  be  equipped  commensur- 
ately  with  the  work  it  has  to  perform.  The  present  situation  is  one 
of^extraordinary  disadvantage,  both  before  the  public  and  before 
the  students.  Not  a  single  chair  or  professor  has  adequate  accom- 
modations. In  one  instance  three  professors  have,  during  the 
past  year,  occupied  one  room  nineteen  by  twenty-one,  and  that 
lighted  and  ventilated  from  a  single  window,  while  other  rooms, 
equally  unsuitable,  which  have  been  from  time  to  time  abandoned 
as  unfit  for  other  purposes,  are  now  occupied  by  some  of  their 
number.  '  Even  for  their  meager  supply  of  books,  maps,  charts, 
periodicals  and  other  apparatus,  they  have  no  space.  Many  chairs 
stand  in  pressing  need  of  special  libraries,  which  should  be  placed 
in  the  lecture  room  or  in  a  room  immediately  adjacent,  but  no  such 
facilities  exist. 

During  the  past  three  years  there  has  been  organized,  in  connec- 
tion with  each  chair,  a  seminary  for  special  study  and  research. 
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These  seminaries  require  rooms  separate  from  the  lecture  rooms, 
and  suitably  fitted  up  with  the  proper  apparatus.  Such  a  seminary 
room,  with  its  special  reference,  library,  is  a  literary  or  philosoph- 
ical laboratory,  in  which  professor  and  students  work  side  by  side. 
Modem  university  experience  has  sufficiently  demonstrated  the 
utility  of  such  seminaries.  No  teacher  is  capable  of  attaining  the 
best  results  without  them.  Without  such  helps  we  cannot  hope  to  com- 
pete with  other  universities  having  the  modern  equipments,  and 
the  need  of  them,  if  less  palpable  than  the  need  of  the  chemist 
for  a  laboratory,  or  of  the  naturalist  for  a  museum,  is  no  less  real. 
That  the  professors'  chairs  may  be  properl}*^  equipped  with  lecture 
'  and  seminary  rooms  and  private  offices,  and  with  special  library, 
maps,  charts  and  other  needful  apparatus,  an  ample  collegiate 
building  is,  by  the  board,  believed  to  be  a  matter  of  first  import- 
ance. While  the  best  of  professors  are  of  vital  importance  in 
developing  a  first  class  university,  they  should  have  ample  room 
and  abundant  working  tools  if  these  results  are  to  be  secured. 
The  first  have  been  obtained.  The  second  and  third  are  sadly 
wanting.  Hence  urgent  request  for  an  ample  appropriation  in 
this  behalf  is  made  by  this  committee. 

THIRD AN  ENGINEERING  BUILDING. 

The  demand  by  the  bright  young  men  of  Iowa  for  instruction  in 
various  branches  of  engineering  is  great,  and  is  constantly  increas- 
ing. This  branch  of  collegiate  work  in  the  university  has  already 
a  large  following  without  adequate  facilities.  The  reasons  for 
immediate  action  in  this  behalf  are  explicitly  set  forth  in  the  presi- 
dent's report  attached  hereto,  to  which  reference  is  made.  The 
sum  required  to  erect,  next  year,  a  part  of  the  building  had  in  view, 
is  not  large,  but  sufficient  for  the  present.  Hoping  to  keep  our 
worthy  young  men  from  going  out  to  other  states  to  gain  knowledge 
of  engineering,  the  board  ask  that  they  be  provided  with  shelter 
and  instruction  at  home,  believing  this  to  be,  as  teaching  eco- 
nomic ways,  the  best  policy  of  tlie  state.  Plans  for  this  and  the 
other  buildings  for  which  appropriations  are  asked,  have  been 
carefully  prepared  and  submitted. 

FOURTH — REPAIRS  AND   EQUIPMENT  FOR  DENTAL  DEPARTMENT. 

No  department  of  the  university  has  shown  more  rapid  develop- 
ment in  the  past  biennial  period.  From  small  beginnings  it  has 
risen  to  importance,  has  become  a    self-supporting  departOEient 
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Much  of  the  room  it  occupies  was  formerly  abandoned  cellar  room, 
ill-ventilated,  insufficiently  lighted,  and  entirely  unfit  for  health- 
ful occupation.  The  board  urs^ently  ask  more  and  better  accommo- 
dations and  ample  apparatus,  for  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  students 
of  this  department.  This  may  be  obtained  in  the  building  already 
occupied,  provided  the  collegiate  building  is  ordered  to  be  erected. 

FIFTH — EQUIPMENT   FOR   NATURAL    SCIENCE. 

Further  and  better  equipment  for  the  several  chairs  of  science  is 

deemed  to  be  indispensable  to  thorough  work  in  this  branch  of  tlie 

collegiate  department.     This  refers  to  the  laboratories  of  botany, 

^oology,  biologj^,  and  geology,  for  which  small  appropriations  are 

a.8ked,  as  set  forth  in  the  recapitulation  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

SIXTH — THE  PHYSICAL   LABORATORY    ALTERATIONS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

This  branch  of  the  collegiate  department  has  assumed  so  much 

larger  proportions,  as  not  only  to  overflow  its  assigned  quarters, 

V>ut  to  fill  the  entire  space  made  vacant  by  the   removal  of  the 

school  of  chemistry  to  its  new  laboratory  just  erected.     In  order 

t:o  arrange   this  space  and  more   serviceably  equip  this   growing 

school,   a  further  appropriation  will  be  necessary,  and  is  hereby 

asked  for. 

SEVENTH  —  THE   GENERAL   LIBRARY. 

A  continuance  of  the  appropriation  of  the  twenty-third  general 
assembly  for  the  general  library  is  indispensable  to  its  growth  and 
usefulness.  The  library  of  this  university  numbers  less  by  several 
thousands  of  volumes  than  that  of  any  prominent  state  university 
in  the  country.  The  library  is  the  lungs  of  the  university  body, 
and  to  disregard  its  amplitude  and  efficiency  is  to  disregard  the 
order  of  progress  in  teaching.  To  fall  behind  in  the  matter  of 
current  literature,  and  to  neglect  to  furnish  the  literary  food  the 
state  has  promised  to  such  as  come  to  its  chief  school  of  learning, 
is  to  lose  place  in  the  procession  of  universities.  A  continuation  of 
the  last  appropriation  is  therefore  requested.  To  meet  its  growing 
demands,  the  floor  space  hitherto  occupied  for  chapel  purposes, 
has  been  turned  over  to  the  occupation  of  added  book  cases, 
shelving,  periodicals,  racks,  reading  tables  and  chairs,  and  even 
now  more  and  better  space  is  needed,  and  safer  housing  for  the 
•  books.  Other  states  have  erected,  and  are  erecting,  detached  fire- 
proof buildings  ior  library  purposes,  and  this  our  state  should  do 
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1  the  near  future  if  it  would  preserve  this  valuable  collection  of 
>ooks. 

EIGHTH — LAW    LIBRARY. 

The  great  increase  of  the  law  department  has  caused  most  urgent 
demands  for  more  library  room,  more  reading  room,  more  books. 
To  meet  this  want,  the  floor  space  of  the  library  room  has  been 
practically  doubled,  and  yet  there  is  no  room  to  spare.  To  keep 
pace  with  this  just  demand  and  make  the  library  complete,  the 
committee  request  a  fair  appropriation.  Books  are  the  lawyer's 
working  tools.  The  state  has  decided  to  maintain  a  first-class  law 
school.  To  this  end  the  library  must  be  made  complete  and  kept 
so. 

NINTH — THE   CHEMICAL   LABORATORY. 

The  twenty-third  general  assembly  appropriated  $50,000  for  a 
chemical  laboratory  and  equipment.  The  sum  was  insuflScieut 
Sixty  thousand  dollars  was  the  sum  asked  for,  a  sum  based  upon 
intelligent  investigation.  To  meet  this  emergfency  the  structure 
had  to  be  made  several  thousand  dollars  cheaper  than  was  contem- 
plated, or  than  it  should  have  been,  and  the  equipment  made  more 
scanty.  To  render  work  eflicient  in  this  school  an  additional  equip- 
ment appropriation  is  indispensable,  and  now  is  asked  for.  Thor- 
oughly equipped  as  it  should  be,  the  chemical  laboratory  at  this 
university  will  take  rank  among  the  most  complete  in  tlie  country. 

TENTH — THE   DEPARTMENT   OF   PHARMACY. 

This  thrifty  department  has  been  exhumed  from  its  unwholesome 
quarters  in  the  cellar  of  the  medical  building,  and  placed  squarely 
upon  its  feet  in  the  third  story  of  the  chemical  laboratory  building. 
Having  proved  its  right  to  exist  by  a  six  years'  probation,  it  is  now 
taken  into  full  university  fellowship  and  in  part  provided  with  equip- 
ment. To  complete  this  and  put  it  in  thorough  working 'order,  an 
appropriation  is  asked,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  summing  up.  The 
department  has  cost  the  state  nothing.  It  asks  only  shelter  and  the 
customary  working  tools.  It  is  the  youngest  member  of  the  univer- 
sity departments,  has  worked  its  way  bravely,  and  now  wants  bat 
very  little,  and  expects  to  pay  that  back  in  gobd  works  every  year. 

ELEVENTH — PATHOLOGICAL   AND   BACTERIOLOGICAL   LABORATORIES. 

During  the  year  past  a  new  chair  was  created  in  the  medical 
-•"^  that  of  pathology,  with  which  came  two  laboratories, 
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bacteriology,  and  histology.  This  was  done  in  the  interest  of  the 
healing  art,  as  also  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  associated 
colleges  of  medicine  in  the  United  Slates.  To  equip  the  bacterio- 
logical laboratory  was  beyond  present  financial  ability.  Hence  a 
small  appropriation  for  necessary  apparatus  and  furniture  is  asked 
for  by  the  board. 

TWELFTH — HISTOLOGICAL   LABORATORY. 

What  is  said  in  item  number  eleven  is  applicable  to  this  one. 

THIRTEENTH — ELECTRICAL   LIGHTING   AND   ENGINEERING. 

In  the  interest  of  safety,  economy,  and  useful  instruction  in  the 

Schools  of  engineering  and  physics,  the  board  has  deemed  it  wise  to 

^©k  for  an  appropriation  for  an  electrical  plant,  the  wires  to  be 

^:xtended  to  all  the  university  buildings  for  illuminating  purposes. 

^Vhen  it  is  taken  into  account  that  a  large  number  of  students  are 

Anxious  to  receive  instruction  in  this  branch  of  science,  it  is  deemed 

Unwise  for  this  university  to  ignore  it. 

FOURTEENTH — REPAIRS   AND   CONTINGENT  EXPENSES. 

Several  of  the  university  buildings,  walks  and  fences  require  con- 
siderable sums  for  repairs  and  rebuilding.  Much  painting  should 
t>e  done.  The  roof  of  the  medical  building  should  have  the  shin- 
gles replaced  with  slate,  the  new  buildings  require  additional  jan- 
itor and  firing  helps,  and  more  fuel  will  be  needed.  Hence  an 
increased  appropriation  under  this  head  will  be  found  indispensa- 
ble. 

FIFTEENTH — NEW   CENTRAL   HEATING   PLANT. 

The  present  heating  plant  was  erected  in  the  day  of  small  things, 
little  by  little,  and  without  reference  to  increased  building  schemes. 
It  is  inadequate  to  present  plans  and  immediate  growth.  By  reason 
of  its  situation,  as  related  to  available  building  sites  upon  the 
campns,  more  new  buildings  cannot  be  heated  from  it.  It  is  there- 
iore  recommended  that  the  plant  be  changed  to  a  lower  grade,  a 
distance  to  the  westward  of  about  fifty  feet,  from  which  all  the 
T)mldings  of  the  university,  on  any  part  of  the  campus,  can  be 
lieated .  This  will  remove  the  necessity  of  small  steam  plants  and 
3nore  smoke-stacks  on  the  grounds.  For  this  purpose,  therefore, 
^  appropriation  is  recommended. 


SIXTEENTH — WATER    CLOSETS. 

In  a  community  so  large  as  that  which  now  attaches  and  is  likely 
to  pertain  to  the  state  university,  strict  attention  should  be  given  to 
the  extent  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  water  closets  and  sewerage 
connected  with  the  institution.  Health,  decency,  and  good  exam- 
ple to  all  inmates  must  depend  upon  it.  Besides,  this  is  a  co-edu- 
cational school,  which  calls  for  added  supervision  and  expenditure 
in  this  matter.  The  present  facilities  are  not  only  crude  but  inade- 
quate. Complaints  from  within  and  without  have  frequently  been 
made,  and  sanitary  boards  have  directed  attention  to  the  present 
ill-conditioned  accommodations.  Therefore  the  board  present  the 
case  to  the  attention  of  the  g:eneral  assembly,  and  recommend  that 
at  the  next  .meeting  of  the  legislative  body  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  cover  needed  reconstruction. 

SEVENTEENTH-  -FOR  PURCHASE  OF  GROUNDS. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  no  grounds  have  been  provided 
by  the  state  for  athletic  purposes.  Nor  need  it  be  forgotten  that 
the  state  of  Iowa  has  never  provided  a  foot  of  ground  in  any  shape 
for  its  university.  All  that  has  been  received  in  that.line  was  from 
the  generous  hand  of  the  United  States.  Young  people  must  take 
exercise.  The  streets  are  not  inviting  for  that  purpose,  nor  elevat- 
ing. There  is  not  another  university  campus  in  the  country,  so  far 
as  your  committee  are  aware,  that  has  not  more  than  forty  acres,  and 
from  that  up  to  six  hundred.  The  campus  of  the  state  university 
of  Iowa  has  twelve  acres,  mostly  unavailable  for  athletic  sports  of 
any  sort.  That  this  is  wrong  must  be  admitted  without  a  word  of 
dissent.  That  the  state  is  able  and  under  obligation  to  right  it,  is 
equally  true.  Therefore  the  board  make  recommendation  that  a 
sum  of  money  be  now  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  a  play-ground 
tract  for  university  purposes. 

EIGHTEENTH  —  GENERAL   ASSEMBLY    HALU 

For  such  a  hall  as  will  accommodate  a  general  assembling  of  the 
students  for  lecture  or  chapel  purposes,  no  provision  has  ever  been 
made.  The  state  university  of  Iowa  is  an  exception  to  most  other 
universities  in  this  important  matter.  To  supply  this  want  in  part, 
the  board  have  rented  an  assembly  room,  which  accommodates 
about  five  hundred,  in  the  new  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
building.  This  is  inadequate,  but  is  the  best  that  can  be  done  until 
'-  *^akes  more  ample  provision.     In  this  behalf  the  board 
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file  no  recommendation  for  an  appropriation,  but  earnestly  call  the 
attention  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  to  the  matter. 

Koom  has  also  been  rented  in  the  same  building  for  the  newly 
established  chair  of  pedagogy,  and  the  instructor  in  Greek.  The 
amount  of  these  rentals  is  $500  a  year. 

SPECIAL   APPROPRIATIONS. 

From  the  appropriation  made  for  repairs  and  contingent  pur- 
poses, needed  repairs  have  been  made  in  nearly  every  building  on 
the  campus,  and  in  the  hospital.  A  new  astronomical  plant  has 
been  erected  on  the  campus,  sewers  laid,  and  an  elevator  put  into 
the  science  building,  all  of  which  is  set  forth  upon  the  books  of  the 
university . 

A  list  of  the  names  of  professors,  tutors,  officers  and  other 
employes,  with  salaries  and  wages  paid,  will  be  found  at  the  end 
of  this  report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS, 

It  is  with  the  utmost  care  in  distributing  the  income  for  general 
purposes  to  the  varied  and  growing  wants  of  the  several  depart- 
xtients  of  the  university,  that  the  board  of  regents  are  able  to  keep 
them  up  to  the  breadth  and  standard  of  the  work  now  attained . 
^nd  the  board  are  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
interests  of  the  school  demand  liberal  appropriations,  both  for  gen- 
eral support  and  for  special  purposes.  Without  them  it  cannot 
long  maintain  the  position  which  it  has  already  attained,  and 
advancement  will  be  out  of  the  question . 
Appropriations  are  asked: 

First — To  meet  pressing  needs,  some  of  which  have  been  briefly 
referred  to. 

Second — To  meet  the  growing  demands  which  the  youth  of  the 
state  are  yearly  making  for  better  educational  facilities,  and  which 
tiey  will  seek  outside  the  state,  if  they  cannot  find  them  within. 
#  In  view  of  the  situation  thus  briefly  stated,  the  higher  educational 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  state,  represented  in  their  university, 
are  confidently  presented  for  the  consideration  of  yourself,  as  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  to  the  governor  of  the  state,  and  to 
the  general  assembly,  with  the  recommendation  that  appropriations

The  receipts  for  tuition  during  the  year  1890-91,  as  compared 
^th  those  of  the  closing  year  of  the  previous  biennial  period, 
show  an  increase  of  $11,844.2G,  a  gain  of  5G  per  cent.  The 
increase  in  the  total  expenditure  during  the  samci  period,  was  12.4 
per  cent. 

COLLEGIATE    DEPARTMENT. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  students  necessitated  the  appoint- 
ment of  several  additional  instructors.  The  only  new  professor- 
ship established  was  that  of  peda^i^ogy.  Naturally  the  university 
supplies  to  the  state  a  considerable  number  of  teachers,  and  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  the  graduates  of  the  university  should  be 
trained  in  the  science  of  that  profession. 

The  progress  of    the   department  is  indicated  by  the  issue  of 
several  publications  containing  the   results  of  original  investiga- 
tions.    The  Natural  History  Bidletin^  begun  in    1889,  has  been 
continued,    and    three  additional   numbers   have   been   published 
within  the  biennial  period.     The  enijineering  school  has  published 
two   numbers   of  the  Transit^   containing  valuable  contributions, 
principally  by  students,  which  have  been  republished  in  a  number 
of  engineering  and  scientific  papers,  and  have  been  very  favorably 
Commented  upon.     At  the  close  of  the  last  year  a  monograph  on 
the  history  of  the  Amana  Community  was  issued  by  the  professor  of 
bistory.  and  a  member  of  the  senior  class.  This  also  has  met  with  a 
^ery  cordial  reception,  and   so  great  has    been  the  demand  for 
i^opies  that  the  edition  of  one  thousand  copies  is  already  almost 
exhausted. 

The  natural  history  museum  has  enjoyed  a  period  of  encourag- 
ing growth.  Numerous  contributions  have  been  received  from  Mr. 
D.  H.  Talbot,  of  Sioux  City,  who  has  turned  over  to  the  museum 
&  large  and  valuable  collection  of  natural  history  specimens,  prin- 
cipally consisting  of  bird  skins,  which  will  prove  extremely  valua- 
ble to  the  department.  During  the  past  two  summers,  the  curator 
of  the  museum  has  been  engaged  personally  in  adding  to  the  col- 
lections, the  summer  of  1890  being  spent  by  him  at  Grand  Manan 
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and  on  the  coast  of  Maine,  and  the  past  summer  principally  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Lake  Winnipeg.  Moreover,  the  assistant  curator 
and  several  of  the  students  of  the  university  have  from  time  to  time 
made  excursions  in  the  field  for  the  express  purpose  of  making  col- 
lections for  our  museum. 

The  library  of  the  university  has  also  been  increasing.  In  con- 
sequence of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  made  by  the  twenty-third 
general  assembly  for  the  purchase  of  books,  we  have  been  enabled 
to  add  many  volumes  which  were  sadly  needed.  It  should  be 
remembered,  however,  that  this  is  only  the  beginning,  and  it  i»- 
hoped  that  the  next  general  assembly  will  see  fit  not  only  to  con — 
tinue  such  an  appropriation,  but  if  possible  to  double  the  amount. 

The  new  chemical  laboratory  which  has  just  been  completed  will 
add  very  materially  to  the  eflSciency  of  the  several  departments  of 
the  university,  since  the  students  in  every  department,  with  th© 
exception  of  those  of  the  law  department,  will  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
advantages  thereby  aflforded.     While  we  are  thankful  that  the  new 
laboratory  is  at  last  a  substantial  reality,  nevertheless  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  appropriation  made  was  not  suflSci6nt  to  carry 
out  the  plans  originally  in  view.     It  was  found  impossible  to  erect 
a  building  quite  as  large  as  was  intended,  since  the  appropriation 
asked  for  was  reduced  by  $10,000,  and  for  the  same  reason  it  has 
been  impossible  to  supply  the  necessary  equipment  for  the  interior. 
For  this  purpose  it  will  be  necessary  to  apply  to  the  next  legislature 
for  at  least  $5,000  supplementary  appropriation  for  the  chemical 
department,  and  $5,000  for  the  pharmacy  department. 

During  the  last  two  years  an  important  move  has  been  made  in 
the  astronomical  work.  The  observatory  building,  situated  at  the 
northwestern  end  of  the  cit}',  had  well  nigh  fallen  into  a  state  of 
decay,  and  the  apparatus  had  not  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
working  condition.  Within  the  last  year  a  small  wooden  observa- 
tory has  been  erected  upon  the  campus,  and  through  the  efforts  of 
the  professor  of  mathematics  the  whole  of  the  apparatus  has  been 
put  into  excellent  working  order,  which  renders  it  possible  to  give 
thorough  instruction  in  practical  astronomy,  a  thing  which  was 
until  quite  recently  out  of  the  question. 

As  the  result  of  the  appropriations  for  physical  apparatps  and  for 
engineering,  a  number  of  valuable  instruments  have  been  added  to 
the  equipment  during  the  last  biennial  period.  It  has  consequently 
been  possible  to  add  a  course  in  electrical  engineering,  and  to 
undertake  work  in  the  instruction  of  the  engineering  students  which 
was  formerly  impracticable. 
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LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

Within  the  past  two  years  very  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  law  department.  The  standard  of  admission  has  been 
raised,  and  a  higher  grade  of  work  required  in  the  course.  There 
has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  and  dur- 
ing the  last  year  there  were  enrolled  a  larger  number  than  had  ever 
been  enrolled  during  the  days  when  but  a  single  year  was  required 
for  the  completion  of  the  course. 

The  department  has  recently  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss 
of  two  of  the  oldest  instructors,  Judges  Love  and  Adams,  both  of 
whom  had  been  connected  with  the  law  school  for  many  years,  and 
had  devoted  much  of  their  time  t6  its  service.  Each  had  attained 
an  enviable  position  in  his  profession,  and  each  leaves  many  friends 
to  mourn  his  loss,  both  to  the  university  and  to  the  legal  profession. 

MEDICAL    DEPASTMENT. 

In  this  department,  among  recent  changes  and  improvements 
may  be  noted  the  establishment  of  a  histological  laboratory,  which 
has  been  placed  in  charge  of  Professor  Calvin,  and  of  a  bacterio- 
logical laboratory,  in  charge  of  Dr.  James  J%I.  Parker.     Instruc- 
tion will  also  be  given  by  the  latter  gentleman   in   pathology. 
Stadents  in  the  medical  department  will  hereafter  be  enabled  to 
take  practical  instruction  in  pharmacy,  under  the  dean  of   that 
department.     Another  improvement  in  the  curriculum  of  the  medi- 
cal department  consists  in  the  fact  that  a  very  considerable  increase 
in   chemical  laboratory  practice  will   be.  required  in  the  course, 
which  is  rendered  possible  by  the  completion  of  the  new  chemical 
laboratory. 

The  resignation  of  Dr.  Peck,  who  has  been  most  honorably  con- 

Xiected  with  the  department  since  its  inception,  has  been  a  serious 

losa.     Dr.  Peck  for  twenty-one  years  has  most  acceptably  filled  the 

position  of   professor  of   surgery,  and  in  addition,  as  dean  of  the 

department,  has  expended  much  time  and  labor  in  its  successful 

cx)nduct.     Owing  to  the  condition  of  his  health,  Dr.  Peck  has  been 

compelled  to  retire  from  active  participation  in  the  work  of  the 

department,  but  will,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  long  continue  to  assist  the 

l>oard  and  the  faculty,  by  his  advice,  in  the  conduct  of  its  aflfairs. 

HOMEOPATHIC   MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  summer  of  1890  an  annex  to  the  homeopathic  medical 
building  was  erected,  and  this  new  portion  of   the  building  has

been  equipped  as  a  hospital,  thus  aflfording  facilities  for  the  clinics 
which  were,  under  former  arrangements,  entirely  out  of  the 
question. 

DENTAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  dental  department,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  table 
of  enrollment  during  the  last  two  years,  has  had  a  remarkably  suc- 
cessful growth.  The  quality  of  the  instruction  and  the  facilities 
for  work  have  been  very  much  improved,  and  the  department  now 
stands  in  the  front  rank  of  dental  schools.  The  report  of  the  sec- 
retary shows  that  during  the  past  year  the  receipts  on  account  of 
this  department  have  been  decidedly  greater  than  the  expenditure. 

The  very  restricted  and  inadequate  accommodations  have,  how- 
ever, been  a  serious  cause  of  embarrassment.  Much  of  the  work 
must  be  carried  on  in  a  low  basement,  which  is  at  best  damp  and 
badly  ventilated.  The  room  used  for  the  clinic  is  altogether  too 
small  for  the  purpose,  and  there  is  no  room  available  for  the  lec- 
tures. For  the  past  year  all  of  the  lectures  have  been  delivered  in 
the  medical  building,  to  the  serious  inconvenience  of  both  depart- 
ments. In  this  condition  of  aflfairs  no  relief  can  be  expected  until 
either  a  new  building  is  provided  or  room  is  gained  by  the  aban- 
donment of  the  south  building  by  the  collegiate  department,  which 
now  occupies  the  greater  portion  of  that  building.  In  case  of  the 
erection  of  a  building  for  the  collegiate  department,  it  would  be 
well  to  devote  the  whole  of  the  south  building  to  the  dental  depart- 
ment. All  of  the  room  thus  gained  could  be  well  utilized  and  the 
work  of  the  department  rendered  much  more  eflScient  than  at  pres- 
ent. I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000  be  requested  for  the  remodeling  of  the  south  building  for 
the  use  of  the  dental  department. 

PHARMACY    DEPARTMENT. 

As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  summary  of  enrollment,  the 
attendance  in  this  department  has  more  than  doubled  during  the 
biennial  period.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  accommodations  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  accommodate  more  than  the  number  in 
actual  attendance.  Hereafter  the  accommodations  afforded  by  the 
new  chemical  laboratory  building  will  be  sufficient  for  the  depart- 
ment for  a  long  time  to  come.  In  fact,  the  room  there  available, 
and  the  facilities  which  can  be  afforded  for  a  moderate  additional 
amount  of  money,  will  be  such  as  to  put  the  pharmacy  department 
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upon  a  footing  not  surpassed  by  any  other  school  of  pharmacy  in 
the  country. 

IN   GENERAL. 

The  university  may  well  be  proud  of  the  work  that  it  has  already 
accomplished,  but  it  is  a  fact  well  known  to  all  its  friends  that  it 
has  not  been  supported  with  that  degree  of  liberality  which  might 
Lave  been  expected  of  an  enlightened  community.*  Iowa  has  been 
noble  and  generous  in  the  treatment  of  her  insane  and  her  depend- 
ent classes  in  general,  she  has  erected  palaces  for  her  criminal 
classes,  but  she  has  given  grudgingly  to  the  flower  of  her  youth  in 
pursuit  of  the  higher  education.  The  neighboring  states  have  almost, 
without  exception,  anticipated  her  in  adopting  a  policy  of  liberality 
towards  the  state  university.  Iowa  received  from  the  United 
States  a  considerable  area  of  land  for  the  foundation  of  a  univer- 
sity. She  accepted  the  gift,  and  she  is  in  honor  bound  to 
adequately  support  the  institution. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  consider  some  of  the  argu- 
ments used  by  those  who  seem  determined  to  oppose  the  progress 
of  the  university. 

The  question  is  not  infrequently  asked  by  such,  "why  should  I 
pay  a  tax  to  give  my  neighbor's  children  a  college  education?"    To 
this  it  may  be  said  that  in  the  first  place  no  tax  was  ever  levied 
^hich  bore  equally  on  all  of  those  taxed.      In  the  very  nature  cf 
things  it  must  bear  unequally.     But  civilization  demands  the  edu- 
cation of  the  rising  generation,  and  history  shows  us  that  where 
the  means  and  facilities  for  the  higher  education  are  open  to  all  of 
the  youth  there  is  to  be  found  the  highest  civilization  of  the  age. 
1?he  state  needs  educated  and  trained  leaders  to  manage  wisely  the 
^.ffairs  of  the  people,  and  the  demand  for  such  must  either  be  sup- 
plied or  else  we  must  give  up  the  reins  to  others.      And  until  the 
University  is  fully  equipped  and  supplied  with  suflScient  funds,  the 
^oung  men  and  women  who  are  striving  for  a  higher  education  will 
^jontinue  to  go  beyond  the  borders.     By  refusing  an  adequate  sup- 
port to  the  university  the  state  would  save  the  $100,000,  but  at  the 
very  least  calculation   she  would   spend  a  quarter  of   a  million 
dollars  in  educating  her  children  in  other  states. 

And  if  the  state  needs  educated  men  and  women,  is  it  not  just 
as  fair  to  raise  the  necessary  funds  by  taxation  as  it  is  to  tax  child- 
less parents  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools,  or  the  law- 
abiding  citizen  for  the  support  of  police? 
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Sometimes  it  happens  that  the  objector  is  perfectly  satisfied  to 
help  support  a  university  that  restricts  its  work  to  what  is  called  a 
general  education,  but  he  expresses  himself  as  decidedly  opposed 
to  ediuiating  doctors  and  lawyers.  His  supposition  seems  to  be  that 
a  graduate  in  law  or  medicine  hangs  out  his  shingle  and  ever  after- 
wards preys  on  the  community.  Can  it  be  maintained  that  Iowa  is 
prepared  to  do  without  the  services  of  well  educated  doctors  and 
lawyers?  And  where  shall  she  find  recruits  to  fill  the  vacant  places 
in  the  ranks?  Are  not  the  young  men  of  the  state  to  have  an 
opportunity  of  educating  themselves  for  the  practice  of  these  pro- 
fessions ?  The  state  itself  has  already  taken  high  ground  in  this 
matter  and  has  provided  by  statute  for  the  elevation  of  these  two 
professions  by  requiring  certain  examinations  before  the  candidate 
may  be  admitted  to  practice.  Such  being  the  case  is  not  the  state 
bound  to  see  that  the  facilities  for  such  professional  education  are  of 
the  very  best?    And  is  it  not  true  that  as  a  rule  the  doctors  and  law- 


yers are  generally  found  among  the  leaders  in  every  community, 
the  very  men  in  whose  education  the  state  is  most  deeply  intei 
ested  ?    And  in  the  end  by  their  qualities  as  leaders  they  not  onh 
earn  the  fees  which  they  receive,  but  they  confer  benefits  of 
greater  value  on  their  fellow  citizens. 

Another  objector  finds  fault  because  it  costs  so  much  to  edacate^^-::^6 
each  student,  and  it  has  been  publicly  stated  that  there  must 
extravagance  here,  since  in  the  year  1888-89  it  cost  more  to  main-, 
tain  a  student  at  this  university  than  it  did  to  support  a  boy  at  th^^    e 
reform  school.     We  must  admit  the  fact.     But  let  us  compare  th^^  e 
condition  of  affairs  here  with  that  at  some  other  institutions. 

From  the  last  published  financial  reports  I  find  the  following  t« 
be  the  cost  per  student  per  annum,  at  the  institutions  named: 

Harvard  University $445.00 

University  of  Nebraska 279.00 

Cornell  University 347.00 

Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 245.00 

University  of  Wisconsin 220.00 

University  of  Kansas 167.00 

University  of  Michigan 180.00 

Tlie  rate  for  the  state  university  of  Iowa  for  the  year  just  ended 
was  $126.  If  it  is  necessary  to  reduce  our  expenditure  much  below 
that  amount  it  can  easily  be  done,  but  the  institution  will  be  no 
longer  a  university. 

A  somewhat  similar  objection  is  heard  in  the  statement  that  we 
have  too  many  instructors  for  the  number  of  students.     Let  us  see 
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J  stand  in  this  particular  as  compared  with  some  other  insti- 

• 

ng  the  year  1890-91  this  university  employed  seventy-four 
tors  of  all  grades,  and  enrolled  eight  hundred  and  ninety 
;s,  or  one  instructor  to  twelve  students.

The  following  extract  from  the  report  of  the  commissioner  o: 
education  for  1887-1888,  bears  upon  this  same  question: 

Table  forty-six  presents  the  statistics  of  twenty-four  state  universities. 

The  comparison  of  columns  ten  and  eleven  shows  the  relative  strengtl 
of  the  universities  with  respect  to  teaching  staff.  In  fourteen  out  of  thi 
twenty-four  the  average  of  students  to  one  professor  ranges  from  twelve  tc 
sixteen;  in  seven  the  average  is  less  than  twelve;  and  in  three  it  is  mor< 
than  sixteen;  the  highest  average  being  twenty-ono  students  to  om 
professor. 

Furthermore,  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  all  of  our  seventy-fou 
instructors  are  employed  for  their  whole  time,  which  is  eqaall 
true  of  all  the  other  institutions  mentioned.     As  a  matter  of  fa 
our  university  employs  but  nineteen  full  professors  and  seventee 
assistants  of   the  various  grades  for  full  time.      The  remainin=^ 
thirty-eiffht  are  employed  only  during  a  portion  of  their  time. 

Still  other  objectors  find  fault  with  the  extravagance  in  gene 
which  is  practiced  at  this  university.     They  cannot  conceive  why 
should  cost  8100,000  per  annum  to  support  a  university,  and  ther 
fore  conclude  that  the  board  of  regents,  or  somebody  connect 
with  the  management,  must  be  wildlj-  extravagant.     To  all  su 
we  may  truthfully  say  that  the  university  courts  publicity;  its  boo 
and  ita  transactions  are  open  to  all  of  the  citizens  of  the  state,  a 
if  there  is  any  way  in  w^liich  the  work  of  the  university  can  be  carrL 
on  more  economically  the  board  of  regents  and  all  of  the  oflB 
would  be  only  too  happy  to  adopt  such  a  method.     If  there  i 
leak  let  it  be  pointed  out,  and  it  shall  be  stopped  at  once.     Bim. 
respectfully  submit  that  it  is  unfair,  to  put  it  only  too  mildly^ 
the  members  of  the  board  of  regents,  who  have  been  appointed 
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the  representatives  of  the  people,  and  who  by  them  are  charged 
with  the  administration  of  the  aflfairs  of  the  university,  and  who 
are  serving  the  people  of  the  state  for  almost  no  compensation,  it 
is  unfair,  I  say,  to  them  to  repeat  such  unfounded  imputations. 
What  the  university  wants,  more  than  any  other  one  thing,  is  to 
have  the  people  of  tlie  state  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  true 
condition  of  aflfairs  as  it  exists.     And  I  therefore  respectfully  urge 
that  an  earnest  eflfort  be  made  to  induce  the  whole  legislature  to 
visit  the  university  during  the  coming^  session,  as  has  been  done 
for  several  years  in  Michigan.      The  visiting  committee,    which 
usually  consists  of  three  members,  is  not  large  enough  to  see  every- 
thing that  we  desire  to  show.     Let  the  whole  body  of  legislators 
oome,  and  let  each  see  for  himself  whether  the  university  is  deserv- 
ing of  the  support  of  the  people  or  not. 


THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 


FIRST — A    HOSPFTAL. 

If  the  university  is  to  maintain  a  medical  department,  that 
department  ought  to  be  able  to  furnish  its  students  with  means  and 
facilities  for  acquiring  as  good  a  medical  education  as  can  be 
obtained  anywhere.  The  state  ought  to  be  supplied  with  the  very 
best  sort  of  medical  skill.  It  is  not  suflScient  to  train  our  students 
by  means  of  lectures  and  practical  work  in  the  various  laboratories. 
They  must  have  frequent  opportunity  of  studying  such  cases  as  are 
found  in  a  large  hospital.  In  this  respect  our  facilities  are  deficient, 
and  the  medical  course  can  never  be  entirely  satisfactory  until  the 
department  is  supplied  with  a  well  equipped  modern  hospital. 
This  has  already  been  pointed  out,  and  appeals  have  been  made  to 
the  last  two  general  assemblies.  And  the  need  becomes  more 
pressing  each  year. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  erection  of  a  hospital  at  the 
expense  of  the  state  is  a  matter  which  should  not  be  regarded  as 
an  expenditure  of  the  public  funds,  merely  for  the  sake  of  the 
university.  Such  a  hospital  would  be  a  place  to  which  could  be 
brought  the  sick  and  the  maimed  from  all  parts  of  the  state;  a  place 
where  such  as  are  unable  to  incur  the  expense  could  receive  the 
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most  skillful  medical  and  surgical  treatment  without  cost.  The 
money  spent  in  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  hospital  would 
be  returned  to  the  people  many  times  over  in  the  savins:  of  valu- 
able lives  and  in  restoring  to  health  many  of  the  citizens  who,  from 
lack  of  means,  are  unable  to  obtain  the  proper  medical  treatment. 
In  spite  of  difficulties,  the  medical  department  has  already  gained 
an  enviable  reputation  in  this  respect.  But  with  the  proper  facili- 
ties it  would  be  possible,  very  materially  to  enlar£:e  this  £eld  of 
usefulness,  to  do  many  more  acts  of  mercy  to  the  unfortunate 
victims  of  disease  or  accident.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that 
an  appropriation  of  $60,000  be  asked  for  this  purpose. 

SECOND — A  BUILDING  FOB  THE  COLLEGIATE   DEPABTMENT. 

The  increased  numbers  in  the  collegiate  department,  and  the 
improvements  in  the  methods  of  work,  which  require  more  room 
for  laboratories  and  seminaries,  have  made  it  impossible  to  accom- 
modate all  of  the  classes  in  the  university  buildings.  It  has  been 
found  necessary  to  rent  two  additional  rooms,  for  class  instruction, 
in  the  new  Christian  Association  building.  Many  of  our  lecture 
rooms  are  crowded,  and  several  more  rooms  could  be  well  used  at 
the  present  time  if  we  had  them.  And  this  demand  for  room  will 
be  greater  next  year  than  it  is  this.  I  therefore  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  an  appropriation  of  $80,000  be  asked  for  for  the  erection 
of  a  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  collegiate  department. 
When  such  building  is  provided  it  will  be  possible  to  give  up  the 
whole  of  the  south  building  to  the  dental  department,  and  the 
rooms  vacated  in  tlie  central  building  could  be  given  to  the  law 
department,  and  both  of  these  are  as  sadly  in  need  of  more  room 
as  is  the  collegiate  department. 

THIRD — A   SHOP   FOR   THE   ENGINEERING   DEPABTMENT. 

At  present  the  shop  and  testing  laboratories  are  situated  in  the 
basement  of  the  science  building,  the  only  available  place.  But  it 
is  found  that  the  running  of  the  engine  interferes  seriously  with  the 
use  of  the  microscope  in  the  laboratories  above,  and  in  other  ways 
is  decidedly  objectionable.  It  is  therefore  proposed  to  erect  a  plain 
brick  building  to  be  used  as  a  shop,  and  in  which  all  of  the  machin- 
ery could  be  placed.  Such  a  building  could  be  put  up  for  $12,000, 
and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  that  amount 
be  requested  for  the  purpose. 
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FOURTH — ATHLETIC   GROUNDS. 

I  desire  aoram  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  university 
has  not  under  its  control  a  field  large  enough  for  its  students  to 
play  a  game  of  ball.  The  university,  it  is  true,  was  not  founded 
for  the  purpose  of  training  athletes,  but  it  is  equally  true  that  we 
owe  it  to  our  students  to  furnish  them  some  place  where  they  can 
obtain  a  suflBcient  amount  of  out-door  exercise,  a  thing  which  col- 
lege students,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  class  of  individuals, 
need. 

FIFTH — MORE    MONEY   FOR   CURRENT  EXPENSES. 

The  university  cannot  grow  unless  more  funds  are  furnished  for 
its  various  purposes.  Complaint  is  sometimes  made  that  the 
expenditure  is  constantly  increasing.  To  this  it  may  be  replied 
that  there  can  be  no  growth  without  an  increase  in  running  expenses. 
If  we  are  expected  only  to  run  along  in  the  old  grooves,  that  can 
be  done  with  the  amount  of  money  which  was  available  last  year. 
But  if  the  institution  is  to  be  a  university;  if  it  is  to  keep  up  with 
the  progress  of  the  times;  if  it  is  to  furnish  to  the  youth  of  the  state 
the  very  best  facilities  for  a  higher  education,  each  year  must  see 
an  increase  in  the  running  expenses  over  the  previous  year.  The 
university  of  to-day  cannot  be  supported  with  the  same  amount  of 
money  that  was  suflBcient  two  years  ago.  It  is  a  different  institu- 
tion, and  its  needs  are  greater. 

SIXTH — A    SUPPLEMENTARY    APPROPRIATION    FOR    THE    CHEMICAL 

LABORATORY. 

As  has  already  been  stated,  the  additional  sum  of  $10,000  is 
Required  for  the  equipment  of  the  new  laboratory,  one-half  to  be 
Expended  in  the  chemical  laboratory,  and  the  balance  in  the  phar- 
txiaceutical  laboratory. 

Tliis  seems  like  a  formidable  list,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
"the  list  would  not  be  so  long  had  the  state  done  its  full  duty  by  the 
tiniversity  in  the  past.    But  the  list  will  never  grow  shorter  until  the 
t:^bligation  has  been  discharged.     Manifestly  it  is  necessary  for  the 
^tate  to  adopt  a  new  policy  towards  the  university,  or  else  it  were 
Vietter  to  close  its  doors  at  once.     If  Iowa  desires  to  perpetuate  her 
^tate  university,  she  cannot  afford  to  lose  any  more  time.     She  must 
bend  her  energies  to  the  task  at  once.     Nor  need  the  task  be  an 
onerous  one.     But  whatever  is  done  must  be  done  with  a  more  lib- 
eral hand  than  in  the  past.     The  support  which  is  granted  should 
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permanent.     In  order  to  accomplish  the  highest  good,  nothing 

uld  be  left  to  chance.     I,  therefore,  respectfully  urge  that  you 

iin  appeal  to  the  legislature  of  the  state  for  the  passage  of  an  act 

lereby  a  portion  of  the  state  tax  may  be  allotted  to  the  support  of 

e  university.     One-fifth  of  a  mill  on  the  taxable  property  of  the 

ate  would  yield  a  sufficient  income  to  provide  us,  in  a  reasonable 

.me,  with  those  things  that  are  most  needed.     Should  such  a  tax 

it  any  time  yield  more  than  is  necessary  for  the  legitimate  work  of 

die  university,  the  act  could  readily  be  repealed.     By  authorizing 

such  a  tax  the  representatives  of  the  people  would  not  in  tlie  least 

relinquish  their  control  of  the  institution. 

In  the  report  of  the  commissioner  of  education  for  1887-1888, 
page  six  hundred  and  forty-eight,  occurs  the  following:  *^  As  yet 
Iowa  has  not  followed  the  precedent  of  many  western  states  of 
providing  a  distinct  tax  for  the  university  fund.  This  measure, 
which  has  proved  beneficial  wherever  adopted,  is  urged  upon  the 
attention  of  the  legislature." 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  people  of  Iowa  are  materially 
aided  in  the  matter  of  education  by  funds  received  from  the  United 
States,  to-wit: 

The  income  of  the  permaneDt  school  fund $268,000.00 

The  income  from  the  agricultural  college  land  grant 45,000.00 

The  income  from  the  permanent  fund  of  the  university. .  15,000.00 
The  annual  appropriation  to  the  agricultural  experiment 

station 15,000.00 

The  additional  United  States  appropriation  to  the  agri- 
cultural college 16,000.00 

$854,000.00 

This  large  sum  is  used  each  year  in  education  in  Iowa,  not  one 
cent  of  which  comes  out  of  the  pockets  of  our  citizens. 

Should  the  plan  which  has  been  suggested  be  adopted  by  the 
twenty-fourth  general  assembly,  measures  can  at  once  be  taken  to 
put  the  university  on  a  proper  footing,  to. make  it  an  institution  of 
which  every  citizen  of  the  state  may  well  be  proud,  and  it  will  not 
be  necessary  for  the  board  of  regents  to  make  an  appeal*for  aid  at 
the  next  session  of  the  legislature. 

In  the  foregoing  I  have  stated  only  such  of  our  needs  as  are  the 
most  pressing.  The  list  could  readily  be  extended.  In  the  near 
future  the  following  matters  must  receive  attention: 

A  Oymnasiuta — For  the  present  the  gymnasium  in  the  Christi 
Association  building  must  answer  our  purposes.     But  it  is  entire! 
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too  small  to  accommodate  the  entire  body  of  students,  and  the 
university  should  be  provided  with  a  buildins:  large  enough  for 
the  students  of  all  departments. 

A  Fire  Proof  Library  Buildmg — The  library  is  at  present 
placed  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  north  building,  directly  over 
the  rooms  occupied  by  the  physical  laboratories.  The  collection 
of  books  is  rapidly  increasing  in  numbers  and  in  value,  and  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  as  soon  as  possible  it  be  placed  in  a  more 
secure  building. 

An  AMemhly  Room — The  university  buildings  contain  no  hab 
large  enough  for  the  whole  body  of  students.  It  is  often  desirable 
to  call  the  students  of  all  departments  together,  but  there  is  no 
place  where  they  can  gather  except  in  the  city  opera  house. 

For  these  and  many  other  things  we  can  patiently  wait.  But  I 
trust  that  you  will  make  every  eflfort  to  secure  from  the  twenty- 
fourth  general  assembly  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  provide  us 
with  those  things  that  have  been  enumerated  as  among  our  press- 
ing needs.

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REPORT. 


To  the  HoNOBABLE  J.  B.   Knoepfler,   Superlntefident  of  Public 
Instruction: 

Sib: — The  regents  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  herewith 
present  their  biennial  report  covering  the  period  from  the  close  of 
the  school  year  of  1890-91  to  the  close  of  the  school  year  of 
1892-3. 

In  view  of  the  numerous  duties  in  the  several  faculties  of  the 
university,  during  the  biennial  period,  it  is  gratifying  to  the  manag- 
ing board  to  be  able  to  report  the  utmost  harmony  in  all  depart- 
ments of  the  institution,  and  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
students. 

The  president's  report,  herewith  submitted,  makes  a  comparative 
showing  of  the  number  of  students  in  the  respective  departments 
during  the  biennial  period,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  increase 
shown  by  the  last  year  of  the  biennial  period  over  the  first  year  is 
eighty-three.  Reference  is  made  to  the  president's  report  for  par- 
ticulars. 

There  is  also  submitted  herewith  the  financial  reports  of  the 

treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  board  respectively.     The  treasurer's 

report  shows  the  condition  of  the  permanent  fund  of  the  university 

to  be  healthful.     The  fund  at  the  date  of  the  treasurer's  report  in 

June,  1893,  showed  an  aggregate  of  $232,064.65,  a  decrease  of 

$1)831.40  since  the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report,  resulting  from 

tlie  transfer  of  a  few  claims  regarded  as  worthless  to  the  suspended 

claims  account,  and  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages  and  the  purchase 

^f  th^  property  as  shown  by  the  treasurer's  report.   Tlie  treasurer's 

'^Port  also  shows  the  incomes  and  expenditures  in  gross  on  account 

^f  the  general  fund. 

The  secretary's  report,  herewith  submitted,  shows  incomes  and 
^*^Qwement8  on  account  of  the  general  support  fund,  as  nearly  as 
^^y  te  by  school  years  and  in  suflScient  detail  to  give  a  clear  idea 
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of  the  sources  of  incomes  and  avenues  of  expenditure.  From  this 
report  it  appears  that  the  total  receipts  from  all  sources  on  account 
of  the  &:eneral  support  fund  during  the  biennial  period  were  |t201,- 
767.36,  the  available  balance  on  hand  at  the  beginning:  of  the  period 
$20,153.09,  total  available  $221,920.45.  The  total  expenditures 
during  the  period  were  $219,410.81,  leaving  a  balance  at  the  end 
of  the  period  of  $2,509.64. 

The  secretary's  report  also  shows  the  condition  of  the  several 
appropriations  made  by  the  general  assembly  for  Special  Purposes. 
For  fuller  information  on  these  several  matters,  reference  is  made 
to  the  Secretary's  report. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  boa.'d  of  regents  to  report:^*^ 
biennially  upon  the  condition  of  the  university  fund,  to  account  foiv^.^ 
moneys  coming  into  the  treasury,  and  to  show  in  detail  for  wha\ 
purposes  the  money  is  expended,  and  by  implication  at  least  it  ir 
made  the  duty  of  the  board  fairly  and  clearly  to  set  forth  the  nee< 
of  the  university,  in  order  that  it  may  accomplish  the  objects 
which  it  was  established. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty,  your  especial  attention,  ai 
through  you,  the  especial  attention  of  the  governor  of  the  state  ai 
of  the  general  assembly,  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  president 
the  university,  herewith  submitted. 

FIRST — A  COLLBOIATB  BUILDING. 

The   body  of  a  well   proportioned  university  is  its  coUegia^nte 
department.     That  this  university  may  continue  to  flourish  s^^nd 
hold  its  rightful  position  as  the  bright  crown  of  our  public  8ch_    -ool 
system,  it  should  provide  abundant  room  for  its  professors  its  cL^  ass 
and  seminary  work.     Each  chair  should  be  equipped  commenzizisa- 
rate  with  the  work  it  has  to  perform.     The  present  situation  is  -^^ne 
of  extraordinary  disadvantage,  both  before  the  public  and  be^Core 
the  students.     Not  a  single  chair  or  professor  has  adequate  acG?  om- 
modations.     In  one  instance  three   professors  have,    during        the 
past  year,  occupied  one  room  nineteen  by  twenty-one,  and      ihat 
lighted   and  ventilated   by  a  single  window,  while  other  rooms, 
equally  unsuitable,    which   have  from   time  to  time  been  sLhaD- 
doued  as   unfit  for  other  purposes  are  now  occupied  by  some  of 
their   number.     We  also  instance  the  department  of  psycholo^ 
which  has  no  room  for  a  laboratory,  which  is  indispensable  tor 
eflScient  instruction  in  modern  psychology.     Even  for  the  meager 
supply  of  books,  maps,  charts,  periodicals  and  other  apparatus      m 
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they  have  do  space.  Many  chairs  stand  in  pressing  need  of  special 
Hbraries,  which  shoald  be  placed  in  the  lecture  room,  or  in  a  room 
ixnmediately  adjacent,  bat  no  such  facilities  exist. 

Daring  the  past  five  years  tiiere  has  been  organized,  in  connec- 
tion with  each  chair,  a  seminary  for  special  study  and  research. 
^Phese  seminaries  reqnire  rooms  separate  from  the  lecture  rooms, 
3.iid  saitably  fitted  up  with  the  proper  apparatus.     Such  a  seminary 
room,  with  its  special  reference  library,  is  a  literary  or  philosoph- 
ical laboratory,  in  which  professors  and  students  work  side  by  side. 
lifodern  university  experience  has  sufficiently  demonstrated  the 
ntility  of  such  seminaries.     No  teacher  is  capable  of  attaining  the 
l^eet  results  without  them.     Without  such  helps  we  cannot  hope  to 
oompete  with  other  universities  having  the  modern  equipments, 
and  the  need  of  them,  if  less  palpable  than  the  need  of  the  chemist 
for  a  laboratory,  or  of  the  naturalist  for  a  museum,  is  no  less  real. 
T^hat  the  professors'  chairs  may  be  properly  equipped  with  lecture 
cind  seminary  rooms  and  private  offices,  and  with  special  library, 
maps,  charts,  and  other  needful  apparatus,  an  ample  collegiate 
1>uilding  is,  by  the  board,  believed  to  be  a  matter  of  first  import- 
ance.    While  the  best  of  professors  are  of  vital  importance  in 
developing  a  first  class  university,  they  should  have  ample  room 
and  abundant  working  tools  if  these  results  are   to  be  secured. 
The  first  have  been  attained.     The  second   and  third   are  sadlv 
wanting.     Hence  urgent  request  for  an  ample  appropriation   in 
this  behalf  is  made  by  this  board.     For  this  building:  the  board 
recommends  an  appropriation  of  $80,000. 

SBOOND — A   MEDICAL   AND   SURGICAL   HOSPITAL. 

One  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  university  is  a  hospital  building. 
From  the  inception  of  the  medical  department  of  the  university,  in 
1869,  to  the  present  time,  hospital  facilities  have  been  meager;  and 
owing  to  inadoquafe  appropriations  by  the  state,  the  board  of 
regents  have  found  it  to  be  impossible  to  provide  facilities  com- 
mensurate with  the  growth  and  importance  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment For  more  than  twenty  years  the  state  has  been  inviting 
students  to  come  to  this  school  of  medicine,  instead  of  seeking  such 
schools  in  other  states;  and  yet  it  has  neglected  to  provide  such 
ample  hospital  facilities  as  other  state  schools  of  medicine  furnish 
for  their  students.  Our  only  recourse  is  to  the  general  assembly, 
and  to  that  body  again  this. board  presents  the  case.  An  ample  and 
Well  conducted  state  hospital  in  close  connection  with  the  state 
Schools  of  medicine  is  a  necessity  and  is  of  equal  importance  with 
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any  other  state  institution  or  beneficence.     In  the  state  there  are 
always  hundreds  of  indigent  people  who  are  suffering  for  medical 
and  surgical  treatment,  but  who  are  unable  to  buy  it.     To  such  the 
duty  of  the  state  is  as  plain,  as  urgent,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of  the 
deaf,  the  dumb,  the  blind,  or  idiotic.     For  such  the  demand  for 
hospital  facilities  is  of  prime  and  economical  importance.    To  heal 
the  indigent  or  the  well  provided  sick,  to  place  them  on  their  feet 
again,  to  restore  them  to  a  condition  of  usefulness,  to  the  family, 
community  and  state,  is  the  province  of  the  hospital  herein  sought 
for.     In  a  hospital  operated  in  connection  with  the  medical  depart-  — 
ments  of  the  State  University,  abundant  clinical  patients  are  thus^  ^^^ 
provided,  and  while  the  sick  are  being  healed,  the  blind  made  tcr-^::^^ 
see,  and  the  lame   restored  to  usefulness,  the  student  is  bein^^  sg 
instructed  in  the  art  of  medicine  and  surgfery.     The  medical  schoo^^zzao/ 
aud  the  hospital  arc  inseparable  where  the  best  educational  result.:=ft-i8 
are  sought. 

More   than  this,  the  medical  hospital  is   the   proper  training 
school  for  nurses— the  nurses  that  are  in  every-day  demand  in  t 
charitable  institutions  of  the  state  and  in  our  families.     Urging 
then,  the  admitted  fact  that  the  well  trained  nurse  is  the  hanc 


maid  of  the  physician,  and  ur£:ing  attention,  also,  to  the  constai^^czmt 
and  increasing:  need  of  educated  nursing  help,  this  board  ^"'  ^^^ 

more  petitions  for  this  hospital,  this  place  of  healing,  teaching,  ai=^iM< 
the  training  of  such  as  are  to  be  our  physicians,  our  surgeons,  fti  ">< 

our  nurses.     It  is  not  an  expense  to  the  state,  but  an  economy.  1 

is  not  a  tax,  it  is  a  Christian  benefaction,  a  tender,  hopeful,  hel  [ 

ing  hand.     For  this  an  appropriate  sum  is  asked.     For  this  bull 
ing,  the  sum  of  $40,000  is  recommended.

HOMBOPATHIO   HOSPITAL. 

For  the  same  reasons  that  are  set  forth  in  the  foregoing, 
appropriation   of  $15,000  is  recommended  for  the  homeopat] 
department. 

THIRD— GENERAL   LIBRARY. 

The  accumulation  of  books  in  the  general  library  amoant&  ^ 

about  twenty-five  thousand  volumes  besides  maps,   charts    0^  '^'^^ 
{papers,  the  money  value  of  which  exceeds  one  hundred  thons^^  '^'d 
dollars.     All  this  valuable  and  indispensable  property  is  witb.  <:^^^^t 
adequate  protection  from  loss  by  fire.     It  should  be  housed  as    't:-^e 
university  libraries  of  most  other  states  are,  in  an  independent 
proof  edifice  and  in  this  interest  a  liberal  appropriation  is 
mended. 
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In  addition  to  this  there  should  be  an  appropriation  of  $10,000 
for  new  books,  repairing  or  replacing  worn  out  books,  binding 
magazines  and  pamphlets,  and  the  general  administration  of  this 
<lepartment.     The  library  of  this  university  numbers  less,  by  many 
tJionsands  of  volumes,  than  that  of  any  prominent  state  university 
in  the  country.     The  library  is  the  lungs  of  the  university  body, 
and  to  disregard  its  amplitude  and  eflSciency  is  to  disregard  the 
order  of  progress  in  teaching.     To  fall  behind  in  the  matter  of  cur- 
rent literature,  and  to  neglect  to  furnish  the  literary  food  the  State 
lias  promised  to  such  as  come  to  its  chief  school  of  learning,  is  to 
lose  place  in  the  procession  of  universities.     To  meet  its  growing 
demands,  the  floor  space  hitherto  occupied  for  other  purposes  has 
l)een  turned  over  to  the  occupation  of  added  book  cases,  shelving, 
periodical  racks,  reading  tables  and  chairs,  and  even  now  more  and 
1)etter  space  is  needed  for  books,  and  reading  tables  and  study 
'ooms. 

THE   LAW   LIBRARY . 

The  great  increase  of  the  law  department  has  caused  most 
^t  gent  demands  for  more  library  room,  more  lecture  room,  more 
**Gjiding  and  oflSce  room,  and  more  books.  To  keep  up  with  the 
^^onstant  and  increasing  demand  for  new  books  and  the  repair  of 
'^om  ones,  and  to  furnish  the  necessary  cases,  tables,  and  care,  an 
^J^propriation  of  $5,000  is  recommended.  This  department  has 
^^come  self-sustaining  as  to  its  teaching  and  lectures.  All  that  is 
■*^iqaired  of  the  State  is  room  and  books. 

FIFTH — PHYSICAL    LABORATORY. 

The  increased  demand  for  education  in  the  field  of  physics 
^  Cupels  the  board  of  regents  to  make  an  earnest  request  for  a  lib- 
^^al  appropriation.  Its  pressing  needs  for  the  next  biennial  period 
"^^ill  not  be  less  than  $5,000,  which  sum  is  hereby  recommended. 

SIXTH — DENTAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  action  should  be  taken  in  the  interest 

^^f   this  prosperous  department.     Its  room  is  both  unwholesome 

^nd  inadequate.     Its  mechanical  work  is  done  in  a  cellar  which  has 

Several  times  been  abandoned  as  dangerous  to  health.     It  has  no 

lecture  room.     It  has  no  space  for  more  operating  chairs.     It  must 

liave  more  room  and  better  facilities  in  order  to  retain  its  present 

degree  of  prosperity,  that  it  has  cost  so  much  eflfort  to  achieve.    It 

is  therefore  recommended  that  the  sum  of  $20,000  be  appropriated 

lor  a  new  building  for  this  department,  and  $2,500  for  necessar}'' 
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repairs  and  eqaipment.  For  further  information  upon  this  subject, 
reference  is  made  to  the  sapplementary  report  of  the  dean,  attached 
to  the  report  of  the  president,  which  is  printed  herewith. 

SEVENTH — BOTANY. 

The  lar^e  and  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  this  chair 
make  it  necessary  th.it  its  facilities  for  instruction  be  increased  in 
every  direction.  To  enable  the  faculty  to  meet  the  proper  and 
needful  requirements,  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  is  recommended. 

EIGHTH — BIOLOGY. 

For  the  same  reasons  as  set  forth  in  the  former  paragraph,  the 
board  earnestly  recommends,  for  the  development  of  the  chair  of 
biology,  a  like  appropriation  of  $4,000. 

NINTH— ZOOLOGY. 

In  this  chair,  which  includes  the  natural  history  museum,  more 
facilities  of  every  kind  are  needed.  It  needs  more  room  for  the 
proper  display  of  its  museum  supplies,  which  are  constantly 
increasing.  It  needs  more  and  better  facilities  for  storing  and  pre- 
paring specimens.  In  a  word,  the  department  has  outgrown  its 
present  limited  room  in  the  top  of  the  science  building,  and  is  in 
need  of  a  new  and  independent  fire-proof  building.  For  the 
present,  however,  and  in  order  to  preserve,  prepare  and  display  its 
valuable  accumulations,  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  is  earnestly 
recommended. 

GEOLOGY. 

For  the  further  necessary  development  of  the  interests  of  geol- 
ogy in  this  university  an  appropriation  of  $4,000  is  recommended. 

CHEMICAL    LABORATORY. 

No  part  of  the  university  is  more  in  demand  by  the  assembled 
students.  Its  needs  for  scientific  development  and  accurate  instruc- 
tion are  constant  and  pressing.  For  the  next  biennial  period  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000  is  urgently  recommended. 

PHARMACY. 

For  precisely  the  same  reasons  as  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  par- 
agraph, the  sum  of  $2,000  should  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of 
the  department  of  pharmacy. 
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HISTOLOGY. 

For  the  chair  of  histolo^  in  the  medical  department,  an  appro- 
priation of  $1,000  is  recommended. 

BNOINBBBINO. 

For  the  further  development  and  conduct  of  the  chair  of  en^n- 
eerinfi:,  the  sum  of  12,500  is  recommended  for  the  next  biennial 
period. 

FOR  PURCHA8B  OF  GROUNDS. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  no  grounds  have  been  provided 
by  the  state  for  athletic  purposes.  Nor  need  it  be  fora:otten  that 
the  state  has  never  provided  a  foot  of  ;s;round  in  any  shape  for  its 
university.  All  that  has  been  received  in  that  line  was  from  the 
generous  hand  of  the  United  States  and  from  Iowa  City.  Young 
people  must  take  exercise.  The  streets  are  not  inviting  for  that 
purpose,  nor  elevating.  There  is  not  another  university  campus 
in  the  country,  so  far  as  your  committee  is  aware,  that  has  not 
more  than  forty  acres,  and  from  that  up  to  six  hundred.  The 
campus  of  the  state  university  of  Iowa  has  twelve  acres,  mostly 
unavailable  for  athletic  sports  of  any  sort.  That  this  is  wrong 
innst  be  admitted  without  a  word  of  dissent.  That  the  state  is  able 
and  under  obligations  to  right  it,  is  equally  true.  Therefore  the 
board  makes  recommendation  that  1^5,000  be  now  set  apart  for  the 
purchase  of  a  field-sport  tract  for  university  purposes. 

BLBCTBIOAL   LIGHTING    AND    BNGINEBBING. 

In  the  interests  of  safety,  economy,  and  useful  instruction  in  the 
schools  of  engineering  and  physics,  the  board  has  deemed  it  wise  to 
ask  for  an  appropriation  for  an  electrical  plant,  the  wires  to  be 
extended  to  all  the  university  buildings  for  illuminating  and  other 
purposes.  When  it  is  taken  into  account  that  a  large  number  of 
students  are  anxious  to  receive  instruction  in  this  branch  of  science, 
it  is  deemed  unwise  for  this  university  to  ignore  it. 

RBPAIRS    AND    CONTINGENT    EXPENSES. 

Several  of  the  university  buildings,  walks  and  fences  require 
considerable  sums  for  repairs  and  rebuilding.  Much  painting 
should  be  done.  The  roof  of  the  medical  building  should  have  the 
shingles  replaced  with  slate,  the  new  buildings  require  additional 
janitor  and  firing  help,  and  more  fuel  will  be  needed.  Hence  an 
increased  appropriation  under  this  head  will  be  found  indispensable. 
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A   FIXED   TAX   LEVY. 

The  university  has  long  been  crippled  by  lack  of  funds,  and  has 
barely  lived  in  a  hand-to-mouth  way,  unable  to  lay  out  work  in 
advance,  and  forecast  the  future.  The  effort  has  been  to  make  ends 
meet.  The  institution  would  be  vastly  benefited  if  she  had  the 
fruits  of  a  fixed  small  tax,  as  her  sister  universities  in  other  states 
have,  say  one-fourth  of  a  mill  per  annum.  The  university  cannot 
well  grow  under  existing  conditions.  She  has  to  come  to  tlie 
biennial  legislature  to  clamor  for  funds,  and  take  the  chances.  A 
fixed  tax  would  obviate  this  chronic  trouble. 

State  universities  fare  thus  in  the  way  of  a  fixed  tax: 

Michigan  gets  one-sixth  of  a  mill. 

Wisconsin,  nine-fortieths  of  a  mill. 

Ohio,  one-twentieth  of  a  mill . 

Nebraska,  three-eighths  of  a  mill. 

Minnesota,  three-twentieths  of  a  mill. 

California,  one-tenth  of  a  mill. 

Kansas,  a  fraction  sufficient  to  net  $75,000  per  annum. 

Iowa  university  has  an  annual  income  of  but  $125,000;  Michigan 
gets  $400,000;  California,  $270,000;  Wisconsin,  $270,000;  Cornell, 
$500,000. 

In  the  way  of  buildings,  Iowa  has  given  to  the  university  $200,- 
000,  while  Kansas  has  given  $404,000;  Missouri,  $650,000;  Minne- 
sota, $609,000;  Wisconsin,  *790,000;  Michigan,  $857,000. 

A  fixed  tax  of  a  fraction  of  a  mill  is  a  great  desideratum. 

BEOOMMEND  ATIONS . 

It  is  with  the  utmost  care  in  distributing  the  income  for  general 
purposes  to  the  varied  and  growing  wants  of  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  university,  that  the  board  of  regents  is  able  to  keep 
them  up  to  the  breadth  and  standard  of  the  work  now  attained. 
And  the  board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
interests  of  the  school  demand  liberal  appropriations,  both  for  gen- 
eral support  and  for  special  purposes.  Without  them  it  cannot 
long  maintain  the  position  which  it  has  already  attained,  and 
advancement  will  be  out  of  the  question. 

Appropriations  are  asked: 

FivBt — To  meet  pressing  needs,  some  of  which  have  been  briefly 
referred  to. 

Second — To  meet  the  growing  demands,  which  the  youth  of  the 
state  are  yearly  making  for  better  educational  facilities,  and  which 
they  will  seek  outside  the  state  if  they  cannot  find  them  within. 
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In  view  of  the  situation  thus  briefly  stated,  the  higher  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  people  of  the  state,  represented  in  their  uni- 
versity, are  confidently  presented  for  the  consideration  of  j'ourself 
as  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  to  the  governor  of  the 
state,  and  to  the  £:eneral  assembly,  with  the  recommendation  that 
appropriations  be  made  by  the  twenty-fifth  a:eneral  assembly  for 
the  following  purposes:

Hospital  building  and  equipment 30,000 

Homeopathic  hospital  15,000 

Greneral  library 10.000 

Law  library 5,000

OOLLEOIATE   DBPABTURNT. 

Id  this  department  there  has  been  a  steady  advance  daring  the 
two  years,  not  only  in  the  matter  of  attendance,  bat  more  particu- 
larly in  the  improvement  in  the  character  of  the  work  done.  The 
members  of  the  faculty,  however,  have  been  serionsly  hampered 
by  the  fact  that  the  department  has  about  reached  the  limit  of 
capacity.  Almost  all  of  our  recitation  and  lecture  rooms  have 
been  uncomfortably  crowded  daring  the  past  year,  and  moreover, 
many  of  the  classes  are  so  large  as  to  make  it  difficult  to  give  them 
the  proper  iastrnction  without  subdividing  them  into  sections, 
which,  however,  is  imjiossihle  without  increasing  the  instructing 
force.  The  professor  of  pedagogy  and  the  professor  of  Greek 
have  for  the  past  two  years  been  accommodated  in  rooms  rented 
by  the  university  in  the  T-  M.  C.  A.  building.  The  professor  of 
zoology  has  no  lecture  room  whatever.  At  times  he  has  held  his 
classes  ih  the  corner  of  the  museum;  in  the  anpacking  room, 
and  occasionally  he  has  been  able  to  borrow  the  use  of  a  lecture 
room  from  some  other  department  in  the  same  building;   in  the 
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latter  case,  however,  always  at  great  incoDveDience  to  both  parties 
concerned. 

In  spite  of  these  drawbacks,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the 
members  of  the  faculty  have  without  exception  labored  most  faith- 
fully and  done  their  full  share  towards  the  success  of  the  university. 
While  manfully  doing  their  duty  the  great  drawbacks  under  which 
they  are  working  are  only  too  apparent,  and  as  a  consequence, 
frequent  appeals  have  been  addressed  to  you  for  relief.  These 
appeals  may  be  summed  up  as  follows:  first,  for  more  instructors; 
second,  more  apparatus;  third,  more  books. 

No  more  enthusiastic  and  devoted  body  of  men  can  be  found 
than  the  faculty  of  this  university,  and  I  respectfully  submit  that 
the  state  is  not  utilizing  them  to  the  best  advantage  by  requiring 
them  to  give  instruction  to  classes  under  the  present  conditions. 
Each  professor  lias  devoted  himself  to  some  special  branch  and  is 
an  acknowledged  master,  and  it  certainly  is  poor  policy  to  compel 
him  to  exhaust  himself  in  a  large  amount  of  elementary  instruction, 
when  with  the  assistance  of  an  instructor,  he  could  be  relieved  of  at 
least  a  portion  of  such  work,  and  thereby  be  enabled  to  devote  him- 
self to  the  instruction  of  more  advanced  students  -  the  true  work  of 
the  university. 

For  some  years  past  several  series  of  university  publications 
have  been  issued  embodying  the  work  of  the  various  professors,  and 
in  some  cases  of  advanced  students,  such  as  the  Natural  History 
BvUetin^  Historical  Monographs^  the  Transit  and  the  Law  BvUetin, 
These  publications  have  in  all  cases  been  valuable  contributions  to 
science  and  literature,  and  have  been  of  great  advantage  as  well  to 
the  professors  and  students  who  have  undertaken  the  investigations 
therein  published,  as  also  to  the  reputation  of  the  university  itself. 
It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  more  cannot  be  done  in  this 
direction.  Unfortunately  however,  within  the  last  year,  these 
publications  have  been  very  considerably  reduced  in  number  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  the  income  of  the  university  has  not 
increased  as  rapidly  as  has  the  number  of  students,  and  it  has  there- 
fore been  necessary  to  expend  a  larger  proportion  of  the  funds  in 
providing  additional  instruction.  If  more  funds  were  available, 
the  series  of  publications  could  be  extended,  as  the  professors  of 
philosophy  and  political  science  are  both  exceedingly  desirous  of 
publishing  periodical  monographs  on  charities  and  correctioj>8,  and 
on  the  various  topics  of  political  science.  What  has  been  done  already 
m  this  line  certainly  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  university  and 
upon  the  state,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  encouragement  will 
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be  offered  for  the  continnaDce  of  sncb  publications.  At  yoar  meet- 
ing in  June  the  professor  in  history  announced  that  three  mono- 
^^phs  on  various  topics  connected  with  the  history  of  the  state  of 
Iowa  had  been  prepared  by  a  recent  srradnate  of  the  university  and 
were  ready  for  publication.  There  were,  however,  no  funds  avail- 
able for  such  purpose. 

Notwithstanding  the  financial  panic  through  which  we  have  been 
passing  this  summer,  there  is  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  collegiate  department  during  the  coming  year 
will  be  even  ovesLter  than  it  has  been  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
embarrassment  will  be  even  greater  than  it  has  been  unless  a  con- 
siderable number  of  instructors  is  added  to  our  force.  On  this  point 
I  beg  to  present  the  following  quotation  from  the  last  annual  report 
of  Professor  Calvin: 

"Within  the  last  two  or  three  years  the  universities  of  the  neigh- 
boring states  have  broadened  out  their  courses  in  geology  and 
biology,  and  divided  among  a  number  of  specialists  the  work  that 
had  previously  been  done  in  these  subjects  by  a  single  chair.     We 
must  prepare  to  keep  pace  with  these  institutions  or  be  content  to 
lag  in  the  rear.     I  assume  that  the  alternative  of  falling  behind  will 
not  be  seriously  entertained,  and  I  therefore  urge  that  in  preparing 
the  schedule  of  appropriations  to  be  asked  for  from  the  next  legis- 
lature, provision  for  supplying  this  chair  with   certain   absolute 
necessities  be  kept  in  view. 

Firsts  we  must  have  more  room.  For  laboratories  in  animal 
biology  and  geology,  we  need  the  entire  first  fioor  of  the  science 
building,  together  with  a  large  share  of  the  basement,  which  is 
needed  for  storage  and  certain  kinds  of  laboratory  work. 

Second^  we  need  more  apparatus  and  working  material.  We 
have  no  instruments  of  precision  for  biological  and  physiological 
investigation,  nor  have  we  what  we  need  for  advanced  work  in 
geology.  I  need  not  trouble  you  witli  a  list  of  the  articles  we  pos- 
itively must  have  to  keep  with  the  progfress  of  scientific  instruction, 
but  will  say  that  an  appropriation  of  at  lepst  $4,000  for  the  next 
biennial  period  should  be  made  to  meet  the  more  urgent  and 
immediate  necessities. 

Thirds  we  need  more  books.  We  are  seriously  handicapped  in 
our  efforts  to  keep  up  with  the  progress  of  investigation  by  lack  of 
the  literature  of  the  subjects  with  which  we  are  directly  concerned. 
For  the  reference  library  in  geology  and  animal  biology  we  shall 
need  for  the  next  two  years,  $2,000. 
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tourthy  we  need  more  men.  To  extend  the  work  represented 
by  my  chair,  as  has  been  done  so  effectively  and  with  such  satis- 
factory results  in  other  state  institutions,  it  will  be  necessary  either 
to  create  and  fill  one  or  more  new  chairs,  or  to  add  specialists  with 
the  rank  of  assistant  professor  to  take  certain  portions  of  the 
work." 

The  foregoing:,  you  must  admit,  is  not  an  extravagant  appeal, 
bul  a  fair  statement  of  the  condition  of  affairs,  and  is  reflected  in  a 
number  of  other  reports,  extracts  from  several  of  which  you  will 
find  appended  to  this  report.  For  the  successful  and  satisfactory 
prosecution  of  the  work  of  this  department,  besides  what  is  indi- 
cated in  the  above  extract,  we  need  an  additional  instructor  or 
assistant  professor  in  history;  an  assistant  in  philosophy;  an  addi- 
tional instructor  in  physics;  an  assistant  professor  in  political  sci- 
ence; an  instructor  in  free  hand  drawing;  and  an  additional  instructor 
in  English.  The  foregoing  additions  to  our  instructing  force  are  in 
my  opinion  without  exception,  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  us 
from  falling  behind  in  our  work. 

LAW   DEPARTMENT. 

The  policy  which  you  have  adopted  in  this  department,  of 
requiring  pretty  much  all  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  resident  pro- 
fessors, men  whose  entire  time  is  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  whose  interests  are  consequently  not  divided  between 
the  work  of  education  and  the  cares  of  a  private  practice,  has  been 
abundant!}'  proved  to  be  a  wise  one. 

The  number  of  students  in  this  department  has  rapidly  increased, 
and  the  character  of  the  instruction  has  been  materially  improved. 
In  consequence  of  this  increase  in  numbers,  certain  re-arrange- 
ments in  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  law  classes  have  been  rendered 
necessary,  whereby  the  space  devoted  to  the  rapidly  growing  library 
has  been  very  much  enlarged,  but  here  too,  we  have  about  reached 
the  limit.  One  of  the  lecture  rooms  having  been  taken  for  a  read- 
ing room  attached  to  the  library  all  of  the  work  of  instruction  must 
necessarily  be  done  in  a  single  room,  resulting  in  great  inconven- 
ience to  both  faculty  and  students.  Notwithstanding  this,  the 
instruction  given  has  been  of  a  very  high  order,  and  the  great  sac- 
cess  of  the  department  is  evidenced  by  the  large  number  of  its 
graduates  who  occupy  positions  of  <  minence  on  the  bench  and  at 
the  bar,  not  only  in  Iowa  but  in  many  of  the  states  of  the  north- 
west. In  view  of  the  growth  of  the  department,  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  necessary  to  take  some  measures  for  the  enlargement  of  its  quar- 
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ters  within  the  next  year  or  two,  and  at  the  same  time  an  increase 
in  the  force  of  instructors  must  be  provided  for. 

MEDICAL   DEPABTMBNT. 

As  shown  by  the  table  of  enrollment,  the  attendance  in  this 
department  has  increased  but  slisrhtly,  nevertheless  great  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  kind  and  character  of  the  instruction, 
ebpecially  in  the  large  amount  of  laboratory  work  now  required  in 
the  curriculum .  For  example  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to  work 
in  the  chemical  laboratory  is  from  two  to  three  times  as  great  as 
it  was  three  years  ago,  and  instruction  is  now  given  in  toxicology 
and  physiolofirical  chemistry,  subjects  which  were,  but  a  few  years 
ago,  very  lightly  touched  on.  The  addition  of  two  members  to  the 
faculty,  namely:  a  professor  of  histology  and  a  professor  of  bac- 
teriology and  biology,  together  with  the  equipment  of  two  labora- 
tories in  charge  of  these  gentlemen,  have  resulted  in  a  great  gain 
to  the  course.  While  improvements  have  thus  been  going  on, 
nevertheless  there  are  many  things  that  we  yet  lack,  and  I  would 
especially  note  four  matters,  which  seem  to  me  to  be  particularly 
desirable. 

First,  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  medical  education,  it  is  very 
desirable  that  as  far  as  possible  the  members  of  the  faculty  should 
reside  at  the  seat  of  the  university,  and  should  receive  sufficient  sal- 
ary BO  that  they  will  not  be  dependent  upon  local  practice  for  their 
support.  In  other  words,  we  must  have  resident  professors  whose 
first  object  is  the  welfare  of  the  medical  school.  These  men  would 
of  course  be  specialists  in  particular  branches,  and  would  undoubt- 
edly be  able  to  very  materially  increase  their  resources  as  consult- 
ing physicians  in  their  specialties.  Such  consulting  practice  would, 
however,  not  occupy  very  much  time  and  would  not  interfere  with 
a  close  attention  to  their  duties  as  medical  professors.  I  most 
heartily  recommend  that  this  policy  be  adopted  and  that  two  or 
three  resident  professors  be  appointed  in  this  department.  As  you 
are  aware,  the  same  policy  has  been  adopted  in  the  law  and  in  the 
dental  departments  and  the  result  has  been  in  both  cases  most  sat- 
isfactory. 

Second,  the  medical  department  needs  a  hospital  building,  and 
on  this  point  I  desire  to  repeat  what  was  said  on  this  subject  in 
my  last  biennial  report.  If  the  university  is  to  maintain  a  medical 
department,  that  department  ought  to  be  able  to  furnish  its  stu- 
dents with  means  and  facilities  for  acquiring  as  good  a  medical 
education  as  can  be  obtained  elsewhere.     The  state  ought  to  be 
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supplied  with  the  very  best  sort  of  medical  skill.  It  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  train  our  students  by  means  of  lectures  and  practical  work 
in  the  various  laboratories.  They  must  have  frequent  opportunities 
of  studying  such  cases  as  are  found  in  large  hospitals.  In  this 
respect  our  facilities  are  deficient,  and  the  medical  course  can  never 
be  entirely  satisfactory  until  the  department  is  supplied  with  a  well- 
equipped  modern  hospital.  This  has  already  been  pointed  out  and 
appeals  have  been  made  to  the  last  two  General  Assemblies.  And 
the  need  becomes  more  pressing  each  year.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered that  the  erection  of  a  hospital  at  the  expense  of  the  state  is 
a  matter  which  should  not  be  regarded  as  an  expenditure  of  public 
funds  merely  for  the  sake  of  the  university.  Such  a  hospital 
would  be  a  place  to  which  could  be  brought  the  sick  and  maimed 
from  all  parts  of  the  state;  a  place  where  such  as  are  unable  to 
incur  the  expenses  should  receive  the  most  skillful  medical  and 
surgical  treatment  without  cost.  The  money  spent  in  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  a  hospital  would  be  returned  to  the  people 
many  times  over  in  the  saving  of  valuable  lives  and  in  the  restor- 
ing to  health  of  many  of  the  citizens  who,  from  lack  of  means,  are 
unable  to  obtain  proper  medical  treatment.  In  spite  of  difficulties 
the  medical  department  has  already  gained  an  enviable  reputation 
in  this  respect.  But  with  the  proper  facilities  it  would  be  possible 
very  materially  to  enlarge  this  field  of  usefulness — to  do  many 
more  acts  of  mercy  to  the  unfortunate  victims  of  disease  and 
accident. 

Third,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  that  measures  be  taken  to 
increase  the  length  ot  the  term  of  the  medical  department  as  rap- 
idly as  possible.  The  best  medical  colleges  of  the  United  States 
now  require  for  graduation  three  courses  of  lectures  of  nine  months 
each,  and  it  is  time  for  the  University  of  Iowa  to  take  measures 
looking  in  the  same  direction.  At  present  so  much  work  is  crowded 
into  six  months  that  the  students  are  prevented  from  doing  full 
justice  to  the  work  or  to  themselves,  and  in  my  opinion  a  very 
material  gain  will  result  from  the  extension  of  the  course. 

Fourth,  I  earnestiv  recommend  that  such  measures  be  taken  as 
will  secure  a  change  in  the  law  regulating  the  disposition  of  the 
unclaimed  bodies  of  persons  who  die  at  state  institutions,  in  order 
that  a  sufficient  supply  of  anatomical  material  may  be  obtained  for 
the  medical  department.  As  the  law  now  stands  it  is  impossible 
for  us  to  obtain  the  required  amount,  and  the  result  is  a  very  serious 
embarrassment  to  the  faculty.  The  state  board  of  medical  exam- 
iners requires  that  every  graduate  in  medicine  shall  have  taken  a 
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certain  amoaDt  of  dissection,  and  the  safety  of  the  commnnity 
lemands  that  the  practicing  ph5'sican  and  surgeon  should  be  thor- 
^n^hly  familiar  with  the  anatomical  structure  of  the  human  body. 
Bat,  owing  to  the  imperfections  of  the  law  on  the  subject,  the 
Eimonnt  of  material  obtained  is  far  less  than  the  supply  which  should 
annually  be  used  in  the  department.  I  therefore  respectfully  sug- 
gest that  measures  be  taken  to  remedy  this  serious  defect. 

HOMEOPATHIO   MEDICAL   DBPABTMBNT. 

The  enrollment  in  this  department  has  shown  a  very  healthy  and 
steady  growth;  so  much  so  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  that  the 
classes  could  be  accommodated  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  a 
serious  question  what  can  be  done,  should  there  be  any  consider- 
able increase  in  the  numbers  during  the  coming  year.  A  single 
room  serves  for  recitation  and  lecture  room,  as  also  for  the  clinics, 
and  withal  is  so  small  that  during  the  last  session  when  every  seat 
was  full,  each  student  had  but  121  cubic  feet  of  air  to  breathe,  with 
no  possibility  of  a  chan&:e  during  the  hour,  except  such  ventilation 
as  was  possible  by  opening  doors  or  windows. 

The  hospital  attached  to  the  department  and  located  in  the  same 
building  as  the  lecture  room,  is  provided  with  twelve  beds,  and  it 
is  a  very  rare  event  that  any  of  these  are  unoccupied. 

This  department  was  established  by  the  Seventeenth  General 
Assembly .  Subsequent  assemblies  have  failed  to  extend  to  it  the 
support  which  was  needed,  but  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  it  will  be 
Ho  longer  neglected.  A  substantial  and  more  commodious  building 
iB  absolutelj'  necessary. 

DENTAL   DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department  alone  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  num- 
ber of  students  during  the  biennial  period.  This,  however,  is  the 
result  of  an  increase  in  the  requirements,  both  in  the  lengthening 
of  the  course  from  two  to  three  years,  and  in  the  higher  standard 
i^equired  for  admission.  As  a  result  of  the  appropriation  made  by 
the  Twenty-fourth  General  Assembly,  very  substantial  and  satisfac- 
tory improvements  have  been  made  in  the  equipment.  There  is, 
liowever,  &:reat  need  of  more  demonstrators  in  the  various  depart- 
^nents  of  practical  work.  The  quarters  assigned  to  this  department 
»re  of  very  limited  extent,  and  by  reason  of  the  necessary  occupa- 
tion of  the  basement,  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  condition.  A  sub- 
stantial, but  not  necessarily  expensive  building  should  be  provided 
ior  the  department  at  an  early  day. 
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PHARMAOT   DBPARTMSNT. 

Of  the  six  departments  of  the  UDiversity,  the  pharmacy  depart- 
ment is  the  only  one  which  is  provided  with  sufficiently  ample  and 
satisfactor}'  quarters.  The  rooms  assigned  to  it,  on  the  upper  floor 
of  the  new  chemical  laboratory  building  are  in  every  way  adapted 
to  its  purposes,  and  so  far  as  working  space  and  general  conven- 
ience are  concerned,  it  is  undoubtedly  unsurpassed  by  any  phar- 
macy laboratory  in  the  country.  There  is  still,  however,  some  need 
of  additions  to  the  equipment,  and  one  or  two  additional  demon- 
strators should  be  added  to  the  instructing  force. 

LIBRARY. 

So  far  as  the  means  at  hand  have  permitted,  the  growth  of  the 
library  has  been  satisfactory,  but  has  not  been  as  rapid  as  could  be 
desired.  Certain  improvements,  however,  have  been  made  in  the 
general  disposition,  classification,  and  arrangement  of  the  book 
room,  and  it  is  very  evident  that  the  library  is  being  used  by  the 
students  of  the  university  more  and  more  each  year.  We  need, 
however,  many  books,  which,  owing  to  insufficient  appropriations, 
we  have  as  yet  been  unable  to  procure.  In  order  to  keep  pace 
with  the  general  growth  of  the  university,  and  with  the  improve- 
ments in  science,  literature,  and  in  all  the  branches  of  study,  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  expend  not  less 
than  $10,000  per  annum  in  the  purchase  of  books  alone.  Although 
it  can  hardly  be  claimed  that  our  library  has  overgrown  the  space 
assigned  to  it,  nevertheless  it  seems  to  me  very  desirable  that  a 
new  building  should  be  provided  for  the  library  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. At  present  the  library  occupies  the  second  story  of  the  north 
building,  immediately  over  the  physical  laboratories.  Should,  at 
any  time,  a  fire  break  out  below,  the  whole  library  might  be 
destroyed,  and  almost  an  irreparable  loss  precipitated  upon  us.  I 
therefore  venture  to  suggest  that  you  appeal  to  the  Twenty-fifth 
General  Assembly  for  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  erect  a  fire-proof 
building  for  the  sole  accommodation  of  the  university  library. 

MUSBUM. 

The  astonishing  development  of  the  various  collections  con- 
tained in  the  natural  history  museum  must  be  a  source  of  gratifi- 
cation to  all  friends  of  the  university.  In  building  up  these  col- 
lections, the  curator  and  his  assistant  have  shown  a  praiseworthy 
ambition    and    untiring  industry.     During    recent   years  a  large 
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number  of  expeditions  have  been  sent  into  the  field  in  various 
quarters,  most  of  which  have  had  for  their  sole  object,  the  collec- 
tion of  specimens  for  the  museum.  For  the  details  of  this  subject, 
I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  curator  hereto  appended. 
Within  the  last  three  years,  besides  the  considerable  number  of 
specimens  received  from  individual  donors,  lar&:e  collections  have 
been  received  as  follows,  namely:  the  collection  donated  by  D.  H. 
Talbot,  of  Sioux  City,  consisting  of  many  thou8.ind  specimens  of 
birds,  mammals,  minerals,  etc.;  a  consignment  of  seven  cases  con- 
taining over  30,000  specimens  of  dried  plants  contributed  by  the 
British  Museum  to  the  university  herbarium;  several  cases  of 
specimens  received  from  Mr.  Frank  Russell,  now  in  the  far  north 
on  his  way  to  the  Arctic  regions;  a  carload  of  specimens,  princi- 
pally marine,  collected  by  the  Bahama  expedition  of  the  present 
summer;  several  thousand  specimens  collected  in  Nicaragua  by 
Instructor  Shimek  and  Mr.  C.  L.  Smith.  In  short,  we  have 
acquired  within  recent  yej*r8  a  large  and  very  valuable  lot  of  mate- 
rial, and  to  such  an  extent  that  we  have  no  longer  space  for  its 
proper  display.  And  without  that,  it  can  be  of  no  use  whatever. 
It  is  very  evident,  therefore,  that  we  must  have  more  room  for  our 
museum,  and  in  view  of  the  great  value  of  the  material  which  we 
already  have,  and  are  likely  to  receive  in  the  future,  I  beg  to  sug- 
gest as  one  of  our  urgent  needs,  a  fire-proof  museum  building. 

NEEDS    OF  THE    UNIVERSITY. 

As  has  been  already  shown,  the  university  is  sadly  in  need  of 
more  room  in  consequence  of  overcrowding  in  every  department, 
except  that  of  pharmacy.  For  its  legitimate  purposes,  the  univer- 
sity needs  to-day  the  following  buildings: 

1.  A  building  for  the  collegiate  department:  We  need  more 
room  and  larger  rooms  for  the  work  of  instruction.  The  classes  in 
this  department  are  at  present  widely  scattered.  The  south  build- 
ing, owing  to  the  very  cheap  manner  of  its  construction,  will  soon 
be  in  an  almost  uninhabitable  condition,  and  it  would  be  useless  to 
attempt  to  put  any  extensive  repairs  upon  it. 

2.  A  buildinfi:  for  the  law  department:  As  already  stated,  the 
quarters  assigned  to  this  department  are  already  inadequate,  and 
additional  room  must  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 

3.  A  hospital  for  the  medical  department. 

4.  A  hospital  and  building  for  the  homeopathic  medical  depart- 
ment. 
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5.  A  bailding  for  the  accommodation  of  the  dental  depart* 
ment. 

6.  A  museum  building. 

7.  A  library  building. 

8.  A  building  to  be  used  as  a  shop,  and  for  the  various  labora- 
tories necessary  for  the  instruction  of  the  students  in  the  civil  en^- 
neering  and  electrical  engineering  courses. 

9.  A  gymnasium:  It  is  true  that  a  small  gymnasium  has  been 
provided  in  the  T.  M.  G.  A.  building,  but  this  is  not  sufficiently 
commodious  for  all  the  students  of  the  university,  and  we  should 
have  a  gymnasium  of  much  greater  extent,  in  charge  of  a  regularly 
appointed  professor  of  physical  culture.  The  gymnasium  might 
also  be  used  as  a  drill  hall  or  armory  during  the  winter  term.  The 
room  now  used  for  this  purpose  is  altogether  too  small  for  any 
instruction  except  in  the  manual  of  arms. 

10.  A  university  ball  or  assembly  room:  At  present  the  uni- 
versity has  no  hall  or  room  of  any  description  in  which  the  students 
of  all  departments  can  be  brought  together.  It  is  possible  that  the 
gymnasium  might  be  used  for  this  purpose  by  removing  the  appa- 
ratus. 

The  university  also  needs  an  athletic  field.  The  state  has  never 
yet  given  the  university  any  ground  for  any  purpose  whatever. 
The  grounds  which  it  does  control  are  none  of  them  available  for 
athletics.  Within  the  last  year  a  movement  has  been  inaugurated 
by  the  alumni  and  by  the  students,  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  an  athletic  field,  and  the  sum  of  $2,500  has  already  been  sub- 
scribed. But  this  sum  is  not  sufficient,  and  it  is  hoped  that  an 
appropriation  may  be  obtained  wherewith  to  supplement  the  sum 
thus  to  be  secured. 

It  will  undoubtedly  be  urged,  if  the  university  asks  for  the  fore- 
going buildin&:s,  that  its  demands  are  exorbitant,  but  I  am  confi- 
dent that  this  criticism  will  not  be  made  by  any  one  who  is 
acquainted  with  the  facts.  The  university  exists  by  virtue  of  an  act 
of  the  first  legislature,  which  was  passed  in  February,  1847.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  began  its  real  work  in  1860.  Thirty-three  years 
have  elapsed  since  that  date,  and  in  the  meantime,  the  state  of  Iowa 
has  spent  in  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  university  just  $200,- 
000.  The  result  is  seen  in  the  facts  already  stated;  on  the  other 
hand,  let  me  remind  you  that  the  state  of  Missouri  has  spent  in  the 
erection  of  buildings  for  the  state  university  the  sum  of  $650,000; 
Michigan,  for  the  same  purpose,  including  the  cost  of  grounds,  has 
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spent  $857,000;  Wisconsin,  $790,000;  Minnesota,  $609,000;  Kan- 
sas, $604,000.  The  University  of  Chicasfo,  although  not  yet  two 
years  old,  has  spent  for  bnildin&rs  alone,  $1,250,000.  Contrast 
these  sums  with  the  $200,000  spent  by  Iowa  in  thirty-three  years, 
and  it  is  not  surprising  that  our  university,  having:  now  one  thou- 
sand students,  is  cramped  for  room. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  buildings,  the  university  is  in 
immediate  need  of  considerable  increase  in  its  resources  for  equip- 
ment and  general  expenditures.  Its  income  ought  to  be  double 
what  it  is  at  present.  In  the  last  biennial  report  it  was  shown  that 
the  rate  of  expenditure  per  student  per  annum  was  considerably 
below  that  of  any  one  of  the  institutions  with  which  it  is  usually 
ranked.  The  present  annual  income  is,  in  round  numbers,  $125,- 
000.  The  annual  income  of  some  other  institutions  of  the  first 
rank  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Concerning  the  income  of  the  University  of  Missouri,  President 
Jesse  makes  the  following  statement:  ^^It  is  difficult  to  state  the  exact 
annual  income.  In  the  biennial  period  ending  December  31,  1892, 
the  university  received  from  the  legislature  of  the  state  by  direct 
appropriation  for  all  departments  and  for  all  purposes  $997,518.23, 
and  from  all  other  sources  $186,466.67,  making  a  total  of  $1,183,- 
984.90.  But  the  circumstances  were  wholly  extraordinary.  For 
the  biennial  period  beginning  January  1,  1893,  the  legislature 
has  given  the  university  for  all  departments*  and  for  all  purposes 
$294,000,  and  the  estimated  income  from  all  other  sources  is  about 
$286,000.     But  again  the  circumstances  have  been  extraordinary." 

It  need  not  be  supposed  that  the  doubling  of  the  income  of  the 

university  would  double  the  expense  per  student,  since  judging 

from  the  experience  of  other  universities,  any  considerable  increase 

in  the  equipment  would  very  quickly  result  in  a  large  increase  in 

the  attendance.     As  evidence  that  our  demands  are  not  exorbitant 

in  asking  for  such  a  large  increase  in  our  equipment  and  resources, 

I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  extracts: 
3 
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On  the  Oth  of  October,  1892,  President  Henr^-  Wade  Rogers  o; 
the  Nortliwestern  University  addressed  the  Rock  River  OonfereDC 
as  follows:  ''  The  Northwestern  University  is  the  largest  and  rich 
est  educational  institution  which  Methodists  possess  any  wliere  i 
the  world.  Its  property,  includin<r  the  theological  school,  amount 
to  over  $;4,00(),()00.  *****        xiie  fact  thf 

the  university  is  in  this  prosperous  condition  furnishes  the  reaso 
why  I  am  present  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  conference,  for  whil 
the  university   has  more  money   than   any  similar  institution 
Methodifcim,  it  is  relatively  poor.     As  compared  with  the  represen 
ative  institutions  of  Presbyterianism,  Congregationalism,  Episc 
palianism,  and  Unitarianisni)  it  does  not  have  half  the  amon 
needed  to  do  its  work.     It  is  a  modest  estimate  to  say  that  it  nee 
for  immediate  use,  §3,000,000  or  §-J:,000,000  more." 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  Yale  University,  President  Dwifl^ 
says:     "It  is  a  matter  of  serious  importance  to  the  well-being 
the  university  in  the  near  future,  that  its  annual  income  should 
largely  increased.         *        *        *        *        j{  gyen  a  sum  as  lar 
as  one  or  two  million  dollars  could  be  added  to  the  fund  for  t 
increase  of  tlie  number  of  teachers  and  increase  of  salaries,  t 
pressing:  demand©  of  the  early  future  would  not  be  more  than  a 
istied.     Every  ijift  made  to  this  end  will  realize  the  best  results 
the  way  of  education,  and  will  become  a  blessing  for  all  the  ge 
erations  of  young  men  who  shall  have  their  training  here  in  tl" 
coming  time.'" 

The  following  extract  from  an  address  of  President  Pepper, 
the  Unive.'sity  of  Pennsylvania,  shows  what  that   institution  hi 
8j>ent  for  its  medical  department  alone:      ''Twenty-five  years  ag 
an  American  medical  education  meant  the  attendance  upon  tw* 
sessions  of  five  or  six  months'  duration,  the  instruction  consisting  ^^^ 
of  seven  courses  of  didactic  lectures,  which  were  repeated  annualljT'-'^^ '^ 
and  a  limited  number  of  medical  and  surgical  clinics.     The  faculty 
comprised  from  four  to  seven  professors,  all  engaged  in  the  pn 
tice  of  their  profession,  and  expecting  to  receive  the  larger  Fhare 
their  remuneration    from   the  widespread   advertisement  of  thei 
prominent  position  and  from  their  cordial  relations  with  their  gra< 
nates,  who,  indeed  may  well  have  reciprocated  the  indulgent  favoi 
shown  them  at  their  final  examinations.     The  only  equipment  nc< 
essary  was  a  building  large  enough  to  hold  the  swelling  classes 
if  possible,  it  should    be  conveniently  accessible  to   a  bospil 
Laboratories,  there  were  none,  except  the  dissecting  room.     Tl 
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apparatus  was  most  meager;     and  a  library  would  have  been 
regarded  as  a  needless  luxury. 

^^It  will  give  some  idea  of  the  strenuous  efforts  that  have  been 
Knade  to  equip  tliis  one  branch  of  professional  education  when  I 
state  that  when  the   University  of  Pennsylvania  inaugurates  an 
obligatory  four-year  course  of   medical  study  in  1893,  there  will 
liave  been  expended  for  the  requisite  buildings  (including  the  med- 
ical hall,  the  hospital,  the  chemical  laboratory,  tlie  laboratory  of 
liygiene,  the  Wistar  Institute  of  Anatomy,  and  laboratory  of  biol- 
ogy), over  $850,000,  without  counting  the  value  of  ground  and 
^^qnipment,  whicli  could  not  be  estimated  at  less  than  $250,000; 
"that  the  annual  cost  of  maintenance,  without  including  a  single  pro- 
:fes8ional  salary,  will  amount  to  $115,000,  and  that  the  staff  of 
instructors  will  number  between  eighty-five  and  ninety." 

If  a  suflicient  sum  of  money  is  to  be  raised  by  this  university,  it 
'^ould  seem  that  the  wisest  policy  would  be  to  adopt  the  plan  already 
:followed  by  nearly  all  the  states  which  maintain  universities,  namely: 
to  levy  a  special  tax  for  that  purpose.     The  University  of  Michi- 
j;an  receives  from  the  state  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  of  one-sixth  of  a 
mill;  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  one-eighth  plus  one-tenth  of  a 
mill;  the  University  of  Ohio,  one-twentieth  of  a  mill;  the  Univer- 
sity of  Nebraska,  three-eighths  of  a  mill;  the  University  of  Minne- 
sota, three-twentieths  of  a  mill;  the  University  of  California,  one- 
tenth  of  a  mill;  the  University  of  Kansas,  a  fraction  of  a  mill  suf- 
ficient to  net  ?57o,000  per  annum. 

In  one  respect  we  certainly  can  congratulate  ourselves,  namely: 

that  the  sources  of  embarrassment  of  the  university  are  not  the  result 

of  any  lack  of  activity,  but  rather  the  result  of  the  rapid  growth  of  the 

tiniversity.     Had  the  institution  remained  where  it  was  ten  years 

^go,  its   current  expenses  would  not  have  materially  increased. 

That  it  needs  so  much  more  to-day  than  then,  is  but  the  normal 

*"osult  of  its  growth  and  development.  • 

In  a  little  more  than  three  years  the  State  University  of  Iowa 
'^^"ill  celebrate  the  semi-centennial  anniversary  of  the  passage  of  the 
*^Cit  of  the  legislature,  in  accordance  with  which  it  was  founded.  Is 
*  t  not  high  time  to  equip  the  university  in  such  a  manner  as  is 
^^fitting  the  honor  and  credit  of  the  state,  so  that  on  that  occasion 
^  l>.e  may  not  be  ashamed  to  compare  it  with  other,  hitherto,  more 
^<^rtunate  state  universities?

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SOME  EXTRACTS  FROM  PROFESSORS'  REPORTS. 


REPORT  OF  CHARLES  C.  NUTTING,  PROFESSOR  OF  ZOOLOGY,  ON 

UNIVERSITY  EXPEDITIONS. 


One  of  the  most  marked  indicatious  of  the  broadening  of  the  activi- 
ties of  the  university  has  been  the  encouragement  given  to  the  explorations 
for  biological  research.  Few  persons,  even  among  those  most  interested  in 
the  educational  system  of  Iowa,  arc  aware  of  the  extent  and  scope  of  the 
explorations  undertaken  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  University,  in  the 
interests  of  its  department  of  natural  science,  more  particularly  the  museum 
of  natural  history. 

It  will  doubtless  be  a  surprise  to  our  friends  to  learn  that  the  Bahama 
expedition,  which  is  the  main  object  of  this  report,  has  been  preceded  by  no 
less  than  fourteen  expeditious,  purely  in  the  interest  of  biological  science, 
each  of  which  has  received  more  or  less  of  aid  and  encouragement  from  the 
university  authorities,  and  added  its  quota  to  the  natural  history  collections, 
and  to  our  knowledge  of  the  organic  life  found  in  the  various  regions 
visited. 

In  order  to  show  the  extent  and  scope  of  these  explorations  during  the 
last  six  years,  the  following  chronological  list  of  expeditions  is  given  as  pre- 
liminary to  the  account  of  the  Bahama  expedition  : 

1887»— Explorations  in  New  Mexico  and  northeastern  Arizona,  by  Mr. 
U.  F.  Wickham.  the  main  object  being  the  study  and  collecting  of  entomo- 
logical specimens. 

1888. — Entomological  explorations  in  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Colorado 
river  and  coast  of  southern  California, — Mr.  H.  F.  Wickham. 

1 888.— Expedition  to  the  Bahama  Islands  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
and  studying  birds,  and  the  marine  animals  of  that  region,— C.  C.  Nutting 
and  wife. 

1888. — A  botanical  and  geological  expedition  to  California  and  the 
"Bad  Lands*^  by  Professors  Calvin  and  McBride.  Botanical  collections 
were  the  main  objects  of  the  trip,  although  many  valuable  fossils  were  col- 
leeted. 
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1888. — Explorations  in  the  mountains  and  on  the  sea  coast  of  California, 
resultinfjT  in  the  collection  of  mammals,  birds,  and  marine  invertebrates, — 
Bayard  Elliott,  Oilman  Drew  and  William  Drew. 

188fK — Entomological  explorations  in  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Idaho,  Ore- 
gon, Washington,  Vancouver  Island,  Montana  and  Dakota, — Mr.  H.  F. 
Wickham. 

1800«— Expedition  to  the  Hay  of  Fund}'  for  the  study  and  collecting  of 
marine  animals,  birds  and  seals.  Marine  dredging  was  carried  on  to  a 
considerable  extent  and  resulted  in  large  accessions  to  the  museum, — Pro- 
fessors Calvin  and  I^utting. 

1891  •—Explorations  in  Alaska  and  British  Columbia  by  Mr.  Wickham, 
resulting  in  valuable  collections  in  entomology  and  ornithology. 

1891. — Collecting  trip  to  the  Mountains  of  Tennessee  for  botanical  and 
malacological  specimens, — Mr.  B.  Shimek. 

1891«— Expedition  to  the  northwest  provinces  of  British  America,  by 
Messrs.  Smith  and  Russell  and  Prof.  Nutting.  A  zoological  exploration  of 
the  lower  Saskatchewan  region  resulted  in  large  collections,  especially  in 
ornithology. 

1891*— Prof.  McBride  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  study  the  methods 
in  vogue  in  the  botanical  and  bacteriological  laboratories  in  France  and  Ger- 
many, and  to  purchase  equipment  for  the  botanical  laboratory  of  our  uni- 
versity. 

1892. — Entomological  explorations  in  Louisiana  and  southern  Texas, 
— Mr.  Wickham. 

1892. — Zoological  explorations  in  Oregon  and  British  Columbia,  result- 
ing in  considerable  accessions  to  our  collection  of  marine  invertebrates, 
— Messrs.  Frank  Russell  and  A.  G.  Smith. 

1892-«).— Explorations  in  the  far  north,  Mr.  Frank  Russell.  While  in 
the  Winnepeg  country,  in  18U1,  the  curator  of  the  museum  met  Roderick 
Ross  Mac  Farlano,  Esq..  chief  factor  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  a  well 
known  naturalist,  who  has  spent  nearly  thirty  years  in  the  Arctic  regions  in 
the  service  of  the  company.  This  gentleman  very  strongly  urged  upon  the 
curator  the  desirability'  of  a  thorough  zoological  exploration  of  the  McKen- 
zie  river  and  (xreat  Slave  Lake  regions,  and  the  necessity  of  prompt  action, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  rapid  extermination  of  the  musk  ox. 

He  was  confident  that  such  accessions  could  be  secured  from  the  all-i)ow- 
erful  Hudson's  Bay  Company;  that  the  expense  of  scientific  expedition  to 
these  little  known  regions  would  1>e  moderate. 

This  matter  having  been  placed  before  the  president  and  executive  com- 
mittee of  the  board  of  regents,  it  was  decided  to  undertake  the  exploration, 
and  to  send  Mr.  Frank  Russell,  who  volunteered  for  the  service,  to  the  far 
north  in  the  interests  of  the  university. 

President  Schaeffer  secured  from  Sir  Donald  Smith,  governor  of  the  Hud- 
son's Bay  Company,  ttie  hearty  support  of  that  corporation,  a  promise, 
which  has  been  faithfully  kept. 

Mr.  Russell  left  Winnipeg  for  the  Saskatchewan  river,  in  August,  1892. 
He  spent  the  winter  in  that  region,  becoming  accustomed  to  the  use  of  snow 
shoes  and  dog  sledges.  He  sent  from  there  a  collection  of  over  four  hun- 
dred specimens,  which  arrived  in  excellent  condition,  accompanied  by  a  full 
and  carefully  prepared  report  containing  a  great  amount  of  informatioc 
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concerning  the  habits,  legends,  religion,  etc.,  of  the  Sw^ampy  Cree  Indians, 
and  the  natural  history  of  the  animals  of  that  region. 

In  the  spring  of  1893,  Mr.  Russell  traveled  over  four  hundred  miles  on 
snow  shoes,  to  Winnipeg,  where  he  received  a  box  containing  about  $250.00 
worth  of  additional  equipment  and  comforts,  donated  by  the  faculty  and 
students  of  the  university,  and  gathered  together  his  outfit  for  the  serious 
work  before  him.  The  Canadian  Pacific  Railroad  kindly  furnished  passes 
to  Mr.  Rnssell,  thus  saving  a  very  considerable  expense,  as  he  desired  to  go 
from  Winnipeg  to  Fort  McLcod,  at  the  foothills  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
Here  he  collected  till  the  end  of  April,  when  he  started  down  the  Atha- 
basca river,  in  a  "York  lioat."  witii  a  number  of  Hudson's  Hay  officers, 
reaching  Fort  Chippewayan  after  a  journey  involving  great  exposure  and 
peril.  He  collected  for  some  time  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Atliabasca,  living 
alone  in  a  small  '*  A  "  tent.  This  collection,  of  birds  chiefly,  has  been 
received  in  admirable  condition,  accompanied  by  a  full  report.  Mr.  Russell 
then  continued  his  journey  north,  reaching  Fort'  Smith,  June  20th,  and 
Fort  Rae,  on  Great  Slave  Lake,  July  12th.  The  last  word  from  him  is 
contained  in  a  letter  dated  July  loth,  in  which  he  states  that  he  is  about  to 
start  for  Great  iiear  Lake,  in  company  with  the  Great  Bear  chiefs.  It  is 
Mr.  Russell's  plan  to  winter  this  year  near  Great  Bear  Lake,  where  he  will 
form  a  permanent  camp  and  stock  it  with  game  and  fish  before  the  winter 
sets  in.  During  the  winter  he  will  make  a  determined  efYort  to  secure  spec- 
mens  of  the  nearly  extinct  musk  ox,  as  well  as  reindeer  and  all  other  ani- 
mals of  that  region. 

In  the  spring  of  1804.  he  intends  to  reach  the  shores  of  the  Polar  Sea,  in 
order  to  collect  the  sea  birds  that  breed  in  that  region  in  the  early  summer. 
As  cold  weather  approac^hes,  he  intends  to  make  his  way  southward  and  to 
civilization,  reaching  home  in  the  winter  of  18U4-0. 

Mr.  Russell  has  abundantly  demonstrated  his  goo<l  judgment,  pluck  and 
endurance,  and  the  curator  has  contidence  in  hi.s  bringing  his  important 
explorations  to  a  successful  termination. 

I808. — Bahama  Expedition.  Biological  work  in  an  inland  university  is 
carried  on  at  a  certain  disadvantage  on  iiccount  of  the  remoteness  of  salt 
water  with  its  multitude  of  interesting  forms  of  animal  and  vegetable  life, 
most  of  which  have  no  representation  in  fresh  water.  In  the  pasta  number 
of  expeditions  have  gone  from  the  university'  to  the  sea  shore  for  the  pur- 
pose of  collecting  and  preserving  marine  animals  for  use  in  the  laboratory 
and  class  room,  and  thus  give  students  a  chance  to  examine  the.se  forms. 
Although  a  great  deal  has  undoubtedly  beeu  gained  in  this  way.  those  in 
charge  of  the  geological  work  felt  that  still  more  was  possible. 

When  Professor  Nutting  went  to  the  Bahamas  in  18S8,  he  secured  all  the 
information  possible  in  regard  to  the  probable  cost  of  chartering  a  suitable 
vessel  for  an  expedition  including  about  twenty  persons  to  be  gone  about 
three  months  on  a  crnise  in  the  West  Indies  for  practical  study  of  animal 
life.  The  information  thus  secured  proved  to  be  the  basis  on  which  was 
organized  and  succesfully  carried  out  an  entirely  new  departure  on  educa- 
tional lines,  i  e.,  the  Bahama  biological  expedition  from  the  State  University 
of  Iowa  which  involved  the  chartering  and  fitting  up  of  a  vessel  as  a  Heat- 
ing biological  laboratory  and  giving  a  number  of  students  an  unprecedented 
opportunity  for  three  months  study  in  the  West  Indian  region,  the  richest 
field  for  marine  work  in  the  world. 
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The  novelty  of  this  entdrprise.  as  well  as  its  success,  justifies  a  somewhat 
full  description  in  this  report.  The  expedition  was  decided  upon  in  the  fall 
of  1801.  The  university  had  no  funds  to  devote  to  such  a  purpose,  but  it 
could  supply  a  ji^ood  equipment  for  biological  work  from  its  laboratories, 
and  a  good  working  library  for  the  expedition  could  be  supplied  from  the 
university  library.  Aside  from  this  the  appropriations  for  current  expenses 
allotted  to  the  chairs  of  S3*stematic  zoology  and  of  geology  and  structural 
zoology  were  drawn  up(»n  for  about  four  hundred  dollars  to  meet  the 
expense  of  dredging  appliances  and  material  for  collecting  marine  speci- 
mens. All  other  expenses,  including  the  chartering  of  the  vessel,  wages  uf 
captain  and  crew,  provisions,  transportatiun  of  party,  port  charges,  etc., 
were  met  b}'  the  individual  members  of  the  expedition. 

Among  the  first  applicants  for  places  on  the  expedition  were  two  young 
ladies.  Upon  consultation  it  was  decided  to  admit  them  provided  the  party 
was  accompanied  by  a  suitable  chaperon,  on  the  ground  that,  as  the  ladies 
had  proved  their  ability  to  work  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  the  men  in  the 
class  room  and  laboratory  and  as  the  S.  U.  I.  is  strictly  a  co-educational 
institution,  it  would  be  inconsistent  to  debar  ladies  who  had  shown  ability 
in  biological  work  from  advantages  which  were  to  be  offered  to  men. 

This  important  matter  being  satisfactorily  settled  the  plan  began  to  take 
more  definite  shape.  An  executive  committee  was  formed,  consisting  of 
Professors  Calvin.  Wehl  and  Nutting,  and  this  committee  passed  on  the 
names  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  party. 

Correspondence  was  opened  with  Captain  Charles  Flowers  with  a  view  to 
securing  his  services  as  .skipper,  and  arrangements  to  that  effect  were  finally 
made.  This  was  a  piece  of  rare  good  fortune,  as  Captain  Flowers  is  a  sea- 
man of  first  class  ability  and  peculiarly  fitted  to  have  charge  of  a  vessel  on 
such  a  cruise  as  the  one  contemplated,  having  spent  his  summers  for  many 
years  in  the  Bahama  trade  and  his  winters  in  commanding  a  schooner 
engaged  in  oyster  dredging  in  the  Chesapeake.  A  month  in  his  company 
at  sea,  during  which  two  heavy  storms  were  encountered,  gave  the  writer 
an  exalted  opinion  of  his  care  and  ability  in  managing  a  vessel  in  time  of 
danger. 

During  the  summer  of  1802  a  representative  went^east  with  instructions 
from  the  executive  committee  to  secure,  if  possible,  a  suitable  vessel  for  the 
expedition  and  gather  all  the  information  possible  concerning  the  necessary 
equipment  for  the  work. 

Captain  Flowers  kindly  assisted  in  the  search  for  a  vessel,  almost  entirely 
at  his  own  expense.  After  examining  several  vessels,  which  were  deemed 
unsuitable  for  the  purpose  or  held  at  too  high  a  price,  a  schooner  was  found 
at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  which  seemed  especially  designed  for  our  use.  A 
thorough  examination  was  possible  as  we  caught  the  vessel  empty.  Careful 
measurements  \\ere  taken  and  verified  by  those  reporte<l  at  the  custom 
house  at  Baltimore,  and  the  schooner  "  Kmily  E.  Johnson^*  was  eventually 
chartered  for  the  S.  U.  1.  Bahama  expedition.  She  is  a  two-masted,  centre- 
board schooner,  net  tonnage  115..'>3.  length  9.*>.4,  breadth  20.7,  depth  7.9,  and 
was  built  in  September,  18H3. 

There  is  a  cabin  aft,  whicti  includes  four  staterooms,  a  small  saloon  and 
a  toilet  room.  This  accommodated  the  ladies  very  comfortably,  giving 
them  even  more  seclusion  than  they  secure  on  an  ordinary  passenger 
steamer. 
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The  hold  is  dry  and  roomy  with  sixty  feet  between  bulk  heads  and 
twenty-five  feet  wide. 

Durini;  the  winter  and  spring  of  1802-93  the  plans  for  the  equipment  of 
the  vessel  and  arrangement  uf  space  were  matured,  an  extensive  corre- 
spondence with  the  most  experienced  authorities  in  marine  dredging,  includ- 
ing Alexander  Agassiz  and  Mr.  Benedict,  naturalist  in  charge  of  the  U.  S. 
Fish  Commission  steamer  **Albatross/'  was  carried  on.  Professor  Weld 
planned  the  dredging  equipment  with  great  care,  with  the  result  that  the 
expedition  attained  marked  su(;cess  in  deep  water  dredging  at  a  minimum 
expense. 

The  president  of  the  university  secured  the  aid  of  the  department  of  state 
at  Washington,  through  which  the  British  and  Spanish  authorities  agreed 
to  grant  every  reasonable  concession  to  further  the  object  of  the  expedition. 

Nearly  all  of  the  dredges,  trawls,  etc.,  used  on  the  cruise  were  made  by 
students  in  the  engineering  department  at  the  mere  cost  of  material. 

Early  in  April.  18JI3,  Professor  Nutting  left  for  Baltimore,  in  order  to 
superintend  the  fitting  up  of  the  vessel  and  purchase  of  stores,  and  had 
everythinfic  in  readiness  for  the  arrival  of  the  party  on  May  5th. 
:j  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  and  the  Hock  Island  Railroads  allowed  very  low 
special  rates  for  transport^ation  to  Baltimore  and  return. 

A  really  good  laboratory  was  fitted  up  in  the  hold,  to  which  light  was 
admitted  by  long  sky-lights.  Both  dissectiug  and  compound  microscopes 
-were  provided,  with  their  necessary  accessories  and  a  library  of  marine 
zoological  works,  including  the  Challenger  reports,  was  supplied  by  the 
university,  having  l>een  insured  by  the  party. 

On  deck  was  placed  the  hoisting  machine,  worked  by  hand,  with  three 
hundred  fathoms  of  wire  rope. 

Three  good  boats  were  provided  which  were  large  enough  to  hold  the 
entire  party  in  case  of  necessity. 

The  party  sailed  from  Baltimore  on  the  afternoon  of  May  5th.  The  pas"* 
sage  to  our  first  stopping  place  at  Kgg  Island,  Bahamas,  was  a  rather  rough 
one  of  seven  days.  Most  of  the  party  were  disabled  by  seasickness,  but  the 
time  was  utilixed  in  covering  the  dredges  with  canvas  and  in  studying  such 
forms  of  life  as  could  be  secured  with  dip  nets  while  under  way.  Quanti- 
ties of  sea  weed  were  taken  on  board  and  found  to  contain  a  host  of  minute 
but  interesting  forms  of  animal  life. 

On  the  evening  of  May  I'ith,  the  "Emily  E.  Johnson"  dropped  anchor  at 
Egg  Island,  and  the  next  da3^  was  spent  in  shore  and  shoal  water  collecting. 
A  great  quantity  of  valuable  material  was  secured  and  cared  for. 

The  party  then  set  sail  for  Havana,  crossing  the  "Great  Bahama  Bank.** 
a  submerged  plateau  of  great  extent,  which  had  been  greatly  neglected  by 
previous  expeditions.  Here  the  first  dredging  was  undertaken,  more  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  used  to  working  the  dredges  tlian  for  specimens.  The 
result,  however,  proved  not  only  the  satisfactory  nature  of  the  equipment, 
but  the  great  richness  of  the  "Bank"  as  a  field  for  zoological  expeditions, 
many  of  the  most  valuabbi  specimens  secured  by  tlie  expedition  being  taken 
at  this  time. 

Havana  was  reached  on  tlie  evening  of  May  21st.  Two  days  were  occu- 
pied in  visiting  the  city,  and  in  obtaining  permission  of  the  Cuban  author!-

ties  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  expedition.  The  letters  furDished  by 
the  United  States  department  of  state  secured  every  concession  asked  for 
and  most  courteous  treatment  from  the  officials. 

One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  expedition  was  to  secure,  if  possible,  a 
aeries  of  the  much  prized  modern  crinoids  of  the  genus  pentacrlnus.  None 
but  expensively  equipped  government  expeditions  had  hitherto  been  able  to 
dredge  these  rare  and  interesting  animals,  and  many  of  the  most  eminent 
authorities  prognosticated  the  failure  of  our  attempt.  Mr.  Benedict,  of  the 
Smithsonian  had  very  earefully  described  the  exact  locality  of  the  famous 
'Ten tacrinus grounds"  near  Havana  harbor.  No  sciontiiic  dredging  had  ever 
been  attempted  at  such  depths  without  the  use  of  steam  for  propelling  the 
vessel  and  hoisting  the  dredge.  The  S.  U.  I.  expedition  had  no  steam,  but 
Captain  Flowers  had  spent  his  life  in  dredging  in  shallow  water  with  a  sail 
vessel  and  the  members  of  the  expedition  had  plenty  of  faith  and  muscle. 
Thus  endowed,  a  magnificent  series  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  specimens 
of  pentaeriuus  was  dredged  from  depths  varying  from  one  hundred  and  fifty 
to  two  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms.  The  equipment  devised  by  Prof  Weld, 
was  a  complete  success.  This  was  the  first  occasion  on  which  wire  rope  was 
used  in  dredging  without  steam.  The  professor  in  charge  of  the  expedition 
has  nothing  but  praise  for  the  young  men  who  toiled  so  faithfully  day  after 
day  in  the  tropical  heat  at  the  cranks  of  the  hoisting  machine,  demonstrat- 
ing that  pluck  and  muscle  can  secure  success  in  the  face  of  apparently 
unsurmountable  difficulties. 

Greatly  encouraged  b3*  this  achievement,  the  party  sailed  for  its  next 
station  at  liahia  Honda,  a  Cuban  port  about  thirty  miles  west  of  Havana. 
It  had  been  the  intention  to  do  some  land  work  at  this  point,  but  the  local 
authorities  were  so  suspicious,  evidently  considering  our  party  a  filibuster- 
ing expedition,  that  we  were  not  allowed  to  work  on  the  land,  beyond  thirty 
yards  from  the  water  line.  The  water  and  shore  of  the  bay  wat^  a  good 
field  for  investigation,  however,  and  three  da3's  were  profitably  spent  at 
this  point,  atter  which  the  expedition  sailed  for  Key  West,  ari'iving  at  that 
point  on  the  morning  of  June  5th. 

Here  we  were  informed  that  all  vessels  coming  from  Havana  were  com- 
pelled to  lie  in  quarantine  for  fifteen  days  or  go  to  the  Dry  Tortugas  and  be 
fumigated.  We  accordingly  sailed  at  once  for  the  Tortugas,  where  the 
expedition  remained  for  eleven  days.  Dr.  Robert  Murray,  physician  in 
charge  of  the  quarantine  station,  made  our  stay  delightful  by  his  many 
courtesies  and  thoughtful  provision  for  our  comfort.  The  region  is  a  very 
interesting  one  from  a  biological  standpoint,  and  the  waters  around  the 
abandoned  Fort  Jefferson  fairly  teem  with  animal  life.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  expedition  lingered  even  after  the  quarantine  period  had  expired 
and  left  the  Tortugas  with  large  collections  and  sincere  gratitude  to  the 
hospitable  officials. 

The  next  station  for  work  was  the  famous  **  Pourtales  Plateau.'*  a  subma- 
rine shelf  extondingsouthward  from  the  Florida  Keys.  Here  two  weeks  were 
spent  in  dredging,  whenever  the  weather  would  permit.  A  great  quantity 
of  unusually  valuable  material  was  dredged  at  this  station,  which  was  par- 
ticularly rich  in  corals,  hydroids,  crustaceans  and  echinoderms.  Here,  also, 
a  number  of  sharks,  dolphins  and  other  large  fish  were  secured. 
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On  July  Ist  the  '*  Emily  £.  Johnson  **  cleared  from  Key  West  for  Gov- 
ernor's Harbor,  Eleuthera,  a  port  in  the  British  West  Indies. 

Here  the  vessel  was  run  aground  by  an  incompetent  pilot,  but  floated  off 
at  the  next  high  tide,  and  proceeded  to  Spanish  Wells,  where  a  large  quan- 
tity of  corals,  star  fish  and  sea  urchins  were  secured. 

After  a  short  visit  to  the  region  of  Little  San  Salvador,  the  expedition 
started  on  the  homeward  voyage,  reaching  Baltimore  in  eight  days.  A  car- 
load of  valuable  specimens  loaded  by  the  members  of  the  party,  reached 
Iowa  City  in  safety. 

The  expedition  was  remarkable  for  the  absence  of  any  serious  sickness, 
storms,  or  mishaps  of  any  kind.  From  an  educational  standpoint  it  was  a 
marked  success  and  each  member  found  unprecedented  oppoFtunities  for 
learning,  and  the  party  worked  with  enthusiasm.  The  professor  in  charge 
has  nothing  but  praise  for  the  students  both  as  scientific  workers  and  as 
ladies  and  gentlemen.  The  material  secured  places  our  university  far  in 
the  lead  of  all  western  institutions  in  the  matter  of  marine  material  for 
biological  study  and  places  unrivaled  opportunities  within  the  reach  of  stu- 
dents who  are  interested  in  this  important  branch  of  zoology  and  botany. 

The  curator  regrets  to  add  that  the  present  lack  of  funds  and  of  room  for 
the  preparation  and  display  of  this  wealth  of  material  necessitates  the  aban- 
donment of  any  idea  of  the  exhibition  of  these  collections  until  adequate 
funds  are  appropriated  by  the  state. 


EXTRACT  FROM  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THOMAS  H.  MiBRIDE.  PRO- 
FESSOR OF  BOTANY. 


The  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  expedition  to  Nicaragua,  conducted 
by  my  assistant.  Mr.  Shimek.  This  expedition  has  resulted  in  bringing  to 
the  herbarium  verj'  large  additions  of  valuable  material,  besides  bringing 
to  the  university  the  opportunity  of  describing  many  new  and  undescribed 
species  of  plants.  In  this  work  we  arc  continually  hampered  by  lack  of 
literature.  We  need  books,  and  such  books  as  we  need  are  expensive,  too 
expensive  for  the  amount  of  money  we  have  at  our  disposal.  We  have, 
however,  purchased  some  books  and  are  carrying  forward  this  part  of  our 
work  as  fast  as  possible. 

In  the  conduct  of  our  Nicaragua  explorations  wo  have  been  greatly 
aided  by  the  Nicaragua  Canal  C'ompany,  of  New  York,  through  their 
worthy  president,  the  Hon.  Warner  Miller.  To  Mr.  Miller  the  university  is 
indebted  for  many  and  great  favors,  an<l  I  recommend  that  the  board  be 
asked  to  extend  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  Hon.  Warner  Miller  for  his  gen- 
erous courtesy. 

The  way  is  now  open  for  the  university  to  do  a  great  work  in  the  explo- 
ration of  Nicaragua.  Whether  we  can  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity 
will  depend  upon  circumstances,  some  of  which  are  conditioned  by  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Nicaragua  Canal  Company.  At  all  events  it  is  desirable  and,  if 
you  approve,  we  purpose  to  send  another  expedition  to  Nicaragua  about 
December  1st  of  the  present  year.  The  expedition  going  the  second  time 
can  accomplish  much  more  than  on  the  first  excursion,  so  that  we  hope  for 
much  greater  results  next  winter  than  were  possible,  last. 
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In  regard  to  our  Natural  History  Bulletin,  I  join  Prof.  Calvin  in  a  sepa- 
rate report. 

As  estimated  above,  the  ^reat  need  of  this  chair  at  present  is  suitable 
literature.     Accordingly,  for  the  next  biennial  period  1  need — 

For  books $2,500.00 

For  apparatus  and  supplies 2.500.00 

It  is  intended  to  make  our  botanical  library  and  laboratory  second  to 
none  in  the  country,  if  the  legislature  do  but  grant  us  the  means  of  accom- 
plishing our  purpose.  Thanks  to  appropriations  already  made,  our  equip- 
ment to-day  is  good  and  our  collections  growing,  but  there  is  room  for 
enlargement  and  Improvement  in  both.  There  has  long  been  need  of  a 
greenhouse  in  connection  with  our  work  in  botanical  instruction,  and  if  the 
appropriation  asked  for  can  be  secured  a  beginning  at  least  will  be  made 
towards  a  university  greenhouse. 


SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  MR.  SHIMEK.  INSTRUCTOR  IN  BOTANY.  ON 

THE  NICARAGUA  EXPEDITION. 


In  Professor  McBride's  absence,  I  respectfully  submit  the  followini^ 
report  on  the  results  of  the  Nicaragua  botanical  expedition: 

Four  m<>nths  (December  16,  18U2  -April  10, 1803)  were  devoted  to  the  expe- 
dition, and  the  total  expenditure  (for  the  university)  in  the  field  was  $236.35. 
as  shown  in  detail  in  a  former  report. 

Of  the  four  months,  less  than  three  were  spent  in  actual  field  work  and 
the  preparation  of  material,  the  remainder  of  the  time  being  required  for 
travel. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  much  of  the  work  was  done  under  unfav- 
orable circumstances,  and  that  mould  threatened  at  one  time  to  materially 
injure  our  collections,  I  can  report  the  following  collections,  all  received  in 
Iowa  City  in  good  condition,  as  the  result  of  the  expedition: 

Pressed  flowering  plants— About  five  hundred  and  fifty  species,  two 
thousand  specimens. 

Pressed  ferns— About  one  hundred  and  ten  species,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  specimens. 

Pressed  mosses,  etc. — About  forty  species,  two  hundred  specimens. 

Fungi — About  three  hundred  species,  many  specimens. 

Slimc-raoulds — About  twenty-seven  species,  many  specimens. 

Dried  seeds  and  fruits  of  about  four  hundred  species  of  flowering  plants, 
many  specimens.  A  miscellaneous  lot  of  alcoholic  material  for  laboratory 
work,  wood  sections,  and  vegetable  products  other  than  seeds  and  fruits, 
increase  the  value  of  the  collection. 

The  entire  botanical  collection  consists  of  about  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred sets  of  specimens  containing  over  one  thousand  species  and  eight 
thousand  to  ten  thousand  specimens.  The  flowering  plants  and  their  seeds 
and  fruits  are  nearly  all  new  to  our  herbarium  as  is  the  greater  portion  of 
the  remaining  species. 

Seven  of  the  twenty-seven  slime-moulds  are  undescribed,  and  will  be 
named  and  descril>ed  by  Professor  McBride,  and  no  doubt  a  number  of 
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other  new  species  will  be  found  during  the  summer's  study  of  t)ic  collec- 
tions, as  the  San  Juau  valley,  in  which  most  of  this  material  was  collected , 
has  never  been  worked  up  by  a  botanist.  The  specimens  are  all  carefully 
prepared  and  marked,  and  copious  notes  and  descriptions  were  made  in  the 
field  to  facilitate  ideutitication.  and  also  for  use  in  class  work. 

This  is  the  largest  and  most  valuable  addition  thus  far  made  to  the  her- 
barium at  any  one  time,  and  its  commercial  value  alone  much  exceeds  the 
amount  expended. 

Limited  collections  of  zoological  material  were  also  incidentally  made 
and  are  deposited  in  the  museum. 


EXTRACT  FROM  REPORT  OF  L.  G.  WELD.  PROFESSOR  OF  MATH- 
EMATICS AND  ASTRONOMY. 


The  one  need  of  the  astronomical  department  is  money.  Unless  mone} 
is  forthcoming  it  cannot  hold  its  own  among  the  other  scicntifre  depart- 
ments, any  one  of  which  has  received  a  thousand  dollars  oftcner  than  we 
have  received  a  hundred.  Last  June  not  a  dollar  was  allowed  us  for  the 
work  of  the  year  just  ending,  though  a  miserable  pittance  of  $250.00  is  all 
that  was  asked.  The  only  money  we  have  had  through  the  year  has  been 
begged  from  lime  to  time  in  small  sums,  or  else  supplied  from  my  own  short 
allowance.  We  have  now  to  maintain,  if  possible,  a  course  in  geodesy. 
The  introduction  of  this  course  is  a  step  that  I  have  urged  for  the  last  five 
years. 

During  the  winter  a  zenith  telescope  was,  at  my  solicitation,  loaned  to 
us  by  the  United  States  Coast  and  (reologlcal  Survey,  with  which  were 
secured  the  latitude  observations  necessary  to  make  this  a  fundamental 
point  for  the  systematic  triangulation  of  this  region.  Other  instruments 
may  in  all  probability  be  obtained  in  the  same  manner.  To  carry  on  the 
work  of  this  triangulation.  however,  money  will  be  ueces.'*ary. 

I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  request  the  immediate  appropriation  of 
$250  00  to  be  used  at  my  discretion  in  carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  con- 
templated triangulation. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  1  request  that  an  item  of  $2,500.00  for  the  use  of 
this  department,  be  included  in  the  budget  of  appropriations  to  be  asked  of 
the  next  General  Assembly. 


SPECIAL   REPORT  OF  fJEORGE  T.    W.    PATRICK,   PROFESSOR  OF 

PHILOSOPHY. 


The  present  equipment  in  the  department  ot  psychology  is  as  follows: 

I.  One  professor  who  gives  instruction  also  in  ethics,  logic,  and  history 

of  philosophy. 

II.  One  room,  used  as  lecture  room,  laboratory,  seminary  room,  and 

private  office. 

III.  Psychological  apparatus  costing  about  $125.00. 
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Psychology  cannot  now  be  taught  sclent! tically  or  efficiently  with  the 
above  equipment.  Psychology  is  now  a  natural  science  of  even  rank  with 
biology,  chemistry,  physics,  or  physiology,  and  in  importance  certainly  not 
behind  these. 

For  modern  requirements  in  psychology,  a  well  equipped  laboratory  is  as 
necessary  as  it  is  in  physics  or  chemistry. 

Harvard  College  has  a  psychological  laboratory  costing  about  85,100.00 
exclusive  of  rooms  aud  furniture.  Yale  College  has  a  similar  laboratory 
costing  with  its  extensive  suites  of  rooms  a  still  larger  sum.  Cornell  Uni- 
versity has  a  psychological  laboratory  occupying  seven  special  rooms. 

The  universities  of  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Minnesota 
have  psychological  laboratories,  some  of  them  very  extensive. 

It  is  hardly  possible  to  defer  any  longer  in  the  State  University  of  Iowa 
an  adequate  equipment  for  this  science. 

Our  immediate  needs  in  psychology  are  then  as  follows: 

I.  A  psychological  laboratory,  including  rooms  aud  apparatus. 

II.  An  assistant  instructor  in  psychology.

EXTRACT  FROM  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  CHAJiLES  D.  JAMESON, 

PROFESSOR  OF  CIVIL  ENGINEERING. 


Leaving  Iowa  City  on  April  12tl)  with  eleven  students  from  the  senior, 
junior  and  sophomore  classes,  chosen  by  rank,  and  being  furnished  with 
free  transportation  for  the  party  aud  equipment  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Chicago.  Rock  Island  &  Pacilic  Railway,  we'went  to  Pella,  Marion  county, 
Iowa,  and  from  there  started  a  topographical  survey  of  the  section  of 
country  extending  from  Amsterdam  to  Dunreath,  a  distance  of  about 
thirteen  miles,  and  about  three  miles  in  width.    The  section  of  country  was 
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carefullj  contoured,  the  lines  beiu(2r  twenty  feet  apart  vertically,  and  work 
being  done  by  means  of  careful  triangulation,  and  the  contour  lines  being 
put  in  by  means  of  the  Plane  Table. 

The  party  was  in  the  field  for  eighteen  days,  and  although  it  was  pleasant 
for  only  three  days  of  that  time,  still  the  survey  was  accomplished  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner;  and  I  must  thoroughly  compliment  the  students  com- 
posing the  party  for  the  ability  they  have  shown  to  accomplish  good  work 
under  adverse  circumstances.  The  entire  expenses  of  this  trip,  which 
amounted  to  over  $400.00,  were  paid  by  the  State  Geological  Survey,  and 
the  maps  made  are  turned  over  to  the  State  Geological  Survey.  From  these 
maps  will  be  made  a  relief  map  of  that  section  of  the  country. 


SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  A.  A.  VEBLEN.  PROFESSOR  OF  PHYSICS.

To  the  President  of  the  University: 

Dear  Sir — In  order  to  carry  forward  the  work  in  physics  in  accordance 
with  the  best  modern  practice,  funds  are  needed  for  the  increase  of  our 
equipment  in  several  directions,  and  I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  some  of  our  needs  and  plans,  in  the  hope  that  the  board  of 
regents  will  urge  upon  the  next  general  assembly  the  necessity  of  appropri- 
ating money  for  the  purposes  here  indicated. 

The  customary  appropriation  forji^eueral  physical  apparatus,  is  of  course, 
as  necessary  as  ever  before,  and  less  than  $4,000  will  hardly  be  adequate  for 
this  item. 

To  meet  the  demands  for  practical  work  in  electricity  we  need  several 
plants  of  commercial  size  and  exemplifying  the  principal  methods  of  light- 
ing and  power  transmission.  At  least  three  such  outfits,  including  dynamos 
of  constant  current,  constant  potential,  and  alternating  current  types,  with 
fall  sets  of  switches,  meters,  lamps,  etc.,  are  necessary  for  this  purx>ose  and 
would  cost  at  least  $5,000.  A  good  automatic  steam  engine  and  boiler  with 
the  proper  shafting  clutches  and  pulleys,  at  a  cost  of  $2,500,  would  be 
needed  to  furnish  the  power. 

To  house  this  machinery  would  require  a  one-story  building  with  at  least 
two  thousand  square  feet  of  floor  space.  Such  a  building  might  be  placed 
north  of  the  physical  laboratory  and  near  enough  to  be  easy  in  communica- 
tion with  the  latter.  The  cost  would  of  course  depend  on  the  style  of 
building  erected,  but  could  in  no  case  be  less  than  $2,000  or  $3,000. 

A  plan  involving  less  expense  would  be  to  place  the  dynamos  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  laboratory  and  build  simply  a  boiler  and  engine  house  near 
enough  to  transmit  the  power  to  the  dynamo  room  directly  by  means  of  a 
shaft  running  into  the  basement.  But  the  basement,  being  poorly  lighted 
and  ventilated,  is  not  well  suited  to  this  use.

We  have  long  felt  the  need  of  a  building  to  contain  the  magnetometers 
and  one  or  more  standard  galvenometers.  A  building  sufficiently  commodi- 
ous for  this  use  might  be  erected  for  $500.00,  making  a  total  of  $1,000  for 
this  item. 

Knowing  the  very  urgent  needs  of  the  university,  especially  for  build- 
ings for  other  chairs  and  departments,  I  have  here  put  the  requirements  of 
the  chair  of  physics  at  the  most  moderate  figures  that  I  can  justify  to  myself. 
To  give  us  the  opportunities  worthy  of  the  university  and  of  the  state, 
$75,000.00  should  at  once  be  appropriated  for  a  physical  laboratory  and  a 
power  house  and  their  equipment.  This  would  also  afford  relief  to  the 
crowded  condition  elsewhere,  as  the  rooms  now  devoted  to  physics 
would  afford  four  large  and  excellent  lecture  or  recitation  rooms  with 
fairly  good  offices  in  connection  with  each.

REPORT  OF  DENTAL  DEPARTMENT 


SUPPLEMENTAL   REPORT  OF  THE  DENTAL  DEPART- 

MENT,  UNIVERSITY  OF  IOWA. 


To  the  Honorable^  the  President  and  the  Board  of  Regents: 

Since  making  oar  last  report,  the  session  of  1893  and  1894  has 
opened,  and  presents  some  serioas  questions  for  the  consideration 
of  all  of  those  interested  in  the  continued  success  of  the  dental 
department,  which  has  been  phenomenal  from  its  oVpfanization  up 
t3  the  present  time. 

Within  five  years  after  its  establishment,  the  dental  department 
became  self -supporting,  and  the  financial  showing  of  the  past  five 
(5)  years  (see  exhibit  I),  in  regard  to  income  and  expenditures,  is 
unparalleled  in  the  history  of  any  department,  and  is  a  strong 
argument  in  support  of  the  request  we  feel  compelled  now  to  make. 

At  the  present  time  we  need  more  room  and  equipments  for  the 
proper  teaching  of  our  large  class  of  students.  If  we  had  the  nec- 
essary equipments,  we  have  nowhere  to  place  them. 

This  condition  of  affairs  is  not  new;  from  year  to  year  we  have 
been  compelled  to  make  more  room  for  practical  and  laboratory 
teaching  until  all  of  the  rooms  formerly  used  for  lectures,  have  been 
abandoned  one  by  one,  and  we  are  without  a  lecture  room  for  the 
department.  All  available  space  is  taken  in  the  building  in  which 
our  department  is  located. 

At  present  we  have  suitable  room  and  equipments  for  only 
twenty-two  (22)  senior  students,  while  this  year's  class  numbers 
tbirty  (30).  With  the  freshmen  |ind  junior  classes,  we  can  accom- 
modate at  the  most,  only  one  hundred  (100),  in  the  laboratories, 
while  the  number  matriculated  in  these  classes  is  one  hundred  and 
twelve  (112).  The  students  are  exercising  patience  under  this  con- 
dition of  things,  in  the  belief  that  your  honorable  body  will  surely 
find  some  way  out  of  the  present  difficulties. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  as  a  faculty,  that  you  recognize  these 
facts  and  are  both  willing  and  anxious  to  relieve  this  condition  of 
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affairs,  but  we  think  it  right  to  place  before  you  our  appeal  for  leg- 
islative aid.  Should  this  be  put  off  until  some  future  time  (and  it 
is  so  understood  by  the  students  now  in  attendance)  the  impression 
is  at  once  formed  that  the  university  is  not  able  to  take  care  of  its 
students.  When  such  an  impression  is  once  established,  and 
becomes  current,  it  will  naturally  cause  students  to  seek  other 
schools  for  instruction,  and  when  the  tide  of  success  which  has  been 
with  us  so  long  is  turned  away,  it  will  require  some  years  in  time 
and  much  hard  labor  and  expense  to  re-establish  it. 

As  this  is  the  only  dental  school  in  Iowa,  it  seems  to  us  that  it 
should  be  cared  for  in  its  ever}'  detail.  Its  liberal  support  by  the 
dental  profession,  and  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  citizens  of 
Iowa  have  made  its  success.  These  and  other  facts  set  forth  are 
conclusive  proof  that  there  is  a  demand  for  this  class  of  instruction 
in  Iowa  and  that  the  establishment  of  a  dental  department  in  the 
State  University  was  warranted  and  should  have  all  the  support 
necessaryfto  meet  these  demands  properly. 

In  submitting  for  your  consideration  the  financial  aspect  of  the 
department  from  1889  to  1894,  you  will  notice  that  it  is  not  only 
self-sustaining,  but  will  furnish  in  that  period  more  than  four 
thousand  (dollars  ($4,000.00)  as  a  surplus  for  the  general  fund. 
(See  exhibit  1). 

It  is  quite  safe  to  say  that  with  this  showing,  the  department  has 
been  no  expense  to  the  state  since  its  organization.  There  is  no 
reason  why  this  cannot  be  maintained  from  year  to  year  if  the 
department  is  furnished  with  a  building  and  equipments  adequate 
t)  receive  and'instruct  all  those  who  apply  for  admission.  In  our 
judgment  this  can  only  be  done  in  one  of  two  ways. 

I.  A^building  to  cost  with  its  furnishings  fifty  thousand  dollars 
(150.000.00). 

II.  An  appropriation  for  additions  to,  and  remodeling  of  the 
present  building  occupied  by  this  department,  with  fumishinsrs  to 
cost  fifteen^thousand  dollars  (*15,000.00). 

If  the  first'proposition  were  carried  out,  it  would  not  only  benefit 
the  dental  department,  but  would  be  of  general  use.  The  form  of 
building  suitable  for  our  purposes  is  also  one  best  adapted  for 
laboratory  uses,  viz. :  a  long  building  with  good  and  abundant  side 
lights.  This  could  be  used  at  any  time  temporarily  to  relieve  the 
pressure  for  room  in  other  departments. 

If  the  second  proposition  is  agreed  upon,  it  can  only  be  of  tern- 
porary  benefit  and  would  be  questionable  economy,  as  the 
building  referred  to  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  the  campus  and  was 
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bailt  originally  for  a  dormitory.  It  has  been  ehanjjed  by  the 
removal  of  partitions  and  supports  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
donbtful  whether  additions  to  it  could  be  successfully  made. 

This  building  is  occupied  by  both  the  collegiate  and  dental 
departments.  If  a  building  should  be  put  up  for  the  collegiate 
department,  it  would,  when  completed,  relieve  the  dental  depart- 
ment of  some  of  the  difficulties  now  existing,  but  this  relief  could 
not  come  for  one  or  two  years  in  all  probability,  or  until  such  build- 
ing was  completed.     Our  needs  are  pressing  at  this  time  and  date. 

We  have  frequently  made  a  request  that  something^  might  be  done 
to  avoid  the  necessity  of  using  the  basement  of  this  building  for  any 
purpose.  There  has  been  no  question  in  the  minds  of  those  conver- 
sant with  the  condition  of  these  basement  rooms,  but  that  they 
should  have  been  abandoned  long  ago.  For  some  years  they 
were  used  for  dissection  purposes  and  have  been  ever  since  unfit 
for  any  use  where  students  would  be  required  to  occupy  them. 
Yet  for  the  last  four  years  there  have  been  from  forty  to  eighty 
students  working  there  every  half  day,  of  each  day  in  the  week, 
throughout  the  session.  It  is  not  good  policy  that  the  health  of  the 
students  should  be  jeopardized  by  such  conditions.  The  abandon- 
ment of  these  basement  rooms  would  be  the  main  relief  to  us  in  the 
completion  of  a  new  collegiate  building. 

After  a  careful  digest  of  all  the  matters  affecting  our  depart- 
ment and  its  future  interests,  as  well  as  the  interests  of  those  who 
are,  and  those  who  will  be  students  of  the  department,  it  seems  to 
us  that  the  best  solution  of  the  problem  consists  in  securing  a  new 
bailding  and  equipments  of  such  a  character  that  it  will  fully  meet 
the  demands  made  upon  the  institution  by  the  citizens  of  Iowa. 

In  exhibit  2  is  the  estimate  of  the  expenditures  for  the  session 
of  1893  and  1894  (which  is  in  fact  not  an  estimate),  the  amount 
being  the  usual  annual  appropriation  made  in  June,  1893,  for  the 
expenses  of  the  coming  session.  This  department  has  never  over- 
rnn  its  appropriation  and  is  not  likely  to  do  so  this  year. 

There  is  also  an  item  of  refunding  fees  which  arises  from  the 
fact  that  some  on  account  of  sickness  are  unable  to  continue  the 
session.  The  fees  from  irregular  students  which  are  yet  to  come 
in,  will  more  than  compensate  for  any  refunds  which  it  will  be 
necessary  to  make. 

The  following  is  exhibit  1  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
department,  taken  from  the  secretary's  report  for  the  last  five  (5) 

years.

The  statement  shows  incomes  and  expenditures  by  departments 
as  nearly  as  can  be  conveniently  done. 

The  incomes  and  expenditures  for  general  purposes  are  shown 
separately  from  the  appropriations  made  by  the  General  Assembly 
for  special  purposes. 

The  balance  shown  by  this  statement  differs  from  that  shown  by 
the  treasurer,  for  the  reason  that  warants  drawn  and  unpaid  are 
treated,  for  the  purpose  of  this  statement,  as  paid,  so  as  to  show 
available  funds  for  future  expenditures. 

Again,  some  items,  such  as  tnitions  and  fees,  collected  by  the 
secretary  and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  after  the  time  of  filing  the 
treasnrer^s  report,  will  appear  in  his  next  annual  report,  although 
the  items  were  part  of  the  previous  year's  work.  The  secretary's 
accounts  show  the  exact  sum  pertaining  to  each  school  year,  includ- 
ing snch  sums  as  are  paid  after  the  treasurer's  report  is  closed.

Again  the  charge  to  the  medical  department  account  embraces  the  whole  supply 
of  anatomical  expenses  which  were  made  for  both  the  medical  department  and  th«. 
homeopathic  medical  department.  The  bame  demonstrator  of  anatomy  covers  the 
work  in  both  of  said  departments,  although  his  salary  is  charged  in  the  regular  med- 
ical department  account. 

The  anatomical  material  used  in  the  work  for  the  dental  department  is  embraced 
n  the  same  account.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate  the  exact  amount  of  expenses 
for  each. 

The  same  remarks  would  apply  to  the  salaries  of  the  professors  of  the  medical 
department  who  lecture  to  both  the  homeopathic  and  the  medical  students.

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REPORT. 


To  Hon.  Henry  Sdbin,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction: 

Sir — The  regents  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  herewith 
present  their  biennial  report,  covering  the  period  from  the 
close  of  the  school  year  of  1892-93  to  the  close  of  the  school 
year  of  1894  95. 

In  view  of  the  numerous  duties  in  the  several  faculties  of 
the  university,  during  the  biennial  period,  it  is  gratifying  to 
the  regents  to  be  able  to  report  the  utmost  harmony  in  all 
departments  of  the  institution,  and  a  most  satisfactory  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  students. 

The  president's  report,  herewith  submitted,  makes  a  com- 
parative showing  of  the  number  of  students  In  the  respective 
departments,  during  the  biennial  period,  from  which  it  appears 
that  the  increase  shown  by  the  last  year  of  the  biennial  period 
over  the  first  year  is  one  hundred  and  seven.  We  refer  to  the 
president's  report  for  particulars. 

There  is  also  submitted  herewith  the  financial  reports  of  the 
treasurer  and  secretary  of  the  board  respectively.  The  treas- 
urer's report  shows  the  condition  of  the  permanent  fund  of  the 
university  to  be  healthful.  The  fund  at  the  date  of  the  treas- 
urer's report  in  June,  1895,  showed  an  aggregate  of  $231,820.36, 
a  decrease  of  $244  29  since  the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report, 
resulting  from  the  transfer  of  a  few  claims  regarded  as  worth- 
less to  the  suspended  claims  account,  and  the  foreclosure  of 
mortgages  and  the  purchase  of  the  property,  as  shown  by  the 
treasurer's  report.  The  treasurer's  report  also  shows  the 
incomes  and  expenditures  in  gross  on  account  of  the  general 
fund. 

The  secretary's  report,  herewith  submitted,  shows  income 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  general  support  fund,  as 
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nearly  as  may  be  by  school  years  and  in  sufficient  detail  to  give 
a  clear  idea  of  the  sources  of  income  and  avenues  of  expendi- 
ture. From  this  report  it  appears  that  the  total  receipts  from 
all  sources  on  account  of  the  general  support  fund,  during  the 
biennial  period,  were  $234,909.79,  the  available  balance  on  hand 
at  the  beginning  of  the  period,  $2,509.64,  total  available,  $237,- 
419.43.  The  total  expenditures  during  the  period  were  $237- 
887.26,  leaving  an  overdraft  at  the  end  of  the  period  of  $467.83. 

The  cause  of  this  overdraft  was  the  absolute  necessity  of 
bringing  the  two  new  buildings,  authorized  by  the  Twenty-fifth 
General  Assembly,  into  such  condition  as  to  render  them  avail- 
able at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  There  was  expended  on 
these  two  buildings  the  sum  of  $7,500  more  than  the  amount 
appropriated.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  erection  of  said  build- 
ings there  would  have  been  a  balance  on  hand  at  the  end  of 
the  biennial  period  of  nearly  $7,000.  To  this  extent  the  fund 
Available  for  current  expenses  for  the  year  1895-6  has  been 
depleted;  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Twenty-sixth 
General  Assembly  will  take  measures  to  refund  the  same. 

The  secretary's  report  also  shows  the  condition  of  the  sev- 
eral appropriations  made  by  the  general  assembly  for  special 
purposes.  For  fuller  information  on  these  several  matters 
reference  is  made  to  the  secretary's  report. 

The  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  board  of  regents  to  report 
biennially  upon  the  condition  of  the  university  fund,  to  account 
for  moneys  coming  into  the  treasury,  and  to  show  in  detail  for 
what  purposes  the  money  is  expended,  and  by  implication,  at 
least,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  board  fairly  and  cleaily  to  set 
forth  the  needs  of  the  university,  in  order  that  it  may  accom- 
plish the  objects  for  which  it  was  established. 

In  the  performance  of  this  duty  your  especial  attention,  and 
through  you,  the  especial  attention  of  the  governor  of  the  state 
and  of  the  general  assembly,  is  called  to  the  report  of  the  pres- 
ident of  the  university,  herewith  submitted. 

We  call  attention  to  some  of  the  many  needs  of  the  univer- 
sity, and  commence  with 

A   MEDICAL   AND   SURGICAL   HOSPITAL. 

Surely  this  cannot  fail  of  recognition  as  a  state  need  in  the 
minds  of  all  who  are  keenly  alive  to  the  wants  of  poor  and  dis- 
tressed humanity.  In  our  last  biennial  report  the  matter  was 
so  well  stated  that  we  can  do  only  good  service  by  reiterating 
what  was  then  said: 
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"One  of  the  urgent  needs  of  the  university  is  a  hospital 
building.  From  the  inception  of  the  medical  department  of  the 
university,  in  1869,  to  the  present  time,  hospital  facilities  have 
been  meager;  and,  owing  to  inadequate  appropriations  by  the 
state,  the  board  of  regents  have  found  it  to  be  impossible  to 
provide  facilities  commensurate  with  the  growth  and  import- 
ance of  the  medical  department.  For  more  than  twenty  years 
the  state  has  been  inviting  students  to  come  to  this  school  of 
medicine,  instead  of  seeking  such  schools  in  other  states;  and 
yet  it  has  neglected  to  provide  such  ample  hospital  facilities  as 
other  state  schools  of  medicine  furnish  for  their  students.  Our 
only  recourse  is  to  the  general  assembly,  and  to  that  body  again 
this  board  presents  the  case.  An  ample  and  well  conducted 
state  hospital  in  close  connection  with  the  state  schools  of  med- 
icine is  a  necessity  and  is  of  equal  importance  with  any  other 
state  institution  or  beneficence.  In  the  state  there  are  always 
hundreds  of  indigent  people  who  are  sufferiog  for  medical  and 
surgical  treatment,  but  who  are  unable  to  buy  it.  To  such  the 
duty  of  the  state  is  as  plain,  as  urgent,  as  it  is  in  the  case  of 
the  deaf,  the  dumb,  the  blind  or  idiotic.  For  such  the  demand 
for  hospital  facilities  is  of  prime  and  economical  importance. 
To  heal  the  indigent  or  the  well  provided  sick,  to  place  them 
on  their  feet  again,  to  restore  them  to  a  condition  of  usefulness 
to  the  family,  community  and  state,  is  the  province  of  the  hos- 
pital herein  sought  for.  In  a  hospital  operated  in  connection 
with  the  medical  departments  of  the  state  university,  abundant 
clinical  patients  are  thus  provided,  and  while  the  sick  are 
being  healed,  the  blind  made  to  see,  and  the  lame  restored 
to  usefidness,  the  student  is  being  instructed  in  the  art  of  med- 
icine and  surgery.  The  medical  school  and  the  hospital  are 
inseparable  where  the  best  educational  results  are  sought. 

More  than  this,  the  medical  hospital  is  the  proper  training 
school  for  nurses — the  nurses  that  are  in  everyday  demand  in 
the  charitable  institutions  of  the  state  and  in  our  families. 
Urging,  then,  the  admitted  fact  that  the  well-trained  nurse  is 
the  hand-maid  of  the  physician,  and  urging  attention,  also,  to 
the  constant  and  increasing  need  of  educated  nursing  help, 
this  board  once  more  petitions  for  this  hospital,  this  place  of 
healing,  teaching,  and  the  training  of  such  as  are  to  be  our 
physicians,  our  surgeons,  and  our  nurses.  It  is  not  an  expense 
to  the  state,  but  an  economy.  It  is  not  a  tax,  it  is  a  Christian 
benefaction,  a  tender,  hopeful,  helping  hand.  For  this  an 
appropriate  sum  is  asked.'' 
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For  this  building  the  sum  of  $50,000  is  recommended,  which 
would  afford  administrative  and  ward  buildings  for  104  patients. 
The  university  owns  and  controls  a  handsome  site  for  such 
building,  central  and  very  convenient  in  location — a  sunny 
spot  that  could  not  be  well  improved.  This  plan  could  be 
enlarged  so  as  to  double  the  number  of  beds  at  an  additional 
cost  of  about  $25,000,  the  administrative  and  general  buildings 
being  provided  for  in  first  estimate. 

OTHER  NEEDS. 

Of  the  greatest  importance  is  the  construction  of  a  fire-proof 
library  and  also  a  museum  building.  The  library  now  numbers 
40,200  volumes,  including  the  law  collection.  It  has  a  large 
number  of  priceless  books,  and  they  are  exposed  to  the  dangers 
incident  to  having  the  physical  laboratory  on  the  first  fioor,  and 
with  the  best  of  prudent  care  the  risk  is  always  great.  Our 
museum  is  in  a  much  better  building,  but  its  contents  are  sim- 
ply invaluable,  and  represent  the  toil  and  research  of  many 
men,  under  the  sun  in  many  lands.  These  things  once  destroyed, 
in  many  instances,  could  never  be  reproduced,  from  sheer 
extinction  of  species.  A  large,  complete,  and  perfectly  modem 
fire-proof  building  should  be  provided,  or  two  of  them,  for  the 
care  of  these  absolutely  necessary  adjuncts  of  a  great  school, 
such  as  the  state  university  has  grown  to  be.  The  general 
library  should,  in  addition,  be  afforded  a  more  generous  sup- 
port, and  given  the  means  wherewith  to  continae  in  greater 
volume  to  enrich  its  shelves  with  the  current  and  most  valu- 
able books.  This  calls  for  money,  but  it  will  be  money  well 
and  most  profitably  expended.  We  urge,  with  all  our  power, 
the  necessity  for  the  fire- proof  buildings  suggested — larger  in 
every  way,  and  ample  for  the  future  as  well  as  present  demands. 

A  COLLEGIATE   BUILDING. 

The  real  life  and  body  of  a  great  university  is  found  in  it-s 
collegiate  department.  Under  hampered  conditions  this  depart- 
ment of  the  state  university  has  made  a  very  flattering  growth 
in  every  way.  But  that  it  may  continue  to  flourish  and  hold  its 
rightful  position  as  the  bright  crown  of  our  public  school  sys- 
tem, it  should  provide  abundant  room  for  its  professors,  its 
classes  and  seminary  work.  Each  chair  should  be  equipped  in 
a  manner  commensurate  with  the  work  it  has  to  perform.  The 
present  situation  is  one  of  extraordinary  disadvantage;  both 
before  the  public  and  before  the  students.     Not  a  single  chair 
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or  professor  has  adequate  accommodations.  In  one  instance  a 
professor  has,  during  the  past  year,  occupied  a  room  nineteen 
by  twenty-one,  and  that  lighted  and  ventilated  by  a  single  win- 
dow, while  other  rooms,  equally  unsuitable,  which  have  from 
time  to  time  been  abandoned  as  unfit  for  other  purposes,  are 
now  occupied  by  some  of  their  number.  Every  square  foot  of 
room  available  has  been  used  by  the  regents  for  this  purpose, 
and  the  best  has  been  done  that  was  possible. 

During  the  past  seven  years  there  has  been  organized,  in 
connection  with  each  chair,  a  seminary  for  special  study  and 
research  The  seminaries  require  rooms  separate  from  the 
lecture  rooms,  and  suitably  fitted  up  with  the  proper  apparatus. 
Such  a  seminary  room,  with  its  special  reference  library,  is  a 
literary  or  philosophical  laboratory,  in  which  professors  and 
students  work  side  by  side.  Modem  university  experience  has 
sufficiently  demonstrated  the  utility  of  such  seminaries.  No 
professor  is  capable  of  obtaining  the<best  results  without  them. 
Without  such  helps  we  cannot  hope  to  compete  with  other  uni- 
versities having  the  modem  equipments,  and  the  need  of  them^ 
if  less  palpable  than  the  need  of  the  chemist  for  a  labor- 
atory, or  of  the  naturalist  for  a  museum,  is  no  less  real.  That 
the  professors'  chairs  may  be  properly  equipped  with  lecture 
and  seminary  rooms  and  private  offices,  and  with  special 
library,  maps,  charts,  and  other  needful  apparatus,  an  ample 
collegiate  building  is,  by  the  board,  believed  to  be  a  matter  of 
vital  importance.  While  the  best  of  professors  are  of  absolute 
necessity  in  developing  a  first-class  university,  they  should 
have  ample  room  and  abundant  working  tools  if  these  results 
are  to  be  secured.  The  first  have  been  attained.  The  second 
and  third  are  sadly  wanting.  Hence  an  urgent  request  for 
ample  provision  in  this  behalf  is  made  by  this  board,  commen- 
surate with  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  great  state  of  Iowa 
and  its  state  university.  Neighboring  states  have  done  so  with 
their  collegiate  departments,  and  rich  and  prosperous  Iowa 
should  not  be  found  lagging  in  the  work. 

THE  LAW   DEPARTMENT. 

The  constant  and  continued  growth  in  this  department  makes 
urgent  demand  for  more  library  room,  more  lecture  room,  more 
reading  and  office  room,  and  more  books.  To  keep  up  with 
the  constant  and  increasing  demand  for  new  books  and  the 
repair  of  worn  ones,  and  to  furnish  the  necessary  cases,  tables, 
and  care,  the  sum  of  $10,000  is  needed.     This  department  has 
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become  self-sustaming  as  to  its  teaching  and  lectures.    All 
that  is  required  of  the  state  is  room  and  books. 

THE  DENTAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  dental  building,  erected  with  the  appropriation  of 
the  last  general  assembly,  is  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the 
world.  It  is  not  completed  fully,  but  it  affords  room  for  200 
students,  and  they  are  there.  The  additional  provision  asked 
for  is  simply  necessary  to  meet  the  growth  of  the  school, 
second  to  none  in  the  country. 

THE  NEW  HOMEOPATHIC   BUILDING. 

The  homeopathic  department  is  now  well  housed  in  the  new 
building  erected  by  the  appropriation  of  the  last  general 
assembly.  It  is  partly  unfinished,  and  the  amount  asked  will 
give  Iowa  one  of  the  best  and  yet  one  of  its  cheapest  buildings 
now  in  state  use. 

SEVERAL,   SUB-DEPARTMENTS. 

In  order  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  work  in  these  depart- 
ments, requiring  laboratory  instruction,  additions  must  annually 
be  made  to  the  stock  of  apparatus,  and  liberal  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  supply  of  the  materials  there  used.  For  this 
reason  we  ask  that  money  be  provided  especially  for  the  work 
in  physics  and  electricity,  botany,  biology,  zoology,  geology, 
chemistry,  histology,  psychology,  astronomy,  engineering  and 
pharmacy.  There  should  also  be  provided  means  for  an 
armory  of  sufiicient  size  to  comfortably  house  the  university 
battalion,  now  larger  than  ever  before. 

ATHLETIC  GROUNDS. 

We  again  'renew  our  recommendation  for  the  purchase  of 
grounds  for  athletic  purposes.  It  should  be  remembered  that 
no  grounds  have  been  provided  by  the  state  for  athletic  purposes. 
Nor  must  it  be  forgotten  that  the  state  has  never  provided  a  foot 
of  ground  in  any  shape  for  its  university.  All  that  has  been 
received  in  that  line  was  from  the  generous  hand  of  the  United 
States  and  from  Iowa  City.  Young  people  must  take  exercise. 
The  streets  are  not  inviting  for  that  purpose,  nor  elevating. 
There  is  not  another  university  campus  in  the  country,  so  far  as 
the  board  is  aware,  that  has  not  more  than  forty  acres* 
and  from  that  up  to  six  hundred.  The  campus  of  the  state  uni- 
versity of  Iowa  has  twelve  acres,  mostly  unavailable  for  athletic 
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Sports  of  any  sort.  That  this  is  wrong  must  be  admitted  with* 
out  a  word  of  dissent.  That  the  state  is  able  and  under  obliga- 
tions to  right  it,  is  equally  true.  Therefore  the  board  makes 
recommendation  that  $5,000  be  now  set  apart  for  the  purchase 
and  improvement  of  a  field  sport  tract  for  university  purposes. 

GENERAL    REPAIRS. 

The  general  repairs  of  the  university  buildings  are  pressing. 
Very  much  painting  should  be  done  on  the  exteriors,  and 
cement  walks  put  in  as  last  as  possible.  It  has  been  the  effort 
of  the  board  to  keep  the  interior  in  as  gcod  condition  as  pos- 
sible, and  that,  from  the  limited  appropriations,  has  kept  much 
work  from  being  done  in  exterior  repair  that  should  have  been 
done.  The  appropriation  should  be  made  ample,  for  the  need 
is  great. 

STORM    DAMAGE. 

During  a  very  heavy  hail  storm,  on  May  5,  1894,  damage  to 
the  roofs,  windows  and  buildings  was  done  that  cost  about 
$2,800  to  repair.  Believing  that  this  was  a  proper  claim  for 
presentation  to  the  executive  council  for  consideration  under 
the  providential  clause,  the  bills  were  certifi.ed,  after  the  board 
had  paid  them  from  the  university  funds,  and  the  same  were 
repaid  by  the  order  of  the  council,  greatly  to  the  relief  of  the 
heavily  burdened  funds  of  the  university. 

WE  SPEAK  FOR  PERMANENT  HELP. 

How  best  to  afford  the  state  university  a  permanent  support 
has  been  answered  by  other  states.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  university  has  long  been  crippled  by  lack  of  funds, 
and  has  barely  lived  in  a  hand  to  mouth  way,  unable  to  lay  out 
work  in  advance  and  forecast  the  future  as  it  should.  The  effort 
has  been  to  make  ends  meet.  The  institution  would  be  vastly 
benefited  if  it  had  the  fruits  of  a  fixed  tax,  as  its  sister  univer- 
sities in  other  states  have.  The  university  cannot  well  grow 
under  existing  conditions.  It  has  to  come  to  the  biennial  legis- 
lature to  clamor  for  funds,  and  take  the  chances.  A  fixed  tax 
would  obviate  this  chronic  trouble^ 

State  universities  fare  thus  in  the  way  of  a  fixed  tax: 

Michigan  gets  one-sixth  of  a  mill. 

Wisconsin,  nine-fortieths  of  a  mill. 

Ohio,  one-twentieth  of  a  mill. 

Nebraska,  three-eighths  of  a  mill. 
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•  Minnesota,  three- twentieths  of  a  mill. 

California,  one- tenth  of  a  mill. 

Kansas,  a  fraction  sufficient  to  net  $100,000  per  annum. 

Iowa  university  has  an  annual  income  of  but  $130,000; 
Michigan  gets  $400,000;  California,  $300,000;  Wisconsin,  $400,- 
000;  lUinois,  $376,000;  Cornell,  $500,000;  the  University  of 
Chicago,  $600,000. 

In  the  way  of  buildings,  Iowa  has  given  to  the  university 
$240,000,  while  Kansas  has  given  $404,000;  Missouri,  $650,000; 
Minnesota,  $609,000;  Wisconsin,  $790,000;  Michigan,  $966,000; 
Illinois,  $700,000. 

A  few  of  the  more  important  needs  of  the  university  have 
already  been  specified  in  this  report,  but  for  a  more  complete 
statement  of  what  is  needed  to  put  the  institution  on  a  footing 
comparable  with  the  universities  of  other  states,  reference  is 
made  to  the  report  of  the  president.  It  is  there  shown  that  in 
the  course  of  the  next  five  years  buildings  should  be  erected  to- 
cost  not  less  than  $750,000,  and  that  the  income  available  for 
current  expenses  must  be  increased  by  about  $60,000  per  annum. 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  president,  the  secretary, 
and  the  treasurer,  show  that  the  institution  is  in  a  highly 
prosperous  condition,  and  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity  with 
Iowa's  most  ambitious  young  men  and  women.  Not  a  spare 
inch  of  space  is  left  anywhere  and  various  classes  for  want  of 
room  are  crowded  out  of  the  buildings  where  they  properly 
belong,  to  other  temporary  quarters  not  adapted  to  their  needs. 

The  growth  of  the  institution  in  ail  departments  speaks  well 
for  Iowa  students,  as  well  as  for  the  management  of  the  school 
itself. 

A  comparative  view  of  the  previous  official  report  and  the 
one  now  filed  shows  the  steady  growth  of  the  school,  whether 
counted  by  attendance  or  net  tuitions  and  fees  paid  by  the 
students.  Both  are  given  below  for  the  four  years  last  past 
ending  June,  1895:

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  attendance  and  the  tuitions  and 
fees  from  year  to  year  do  not  always  bear  the  same  ratio 
to  each  other.     The  attendance  may  be  higher  in  one  year  than 
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another  in  a  department  paying  large  fees.  And  again,  when 
any  considerable  number  of  pupils  attend  only  part  of  a  year 
the  increase,  if  any,  is  in  numbers,  but  in  fees  very  little* 
The  following  computation  of  average  fees  for  1894-5,  made 
from  the  report,  gives  a  clear  view  of  the  average  income  per 
capita  for  each  department.

The  figures  are  made  on  net  fees  alone,  and  do  not  include 
any  laboratory  deposit  balances  nor  the  like  income  items. 

The  dental  clinic  receipts  and  dental  spring  fees  are  omitted, 
or  that  average  would  be  higher.  Dissecting  fees  are  included 
in  all  departments  taking  anatomy. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  fees  are  below  the  figures 
provided  in  the  catalogue  for  the  reasons  set  out.  It  might  be 
further  noted  that  quite  a  number  of  the  coUegiates  are 
admitted  free  each  year  on  the  plea  of  indigence.  There  are 
no  free  tuitions  in  any  other  department. 

The  following  is  a  showing  of  the  income  and  expenditures 
of  all  the  professional  departments  for  the  biennial  period  clos- 
ing in  June,  1895,  as  per  report:

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  the  professional 
departments,  taken  all  together,  only  cost  the  state  in  the  last 
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two  years,  the  sum  of  $6,242.89,  or  the  sum  of  $4.68  per  capita 
per  annum  for  the  students  in  these  departments.  A  much  less 
sum  than  it  would  take  to  pay  a  single  railroad  fare  of  any  one 
from  his  home  to  a  similar  good  school,  if  compelled  to  seek  a 
professional  education  outside  of  Iowa.  And  a  less  sum  even 
than  it  costs  for  the  annual  support  per  capita  of  the  children 
in  attendance  in  the  common  schools  of  Iowa.  By  the  report 
of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction  for  1898,  the  average 
expense  for  each  child  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  was  $9.82 
from  the  teachers'  fund  alone. 

The  expense  to  the  state  is  less  than  half  that  amount  for 
each  professional  student  in  the  university  for  instruction  and 
a  considerable  amount  of  supplies  in  addition. 

The  state  is  not  doing  too  much  for  the  children,  but  might 
well  do  more  for  the  youth  who  are  seeking  to  prepare  them- 
selves for  the  active  duties  of  life. 

It  is  proper  to  note  that  the  expenses  charged  to  each 
department  included  in  the  foregoing  showing  only  salaries  and 
supplies  as  are  furnished  from  the  income  fund.  Neither  does 
the  foregoing  showing  include  special  state  appropriations— 
such  as  books  in  the  law  department,  histological  and  patho- 
logical laboratory  equipment  in  the  medical,  nor  any  laboratory 
equipment  anywhere,  as  such  things  are  in  the  nature  of  plant 
and  not  fairly  included  in  annual  expenditures. 

If  it  is  desired  to  compare  the  several  departments  as  to 
expenditures,  some  credit  should  be  given  in  the  medical 
department  for  the  supply  of  anatomical  material  used  by  the 
homeopathic  and  dental  departments,  all  of  which,  as  well  as 
the  demonstrator's  salary,  is  now  charged  to  the  medical 
account. 

The  medical  department  professors  lectured  to  the  medical, 
homeopathic  and  dental  students  in  anatomy,  chemistry  and 
pathology  without  distinction,  and  partly  so  in  physiology, 
materia  medica  and  histology. 

But  whether  such  lectures  increase  the  cost  of  the  medical 
department  at  all  materially  is  doubtful.  Still  it  must  lessen 
the  expense  to  the  other  departments  named  to  a  very  consider- 
able extent.     Cooperation  is  always  economical. 

The  wants  of  the  institution,  as  a  whole,  may  be  summed  up 
as  more  room,  and  hence  more  buildings^  and  more  support  fund 
to  supply  its  numerous  and  increasing  wants. 
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A  state  tax  of  a  fractional  part  of  a  mill  is  urged  and  the 
aid  of  the  legislature  invoked  for  such  a  grant. 
Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following  facts: 

1.  The  over-crowded  condition  of  all  the  buildings  Und  the 
need  of  providing  fire-proof  buildings,  especially  for  the  library 
and  the  museum. 

2.  The*  insufficient  equipment.  Apparatus  is  needed  in  all 
of  the  various  laboratories;  maps,  charts  and  books  and  a 
variety  of  tools  are  needed  by  all  departments. 

8.  The  income  is  insufficient  for  current  expenses.  It  has 
been  shown  that  the  income  is  very  much  less  than  that  of  most 
other  state  universities. 

The  regents  are  charged  with  the  control  of  the  university. 
They  cannot  administer  the  trust  in  a  manner  befitting  the 
dignity  of  the  state  unless  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly 
affords  relief  in  all  of  the  above  items.  There  are  two  methods 
possible  by  which  the  future  of  the  university  may  be  provided 
for: 

1.  By  direct  appropriation,  as  hitherto.  Until  the  revenue 
of  the  state  is  very  largely  increased  it  will  be  impossible  to 
adequately  provide  for  the  university  by  this  method.  Other 
state  institutions  must  be  provided  for  and  the  present  income 
of  the  state  is  not  sufficient  to  permit  of  sufficiently  liberal 
appropriations  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  university. 

2.  By  a  special  tax  of  a  fraction  of  a  mill.  It  is  shown  in 
the  report  of  the  president  that  a  tax  of  four-tenths  mill  for 
five  years  would  supply  the  university  with  all  of  the  needed 
buildings,  and  at  the  same  time  yield  the  required  additional 
income.  Before  the  expiration  of  the  five  years  it  will  be  time 
enough  to  provide  for  the  future.  After  that  space  of  time  a 
much  smaller  sum  would  be  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 

FINALLY. 

The  board  has  constantly  kept  in  view  the  great  and  pains- 
taking care  necessary  in  distributing  the  income  for  general  pur- 
poses to  the  varied  and  growing  wants-of  the  several  departments 
of  the  university,  and  thus  has  been  able  to  keep  them  up  to  the 
breadth  and  standard  of  the  work  now  attained.  The  income  has 
been  niggardly  and  small,  when  it  should  faave  been  most  liberal 
and  generous — yet  that  it  could  not  be.  The  board  is  very  earn- 
estly of  the  opinion  that  the  interests  of  the  university,  and  the 
cause  of  higher  education,  demand  liberal  provision  for  general 
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support  asd  for  special  purposes.  This  must  be  had,  else  the 
board  cannot  long  maintain  the  position  it  has  attained,  or  meet 
the  marvelous  growth  and  development  that  now  seem  assured 
beyonil  peradventure — if  we  be  but  given  the  proper  answer  to 
the  plainly  apparent  demands  of  the  school. 

In  view  of  the  situation  thus  briefly  stated,  the  higher  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  people  of  the  state,  represeuted  in  their 
university,  are  confidently  presented  for  the  consideration  of 
yourself  as  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  to  the  gover- 
nor of  the  state,  and  to  the  general  assembly,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  liberal  provision  be  made  by  the  twenty- sixth 
general  assembly  for  the  state  university.

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The  total  number  of  degrees  conferred  upon  graduates  since 
the  foundation  of  the  university  is  4, 184. 

During  the  past  year  the  university  has  been  called  on  to 
mourn  the  loss  by  death  of  three  members  of  its  teaching  staff: 
William  R.  Perkins,  Professor  of  History;  William  O.  Kulp, 
Professor  of  Operative  Dentistry,  and  John  J.  R.  Patrick, 
Lecturer  on  Odontology  and  Teratology. 

Professor  Perkins  had  most  successfully  filled  the  chair  of 
history  for  seven  years,  and  had  rendered  most  excellent  ser- 
vice throughout.  A  diligent  and  earnest  student,  he  had 
endeared  himself  to  both  students  and  faculty,  and  his  loss  is 
sorely  felt. 

Professor  Eulp  had  been  a  member  of  the  dental  faculty, 
with  the  exception  of  three  years,  since  the  foundation  of  the 
department.  He  was  most  intimately  identified  with  the  great 
progress  made  in  that  department,  and  was  moreover  a  man  of 
wide  reputation  in  his  profession. 

Dr.  Patrick  had  for  a  number  of  years  given  to  the  students 
of  the  dental  department  an  extended  and  exhaustive  course  of 
lectures  on  the  special  topics,  the  study  of  which  he  had  made 
his  life  work.  Shortly  before  his  death  he  manifested  his  deep 
interest  in  the  dental  department  by  the  donation  of  a  large 
series  of  specimens  collected  during  his  years  of  study. 

.     COLLEGIATE  DEPARTMENT. 

Since  the  last  report  the  work  done  in  the  collegiate  depart- 
ment has  very  materially  increased.  In  the  studies  of  the 
freshman  and  sophomore  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  increase 
the  number  of  sections,  thus  compelling,  in  some  cases,  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors.  Bat  since  the  income 
of  the  university  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  students,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  furnish  as  many 
instructors  as  the  best  interests  of  the  students  demand.  In 
studies  which  are  taught  by  recitation,  no  section  should  exceed 
the  limit  of  twelve  or  fifteen.  For  the  reasons  stated,  how- 
ever, we  have  been  compelled  to  give  instruction  to  some  sec- 
tions containing  as  large  a  number  as  thirty  or  forty.  In  order 
to  reduce  the  size  of  the  sections,  particularly  in  mathematics, 
in  modem  languages,  and  in  English,  it  is  very  desirable  that 
at  least  six  additional  instructors  be  appointed. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  in  June  last,  the  work  in  charge 
of  Professor  Calvin  was  divided;  the  instruction  in  biology  and 
physiology  being  assigned  to  Mr.  Gilbert  L.  Houser,  who  was 
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promoted  to  be  assistant  professor  in  charge,  while  the  work 
in  geology  was  left  to  Professor  Calvin,  whose  title  was  changed 
to  accord  with  the  fact. 

In  the  last  biennial  report  a  special  plea  was  presented  by 
Professor  Patrick  for  an  assistant,  and  for  a  psychological 
laboratory  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  board  a  part  of  this  want  was  supplied  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  J.  A.  Gilbert,  a  graduate  of  Yale  University,  as 
assistant;  the  rooms  had  already  been  provided  in  the  building 
formerly  occupied  by  the  homeopathic  medical  department, 
and  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  purchase  of  apparatus 
by  the  appropriation  of  a  couple  of  hundred  dollars  for  that 
purpose.  About  three  thousand  dollars  are  netded  to  put  this 
laboratory  in  i)ossession  of  the  apparatus  which  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  work. 

The  instruction  in  pedagogy  has  been  steadily  expanding, 
new  courses  having  been  offered,  and  the  attendance  on  all  the 
courses  has  shown  a  healthy  growth,  so  much  so,  that  it  was 
deemed  necessary  to  appoint  an  assistant  to  the  professor,  and 
this  was  done  at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  board,  when  Mr 
Herbert  C.  Dorcas,  of  the  graduating  class,  was  made  fellow  in 
pedagogy. 

Another  recent  step  in  advance  was  a  division  of  the  chair 
of  modern  languages,  by  which  change  Professor  Wilson 
became  professor  of  German,  and  Assistant  Professor  Van 
Steendcren  was  made  professor  of  French. 

It  is  but  a  very  few  years  since  the  whole  of  the  instruction 
in  political  science  was  given  by  the  professor  who  also  had 
charge  of  pedagogy.  The  growth  and  development  of  the  uni- 
versity some  time  since  compelled  the  separation  of  the  two 
subjects  and  the  present  force  now  comprises  five  individuals, 
namel)^,  a  professor  in  each,  one  with  two  assistants  and  the 
other  with  one.  But  we  are  still  behind  the  demand  of  the 
times.  Political  economy  is  no  longer  the  dismal  science,  but  a 
subject  which  has  not  only  attracted  the  attention  and  study  of 
many  of  the  best  students  of  modern  times,  but  has  enlisted  the 
interest  of  all  educated  men.  The  politico-economist  no  longer 
deals  with  abstractions,  but  applies  himself  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  real  problems  of  every-day  life^  The  subjects  of 
his  study  and  teaching  can  no  longer  be  considered  as  a  single 
subject,  but  rather  as  a  group  of  specialties,  and  no  single 
individual  is  competent  to  cover  the  whole  field  in  any  modern

institution.  So  great  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
students  electing  work  in  this  department  of  study,  that  in  the 
summer  of  1894  an  instructor  in  economics  was  appointed,  and 
one  year  later  another  instructor  was  added,  the  latter  how- 
ever, to  divide  his  time  between  history  and  political  science. 
The  time  has  come  however,  when  the  chair  should  be  divided 
and  an  additional  full  professor  appointed.  In  fact,  if  we  had 
at  our  command  six  men,  all  giving  their  full  time  to  the 
instruction  in  these  branches,  we  should  be  doing  nothing 
more  than  supplying  the  demand.  At  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago there  are  at  present  eleven  instructors  in  political  science 
and  economics. 

SCIENTIFIC  COLLECTIONS. 

In  the  last  two  years  large  accessions  have  been  received  by 
all  of  the  university  collections.  The  herbarium  received  from 
the  British  museum  more  than  30,000  specimens  of  pressed 
plants.  Mr.  C.  L.  Smith  has  for  the  past  year  been  engaged 
in  the  work  of  collecting  botanical  specimens  in  Mexico  and  in 
Central  America,  and  from  time  to  time  has  sent  home  a  large 
number  of  valuable  specimens  of  plant  life. 

The  geological  collection  has  been  enriched  by  the  addition 
of  many  specimens,  among  which  may  be  noted  a  number  of 
large  cycads  from  the  Black  Hills. 

In  zoological  material  the  receipts  have  been  especially 
large.  Mr.  Prank  Russell,  of  the  class  of  1892,  whose  expedi- 
tion to  the  far  north  was  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  returned 
in  safety  to  the  university  in  the  latter  part  of  November,  1894, 
bringing  with  him  a  large  collection  of  skins  of  mammals, 
birds,  etc  ,  as  also  a  large  number  of  specimens  of  great  value 
from  an  ethnological  standpoint.  For  nearly  two  years  and  a 
half  he  had  traveled  and  hunted  in  the  far  north,  the  greater 
part  of  the  time  alone,  or  at  best  accompanied  only  by  the 
Indians  of  the  region.  But  his  perilous  expedition  was  entirely 
successful.  The  special  object  of  his  search  was  the  now 
nearly  extinct,  or  at  least  very  difficultly  attainable,  musk-ox, 
and  of  these  he  brought  back  five  splendid  specimens.  In  the 
course  of  his  journey  he  traveled  over  more  than  18,000  miles, 
much  of  the  distance  on  snow  shoes.  He  visited  Lake  Atha- 
basca, Great  Slave  lake.  Great  Bear  lake,  the  Barren  Grounds, 
where  he  secured  the  musk-oxen;  traveled  down  the  Mackenzie 
river  in  a  small  canoe,  and  along  the  shores  of  the  Arctic  ocean 
to  Herschel  island,   where  he  secured  passage  on  a  steam 
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whaler,  and  thus  reached  San  Francisco.  As  an  explorer  Mr. 
Russell  has  already  attained  a  reputation,  and  he  has  at  the 
same  time  very  materially  enriched  the  natural  history  collec- 
tion of  the  university. 

The  growth  of  the  collection  as  a  whole  has  been  so  consid- 
erable in  the  past  few  years  as  to  require  a  great  amount  of 
time  and  labor  in  the  matter  of  preparing  and  caring  for  the 
various  specimens — far  more  than  the  present  force  is  able  to 
give.  There  is  urgent  need  of  more  assistance,  which,  if  sup- 
plied, would  enable  us  not  only  to  vastly  enrich  the  museum, 
but  also  to  use  the  several  collections  for  the  dissemination  of 
knowledge  throughout  the  state.  A  very  moderate  outlay 
would  make  it  possible  to  prepare  and  supply,  to  all  of  the 
high  schools  of  the  state,  collections  of  specimens  which  could 
be  used  in  the  study  of  botany,  geology,  mineralogy  and 
zoology,  thus  enabling  the  high  schools  to  do  better  work  in 
those  subjects  than  they  are  now  doing,  and  at  the  same  time 
bringing  the  schools  and  the  university  into  closer  connection. 

The  various  collections  now  housed  in  the  science  building 
are  at  a  low  estimate  worth  $150,000,  and  as  already  remarked, 
are  rapidly  and  steadily  growing.  Thousands  of  valuable 
specimens  are  stored  in  the  attic  or  the  cellar,  either  because 
we  have  no  room  to  display  them,  or  because  we  have  no 
money  to  defray  the  expense  of  mounting  and  supplying  cases. 
The  state  already  possesses  a  very  valuable  museum,  but  it  can 
be  made  far  more  useful  if  only  the  money  therefor  can  be  sup- 
plied. Under  the  present  circumstances  the  collection  is  in 
constant  danger  of  fire.  Although  every  possible  precaution 
is  used,  as  the  building  in  which  it  is  placed  is  not  fireproof,  it 
is  liable  to  be  lost  any  day.  It  would  therefore  seem  that  a 
wise  provision  would  be  to  erect  a  fireproof  museum  building 
in  which  all  of  the  various  collections  could  be  placed,  and 
where  they  would  be  secure  for  all  time.  And  if,  further,  two 
or  three  additional  assistants  could  be  provided,  the  influence 
of  the  museum  could  be  readily  extended  to  all  parts  of  the 
state. 

THE    LIBRARY. 

The  general  library  now  contains  31,838  volumes,  of  which 
5,819  have  been  added  in  the  last  year.  But  of  these,  4,223 
volumes  comprise  the  Talbot  library,  donated  by  Mr.  D.  H. 
Talbot,  of  Sioux  City,  in  the  summer  of  1894.  This  collection  is 
a  very  valuable  addition  to  our  library,   especially    in  the 
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department  of  natural  history.  In  history  and  travels  there 
are  many  old  and  rare  works  as  also  some  of  the  very  earliest 
specimens  of  the  printer's  art.  The  large  natural  history  col- 
lection donated  to  the  museum  by  the  same  gentleman  four 
years  ago,  has  already  been  referred  to  in  a  previous  report. 
These  two  gifts  together  constitute  a  most  generous  contribu- 
tion to  the  facilities  of  instruction,  exceeding  by  far  both  in 
usefulness  and  in  money  value  any  gift  ever  received  by  this 
university  from  a  single  individual. 

In  consequence  of  the  very  meager  appropriation  for  the 
general  library  made  by  the  Twenty-fifth  General  Assembly, 
books,  which  can  be  obtained  only  by  purchase,  have  come 
very  slowly.  A  great  university,  with  nearly  one  hundred 
instructors  and  between  eleven  hundred  and  twelve  hundred 
students,  cannot  keep  up  with  the  times  with  such  a  small 
allowance  for  the  purchase  of  those  things  which  every  instruc- 
tor and  every  student  should  be  almost  constantly  using.  In 
order  to  keep  up  with  the  times  this  university  needs  to  spend, 
at  the  very  least,  $10,000  every  year  in  the  purchase  of  books 
alone;  and  even  then  it  would  be  necessary  to  exercise  a  strict 
economy.  Although  it  is  true  that  we  are  by  no  means  sup- 
plied with  all  of  the  books  that  we  need,  nevertheless  it  is 
equally  true  that  we  cannot  afford  to  lose  those  which  we  have 
already  accumulated.     And  this  is  liable  to  happen  at  any  time. 

LIBRARY  BUILDING. 

The  general  library  is  located  in  the  large  room  originally 
intended  for  a  chapel.  Immediately  below  it,  occupying  the 
whole  of  the  first  floor,  is  the  physical  laboratory,  a  constant 
menace  to  safety,  since  the  risk  of  fire  is  naturally  very  great. 
The  state  cannot  afford  to  run  this  risk.  That  a  fireproof 
library  building  should  at  once  be  begun  is  evident  to  all  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  present  circumstances. 

UNIVERSITY    EXTENSION. 

For  several  years  past  frequent  demands  have  been  made 
upon  the  faculty  for  work  in  the  line  of  university  extension. 
This  movement  has  been  well  organized  under  the  directorship 
of  the  professor  of  pedagogy,  and  as  far  as  possible  the 
demand  has  been  supplied.  During  the  past  year  thirty-five 
university  extension  lectures  have  been  given  at  nineteen 
different  places  by  members  of  the  faculty,  and  a  single  lecture 
at  two  different  points  by  a  senior  student.     In  our  present 
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situation  it  is  hardly  possible  to  do  much  more.  There  are 
very  few  points  which  can  be  reached  without  involving  an 
absence  of  two  or  three  days,  and  that  is  hardly  permissible  in 
the  case  of  a  professor  whose  time  is  due  to  his  classes  at 
home.  Were  a  reasonable  appropriation,  however,  made  for 
this  purpose,  assistants  might  be  provided  for  the  professors 
engaged  in  this  work,  thus  leaviDg  them  freer  to  engage  in 
university  extension,  the  demand  for  which  is  steadily  increas- 
ing. To  sum  up,  with  our  present  force  very  little  more  can 
be  done,  and  if  the  work  is  to  be  encouraged  and  developed 
either  a  special  university  extension  staff  must  be  employed, 
or  a  number  of  additional  assistants  must  be  provided  for  the 
work  at  the  university, 

SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

During  the  summer  of  1892  the  experiment  was  first  tried,  of 
carrying  on  a  session  of  a  summer  school.  This,  so  far  as 
enthusiasm  was  concerned,  was  eminently  successful.  The 
number  of  students,  however,  was  not  very  large,  twenty  being 
enrolled,  and  the  total  income  amounted  to  just  $200.  As  there 
were  about  fifteen  members  of  the  faculty  taking  part,  the 
remuneration  for  a  month's  work  was  exceedingly  slender. 
Owing  to  the  occurrence  of  the  world's  fair  in  1893,  no  session 
was  held  during  that  summer.  The  summer  school  was,  how- 
ever, revived  and  a  session  held  during  the  summer  of  1694, 
the  attendance  being  just  about  the  same  as  in  1892.  Under 
the  existing  circumstances  it  has  not  seemed  advisable  to  con- 
tinue this  policy.  At  all  other  institutions  where  summer  schools 
are  held,  some  fund  is  provided  to  supplement  the  receipts 
from  tuition  to  pay  the  instructors.  During  the  summer  of 
1894  one  of  our  own  professors  taught  in  the  summer  school  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  and  received  for  his  four  weeks' 
work  the  identical  sum  that  was  at  this  university  divided 
among  the  fifteen  instructors. 

There  is  no  question  about  the  desirability  of  a  summer 
school.  The  teachers  of  the  state,  especially  those  engaged  in 
high  school  work,  are  already  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of 
further  study.  The  professors  and  laboratories  of  the  univer- 
sity arc  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and  if  the  opportunity 
were  afforded,  there  is  no  question  but  that  in  a  few  years  we 
could  build  up  a  large  and  flourishing  summer  school.  But  it 
is  not  fair  to  ask  our  teaching  force,  already  underpaid,  and 
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overworked  in  most  cases,  to  work  for  little  or  nothing  during 
the  birth  and  infancy  of  such  an  enterprise. 

THE    HAMMOND   COLLECTION. 

During  the  past  year  the  law  department  received  from  Mrs. 
Hammond,  of  St.  Louis,  widow  of  the  ex-chancellor  of  the 
department,  a  very  valuable  collection  of  books,  being  the 
works  belonging  to  Dr.  Hammond's  library  relating  to  the  his- 
tory of  law.  All  of  these,  numbering  1,237  volumes,  have  been 
placed  in  special  cases  and  named  the  Hammond  Historical 
Law  Collection.  About  the  same  time  the  alumni  of  the 
department,  especially  those  who  had  known  Dr.  Hammond  as 
a  teacher  of  law,  presented  to  the  department  an  exceedingly 
well  executed  life-size,  bronze  bust  of  the  ex-chancellor,  thus 
testifying  to  their  high  appreciation  of  his  memory,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  their  continued  interest  in  the  success  of  the  law 
department. 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  medical  department  very  substantial  progress  has 
been  made  within  the  past  two  years.  The  time  devoted  to 
laboratory  work  in  chemistry,  in  histology,  and  in  pathology, 
has  been  considerably  increased  and  the  work  thus  made  more 
thorough.  With  the  opening  of  the  present  year  an  obliga- 
tory four  years'  course  is  put  into  operation.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  next  year,  the  standard  of  admission  will  be  raised, 
when  the  requirement  of  a  high  school  diploma,  or  its  equiva- 
lent, wiU  be  insisted  on. 

In  order  to  make  the  course  in  this  department  equal  to  that 
of  the  best  medical  schools  of  the  country,  two  things  are  yet 
necessary.  First,  the  course  should  be  increased  from  six  to 
nine  months;  and  secondly,  a  well-equipped,  modern  hospital 
must  be  provided.  Aud  on  this  point  I  beg  leave  to  repeat 
what  was  said  in  the  last  biennial  report. 

**If  the  university  is  to  maintain  a  medical  department,  that 
department  ought  to  be  able  to  furnish  its  students  with  means 
and  facilities  for  acquiring  as  good  a  medical  education  as  can 
be  obtained  elsewhere.  The  state  ought  to  be  supplied  with 
the  very  best  sort  of  medical  skill.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  train 
our  students  by  means  of  lectures  and  practical  work  in  the 
various  laboratories.  They  must  have  frequent  opportunities 
of  studying  such  cases  as  are  found  in  large  hospitals.  In  this 
respect  our  facilities  are  deficient,  and  the  medical  course  can 
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never  be  entirely  satisfactory  until  the  department  is  supplied 
with  a  well-equipped  modern  hospital.  This  has  already  been 
pointed  out,  and  appeals  have  been  made  to  the  last  two 
general  assemblies.  And  the  need  becomes  more  pressing 
each  year.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  erection  of  a 
hospital  at  the  expense  of  the  state  is  a  matter  which  should 
not  be  regarded  as  an  expenditure  of  public  funds  merely  for 
the  sake  of  the  university.  Such  a  hospital  would  be  a  place 
to  which  could  be  brought  the  sick  and  maimed  from  all  parts 
of  the  state;  a  place  where  such  as  are  unable  to  incur  the 
expense  should  receive  the  most  skillful  medical  and  surgical 
treatment  without  cost.  The  money  spent  in  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  hospital  would  be  returned  to  the  people 
many  times  over  in  the  saving  of  valuable  lives,  and  in  the 
restoring  to  health  of  many  of  the  citizens  who,  from  lack  of 
means,  are  unable  to  obtain  proper  medical  treatment.  In 
spite  of  difficulties,  the  medical  department  has  already 
gained  an  enviable  reputation  in  this  respect.  But  with  the 
proper  facilities  it  would  be  possible  to  very  materially  enlarge 
this  field  of  usefulness;  to  do  many  more  acts  of  mercy  to  the 
unfortunate  victims  of  disease  and  accident." 

HOMEOPATHIC  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  matter  of  hospital  accommodations  the  homeopathic 
medical  department  within  the  past  few  months  has  been 
more  fortunate.  The  Twenty  fifth  Greneral  Assembly  appro- 
priated the  sum  of  $15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  building 
to  accommodate  the  department,  as  also  to  serve  as  a  hos- 
pital. The  amount  allowed  seemed  at  first  altogether  too 
small,  but  by  careful  and  economical  management  a  build- 
ing has  been  erected,  though  not  yet  completed,  which  for 
the  time  answers  both  purposes  fairly  well.  About  $6,000 
is  yet  needed  for  its  completion  and  equipment.  Besides  the 
portion  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  department,  which  includes 
a  lecture  room  seating  150  and  a  clinical  amphitheater  of  equal 
capacity,  the  part  designed  for  the  hospital  contains  two  wards 
with  ten  beds  each,  one  ward  with  four  beds,  and  three  private 
rooms.  The  amphitheater  and  the  entire  upper  story  are 
unfinished.  For  clinical  purposes  the  completion  of  the  amphi- 
theater at  the  earliest  possible  moment  is  highly  desirable, 
while  the  finishing  of  the  upper  wards  and  rooms  will  double 
the  capacity  of  the  hospital.  All  of  the  furnishings  and  equip- 
ments of  this  hospital  have  been  contributed  from  time  to  time 
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by  private  individuals;  the  state  has  not  as  yet  spent  one  cent 
for  anything  about  this  hospital  except  for  the  erection  of  the 
building.  That  there  is  a  great  demand  for  such  a  hospital  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  during  the  long  vacation  of  this  year, 
from  March  to  September,  when  there  are  no  clinics,  and  con- 
sequently fewer  patients,  the  hospital  has  nevertheless  more 
than  paid  its  running  expenses. 

DENTAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Twenty-fifth  General  Assembly  also  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $25,000  for  a  building  for  the  dental  department.  In 
this  case  too,  it  seemed  as  if  it  would  be  altogether  out  of  the 
question  to  obtain,  with  the  means  provided,  a  building  which 
should  be  in  any  respect  satisfactory.  But,  thanks  to  the  low 
prices  of  building  materials,  and  the  wise  management  of  the 
board  of  regents,  a  most  creditable  building  has  already  been 
got  into  such  condition  that  it  can  be  used,  although,  as  in  the 
other  case,  it  is  not  completed.  For  this  purpose  about  $5,000 
will  be  required.  But  owing  to  the  limited  allowance,  this 
building  was  necessarily  constructed  on  too  small  a  scale.  It 
was  barely  sufficiently  capacious  to  accommodate  the  depart- 
ment at  the  time  it  was  first  occupied  in  January  of  the  present 
year;  but  such  has  been  the  increase  in  the  number  of  dental 
students  that  it  is  to-day  altogether  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  department,  and  its  crowded  condition  is  such  as  to  mater- 
ially hamper  the  work  of  the  department. 

IMMEDIATE  NEEDS  IN  BUILDINGS. 

The  total  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  the  past 
year  was  more  than  double  the  number  in  the  year  1887-8, 
seven  years  ago.  Within  that  period  the  state  has  given  to  the 
university  three  buildings  at  a  total  expenditure  of  $90,000, 
namely,  the  chemical  laboratory,  costing  $50,000,  and  the  two 
above  mentioned.  The  laboratory  building,  it  is  true,  accom- 
modates the  pharmacy  department  on  one  of  its  floors,  but 
aside  from  that  can  only  be  used  for  the  teaching  of  chemistry. 
The  homoeopathic  and  dental  buildings,  as  already  stated,  fur- 
nish convenient  quarters,  and  supply  the  present  demands  of 
these  departments.  But  the  other  three  departments,  namely, 
the  collegiate,  law  and  medical,  with  a  total  of  nearly  900 
students  during  the  past  year,  have  for  some  time  been  unrea- 
sonably crowded.  At  the  present  rate  of  growth  of  the  univer- 
sity it  will,  without  doubt,  be  necessary  to  turn  away  students 
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who  apply  for  admission  before  the  close  of  the  present  bien- 
nial period.  Unless  relief  in  this  particular  is  afforded  by  the 
Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  we  shall  soon  be  compelled  to 
close  our  doors  to  at  least  a  portion  of  the  youth  of  the  state; 
to  many  who  have  an  equal  right  to  a  higher  education  to  that 
of  those  already  admitted.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
Twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  will  give  this  matter  the 
serious  consideration  which  it  deserves. 

URGENT   NECESSITY   OF   INCREASED  INCOME. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  repeatedly  been  caUed  to 
the  fact  that  the  income  of  the  university  is  very  much  smaller 
than  is  the  case  with  most  of  the  other  state  universities;  that 
the  amount  expended  by  the  state  on  this  university  is  very 
much  smaller  than  the  amounts  expended  for  the  same  purpose 
by  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Missouri  or  California; 
that  all  of  those  institutions — and  the  list  could  easily  be 
doubled — have  been  provided  with  buildings  costing  two,  three 
or  four  times  as  much  as  those  upon  our  own  campus;  that 
Iowa  has  been  far  more  liberal  to  her  charitable  and  penal 
institutions  than  to  the  educational;  that  the  board  of  regents 
has  proven  its  capacity  to  wisely  administer  the  trust  committed 
to  its  care  by  the  economical  record  which  it  has  made  for  a 
long  series  of  years,  since  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the 
cost  per  student,  per  annum,  at  this  university  is  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  amount  at  other  universities  of  equal  size  and 
prominence.  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  and  in  view  of  the 
pressing  need  of  the  university  for  more  room  to  accommodate 
the  rapidly  increasing  classes,  and  to  relieve  the  already  over- 
crowded lecture  rooms  and  laboratories;  in  view  of  the  lack  of 
necessary  books  and  apparatus;  and  further,  in  view  of  the 
wealth  of  the  people  of  the  state,  and  the  bounteous  crops  of 
the  present  summer,  which  will  probably  net  a  sum  not  far 
short  of  the  total  taxable  valuation  of  the  state;  in  view  of  all 
this,  I  respectfully  submit  that  now  is  the  time  for  Iowa  to 
adopt  a  different  policy  toward  her  university.  So  far,  her 
treatment  has  been  far  from  liberal,  but  in  spite  of  that  the 
university  has  grown  and  has  accomplished  a  vast  deal  of  good. 
Prom  the  foundation  of  the  university,  in  1847,  up  to  the 
present  moment,  the  state  has  spent  upon  the  university  about 
one  and  one-third  million  of  dollars.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
university    possesses  to-day  in  real  estate,   in  buildiugs,   in 
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books,  in  vaorious  collections  and  cabinets,  and  in  general  equip- 
ment, property  to  the  value  of  probably  $700,000.  For  the 
balance  it  has  to  show  its  more  than  4,000  graduates,  many  of 
whom  have  attained  prominence  in  this  and  in  other  states,  and 
probably  three  or  four  times  as  many  educated  citizens  of  the 
state  who  have  here  tasted  of  the  fountains  of  learning. 

Having  proved  its  faithfulness,  and  its  great  service  to  the 
state,  is  it  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  if  liberally  supported 
the  university  will  in  the  future  return  to  the  state  far  greater 
benefits  than  have  been  possible  in  the  days  of  the  past  when  it 
has  been  prevented  from  doing  its  best  on  account  of  its 
straitened  circumstances?  The  university  needs  to-day  build- 
ings  to  the  value  of  at  least  three-quarters  of  a  million  of 
dollars.  It  needs  a  considerable  increase  of  income  for  the 
purchase  of  books  and  apparatus;  for  the  employment  of  more 
teachers,  and  for  the  increase  of  pay  of  a  number  of  teachers 
who  are  to-day  giving  the  state  far  more  than  they  get. 

If  these  wants  are  to  be  supplied,  some  special  means  must 
be  adopted  for  supplying  them.  During  the  time  when  the 
new  capitol  at  Des  Moines  was  being  erected,  and  some  time 
thereafter,  an  additional  levy  of  one-half  mill  was  made  on  all 
taxable  property  for  the  sake  of  defraying  the  extraordinary 
expenditures  of  the  state.  If  the  Twenty-sixth  General  Assem- 
bly should  adopt  a  similar  measure  for  the  relief  and  upbuilding 
of  the  university  for  the  period  of  only  five  years,  the  university 
would  at  the  end  of  that  time  be  in  a  condition  of  which  every 
intelligent  citizen  of  the  state  might  well' be  proud;  and,  judg- 
ing by  the  experience  of  other  universities,  it  would  then 
probably  be  giving  instruction  to  double  the  number  of  students 
that  we  have  to- day. 

A  tax  of  four-tenths  mill  at  the  present  valuation  of  assess- 
able property  would  yield  in  round  numbers  the  sum  of  $220,000. 
Of  this  amount  $150,000  per  annum  could  be  devoted  to  the 
erection  of  the  needed  buildings,  leaving  a  balance  of  $70,000- 
for  current  expenses. 

At  the  present  time  the  university  receives  from  the  slate 
the  sum  of  $65,500  for  the  same  purpose,  that  amount  being 
made  up  as  follows:

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The  three  annual  appropriations,  as  above,  amount  to  $53,000. 
With  the  addition  of  the  proceeds  of  a  four-tenths  mill  tax,  the 
total  income  would  be  as  follows:

Deducting  §150,000  to  be  spent  in  the  erection  of  buildings, 
there  would  remain  for  current  expenses,  say  $190,000,  or  an 
increase  of  $60,000. 

With  that  amount  added  to  the  available  resources  much 
could  be  done  in  the  way  of  providing  the  necessary  equip- 
ment, and  in  supplying  the  needs  already  referred  to.  At 
least  $12,000  of  that  sum  should  be  annually  spent  on  the  gen- 
eral and  law  libraries. 

An  increase  of  $60,000  would  give  us  an  income  of  $190,000. 
Let  us  see  how  that  compares  with  the  income  at  some  other 
universities.  The  following  table  shows  the  incomes  of  the 
institutions  named  as  given  by  the  president,  or  financial  oflScer 
in  each  case:

During  the  year  1894-5  this  university  expended  for  each 
student  $115,  not  counting  the  cost  of  new  buildings.  For  the 
present  year,  as  the  number  of  students  bids  fair  to  be  consid- 
erably larger,  the  rate  per  student  will  probably  be  but  little 
over  $100.  The  rate  per  student  per  annum  at  other  universi- 
ties of  equal  rank  varies  from  $200  to  $350,  in  some  cases  even 
'exceeding  the  higher  figure. 
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It  is  very  evident,  then,  that  even  with  an  addition  of  $60,000 
to  our  annual  income  there  would  be  no  opportunity  for  extrav- 
agance or  luxury. 

With  $150,000  per  annum  for  five  years,  or  ^750,000  in  all, 
the  following  needed  buildings  and  extensions  could  be  pro- 
vided:

The  buildings  that  we  now  occupy  have  cost  the  state  in  the 
forty-eight  years  since  the  university  was  established,  just 
$240. 000.  If  the  foregoing  plan  were  carried  out,  in  the  next 
seven  or  eight  years,  that  is,  when  the  university  is  about 
fifty-five  years  old,  we  will  be  in  possession  of  buildings  cost- 
ing in  all  less  than  a  million  dollars. 

The  University  of  Chicago  in  the  first  two  years  of  its  exist- 
ence spent  for  buildings  alone  the  sum  of  $1,250,000,  and  has 
added  very  considerably  to  that  sum  in  the  past  two  years. 

In  February,  1847,  the  First  General  Assembly  passed  an 
act  establishing  the  State  University  of  Iowa.  In  February, 
1897,  the  child  then  bom  will  celebrate  its  semi-centennial 
anniversary.  In  spite  of  its  straitened  circumstances  the 
university  has  made  a  good  record.  It  has  done  far  more  for 
the  state  than  the  state  has  done  for  it.  Is  it  not  high  time  for 
the  state  to  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  towards  the  university? 

The  year  1895-6  has  begun,  and  judging  from  the  present 
enrollment  the  total  attendance  will  be  very  close  to  thirteen 
hundred;  an  increase  over  last  year  of  at  least  one  hundred  and 
fifty.  Unless  more  room  and  more  income  are  speedily  pro- 
vided it  will  be  a  physical  impossibility  to  accommodate  the 
growing  classes  and  the  university  will  be  compelled  to  refuse 
admission  to  at  least  a  portion  of  those  who  apply  in  the  next 
year  or  two.

REPORT  OP  THE  LIBRARIAN  ON  THE  TALBOT 

LIBRARY. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University  of  lotoa: 

Gentlemen — In  my  June  report  on  the  general  library, 
brief  special  mention  was  made  of  the  Talbot  library,  then 
recently  placed  on  the  shelves. 

Of  tlie  4,223  volumes  then  reported,  nearly  3,000  volumes 
are  devoted  to  the  natural  sciences,  to  political  science,  to  the 
useful  and  the  fine  arts,  and  to  history.  In  the  department  of 
history  are  included  several  extensive  collections  of  travel. 
The  most  valuable  and  expensive  works  are  in  the  department 
of  natural  history.  A  few  of  these  may  be  mentioned  with 
estimated  money  value  attached,  for  the  purix)se  of  affording 
an  idea  of  the  money  value  of  the  collection.  Following  are  a 
few  titles :

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These  figures  are,  of  course,  not  to  be  taken  as  a  basis  for 
estimating  the  money  value  of  the  entire  collection,  for  the 
works  mentioned  are  not  average  works — ^they  are  the  high 
priced  works  of  the  collection;  nor  are  the  figures  to  be  taken 
in  any  sense  as  a  basis  for  estimating  the  real,  or  pmctical  value 
of  the  collection,  for  that  cannot  be  set  down  in  dollars  and 
cents. 

In  addition  to  the  4,223  volumes  now  on  the  shelves,  there 
are  several  thousand  papers,  magazines,  and  pamphlets  still  in 
the  ^oxes  as  they  were  received.  The  boxes  were  opened  for 
superficial  examination  but  the  contents  were  not  removed,  for 
the  reason  that  there  was  no  suitable  place  to  arrange  and 
store  them.  As  no  lists  came  with  the  boxes,  it  is  not  known 
whether  this  part  of  the  collection  is  of  much,  or  little  value. 
Means  should  be  provided  for  proper  care  of  these  papers  and 
pamphlets. 

COST   OP   THE  LIBRARY. 

The  cost  to  the  university  of  the  Talbot  library  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  is  approximately,  $1,100,  as  shown  by  figures  fur- 
nished by  the  secretary  of  the  board.  And  to  these  it  will  be 
necessary  to  add  several  hundred  dollars  in  order  to  make  the 
collection  serviceable.  There  are  a  number  of  unbound  vol- 
umes, a  few  need  rebinding,  and  a  considerable  number  of  old 
volumes  need  their  bindings  repaired  before  being  put  to  use. 
The  collection  must  also  be  catalogued  and  classified,  shelf- 
listed,  etc. ,  which  will  require  the  time  of  a  competent  person 
several  months — probably  four  to  six  months. 

Following  is  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  putting 
the  collection  in  working  order:

It  is  my  judgment  that  the  figures  for  the  last  two  items- 
registering  and  cataloguing — are  below,  rather  than  above  the 
actual  cost  of  the  work.  And  nothing  is  included  for  unpack- 
ing and  arranging  the  papers  and  pamphlets  still  in  the  boxes. 
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Assuming  that  the  above  amount  will  do  the  work  required , 
it  will  make  the  whole  cost  to  the  university  $2,000.  As  a  con- 
sideration for  this  expenditure,  the  state  will  have  a  collection 
worth  at  least  Jive  times  as  much,  estimated  in  m(yney;  and  much 
more  than  five  times  as  much  estimated  as  hooka. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  general  assembly  at  its 
forthcoming  session  should  be  asked  to  make  a  special  appro- 
priation for  the  Talbot  library,  to  put  it  in  the  proper  con- 
dition, and  to  reimburse  the  university  fund  for  money 
expended  in  securing  the  valuable  collection,  which,  except 
for  the  prompt  action  of  the  board  of  regents,  might  never 
have  come  to  enrich  the  university  library.  As  it  is  the  state 
is  the  beneficiary  of  one  of  its  humble  private  citizens. 

The  moral  effect  of  the  recognition  of  this  gift,  by  a  special 
appropriation  at  the  hands  of  the  general  assembly,  for  the 
purposes  indicated,  can  not  but  be  highly  beneficial.  It  will  be 
notice  to  every  private  citizen  who  may  be  the  fortunate  owner 
of  a  valuable  library,  that  such  library  may  at  any  time  find  a 
hospitable  and  appreciative  home  at  the  chief  institution  of 
learning. 

I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  that  the  gen- 
eral assembly,  at  its  forthcoming  session,  be  asked  to  make  a 
special  appropriation  of  not  less  than  $2,000  for  the  Talbot 
library.

To  the  Board  of  Regents: 

Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  a  financial  statement  of 
the  incomes  and  expenditures  of  the  university  for  the  biennial 
period  from  the  close  of  the  school  year  of  1892-3  to  the  close 
of  the  school  year  1894-5. 

The  statement  shows  incomes  and  expenditures  by  depart- 
ments as  nearly  as  can  be  conveniently  done. 

The  incomes  and  expenditures  for  general  purposes  are 
shown  separately  from  the  appropriations  made  by  the  general 
assembly  for  special  purposes. 

The  balance  shown  by  this  statement  differs  from  that  shown 
by  the  treasurer,  for  the  reason  that  warrants  drawn  and 
unpaid  are'treated,  for  the  purpose  of  this  statement,  as  paid, 
so  as  to  show  available  funds  for  future  expenditures. 

Again,  some  items,  such  as  tuitions  and  fees,  collected  by 
the  secretary  and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  after  the  time  of  filing 
the  treasurer's  report,  will  appear  in  his  next  annual  report, 
although  the  items  were  part  of  the  previous  year's  work. 
The  secretary's  accounts  show  the  exact  sum  pertaining  to 
each  school  year,  including  such  sums  as  are  paid  after  the 
treasurer's  report  is  closed.  But  as  to  the  aggregate  sums, 
there  is  no  difference  whatever. 

expenses  by  departments. 

In  dividing  up  the  annual  expenditures  and  charging  each 
department  with  its  proper  amount  of  the  same,  the  showing  is 
as  nearly  correct  as  it  can  well  be  made.  Some  items  seem  to 
be   fairly  chargeable  to  a  particular  department  as  running^ 
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•expenses,  when  in  fact  a  part  thereof  is  in  the  nature  of  a  plant 
or  permanent  fixture,  as,  for  instance,  instruments  or  appara- 
tus which  will  be  in  use  for  years.  Liaboratory  bills  are  often 
of  this  character.  Some  items  in  the  general  account  may  be 
in  part  for  supplies.  On  the  whole  the  division  is  believed  to 
be  correct. 

Again,  the  charge  to  the  medical  department  account 
embraces  the  whole  supply  of  anatomical  material  and  the 
expenses  which  were  made  for  both  the  medical  department  and 
the  homeopathic  medical  department.  The  same  demonstrator 
of  anatomy  covers  the  work  in  both  of  said  departments, 
although  his  salary  is  charged  in  the  regular  medical  depart- 
ment account. 

The  anatomical  material  used  in  the  work  for  the  dental 
department  is  embraced  in  the  same  account.  It  would  be  difS- 
<;ult  to  estimate  the  exact  amount  of  expenses  for  each. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  salaries  of  the  professors  of 
the  medical  department  who  instruct  the  medical,  homeopathic 
medical  and  dental  students  in  physiology,  anatomy,  histology 
and  bacteriology,  without  any  distinction,  and  medical  and 
dental  students  in  materia  medica  in  the  same  way. 

All  the  departments,  however,  as  time  passes  and  the  means 
can  be  found,  are  doing  less  joint  work.  In  the  current  year 
the  dental  department  has  separate  lectures  in  physiology  and 
a  special  separate  class  in  practical  anatomy. 

The  whole  receipts  and  expenditures  being  shown  and  being 
correct,  the  variations  referred  to  above  are  immaterial.

Building  warrants  to  the  amount  of  ?20,000,  issued  for  the 
erection  of  the  new  dental  and  homeopathic  buildings,  under 
authority  of  law  (see  laws  of  1894,  chapter  152,  section  6),  are 
now  outstanding,  and  are  part  of  the  said  expenditures.  The 
state  appropriation  to  meet  the  same,  $20,000,  becomes  payable 
on  October  15,  1695,  and  will  increase  the  receipts  to  that 
extent.  The  remainder  will  be  fully  covered  by  tuitions  and 
fees  now  being  collected,  and  at  the  end  of  the  current  quarter 
a  balance  in  the  treasury  will  be  shown. 

It  may  be  further  stated  that  the  remainder  of  the  above 
balance,  to- wit:  the  )?7,597.79,  was  nearly  all  expended  on  the 
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said  new  buildings  to  render  them  at  all  fit  to  use  or  even  ten- 
antable,  otherwise  there  would  have  been  a  balance  on  the 
other  side  of  the  account  at  this  time.

REPORT. 


To  Els  Excellency  f  Francis  M,  Drake,  Governor  of  Iowa: 

In  compliance  with  law,  the  board  of  regents  of  the  State 
University  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
biennial  period  ending  June  80,  1897. 

We  also  submit,  as  a  part  hereof,  the  reports  of  the  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  board,  and  of  the  president  of  the  Univer- 
sity, showing  as  they  do  in  detail  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
University,  with  the  amount  and  disposition  of  all  funds 
received  and  expended  under  direction  of  the  board  of  regents, 
as  also  the  ]ist  of  professors,  instructors  and  offtcers. 

An  inspection  of  these  reports  will  show  in  detail  the  finan- 
cial resources  and  expenditures,  and  will  answer  many  ques- 
tions regarding  the  present  condition  and  work  of  the  University 
in  its  several  departments. 

ONE-TENTH  MILL.  TAX. 

The  board  feels,  however,  that  there  is  due  from  it  a  more 
detailed  statement  of  its  disposal  of  the  proceeds  of  the  one- 
tenth  mill  tax  voted  by  the  Twenty-sixth  Greneral  Assembly. 

The  income  from  the  first  year's  tax  under  the  law  was 
devoted  to  the  erection  of  a  hospital  for  the  medical  depart- 
ment, supplying  a  deficiency  which  has  oppressed  and  ham- 
pered the  department  for  over  twenty  years.  The  erection  of 
this  building,  now  almost  ready  for  occupancy,  absorbed  prac- 
tically $44,000  of  the  $55,000  available.  The  remaining  $11,000 
will  be  consumed  by  the  equipment  of  the  hospital  and  the 
erection  of  a  steam  heating  plant  upon  the  hospital  grounds, 
now  in  course  of  erection,  which  will  be  of  sufftcient  capacity 
when  completed  to  heat  not  only  the  medical  hospital,  but  also 
the  chemical  building  and  the  homoeopathic  building  and  hos- 
pital, which  are  now  heated  by  separate  and  independent  plants. 
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The  plant  will  also  be  sufiBcieDt  to  heat  any  other  buildmg 
which  may  yet  be  erected  upon  the  same  grounds,  thus  making 
a  material  saving  in  fuel,  repairs  and  wages,  and  also  reducing 
the  chance  of  loss  by  fire. 

We  have  thus,  for  the  money  alreauly  expended  or  contracted 
for,  an  isolated  heating  plant,  not  only  sufiBcient  for  the  pres- 
ent, but  capable  of  heating  all  the  buildings  situated,  or  likely 
to  be  situated,  within  reach  of  it,  and  a  hospital  which  we 
believe  is  the  best  in  this  state,  and  which,  when  completed, 
will  be  the  equal  for  actual  use  of  any  in  this  country,  a  model 
hospital  Id  every  particular,  and  which,  viewed  simply  from  a 
business  standpoint,  should  bring  to  the  medical  department 
enough  additional  students  to  make  it  not  only  self-supporting, 
as  it  practically  now  is,  but  a  source  of  income  to  the  University. 

This  loDg-needed  addition  to  the  facilities  of  our  professional 
departments  having  been  provided,  it  was  the  unanimous  opin- 
ion of  the  board  that  our  next  expenditure  should  be  directed 
to  the  relief  of  the  collegiate  depa^rtment  from  the  numerous 
disadvantages  which  have  made  its  growth  a  continuous  sur- 
prise and  a  continuous  embarrassment  to  those  upon  whom  fell 
the  duty  of  providing  room  for  more  students  and  additional 
classes,  when  the  facilities  at  command  were  utterly  inadequate 
to  the  existing  demands.  With  this  in  view,  feeling  that  the 
collegiate  department  is,  and  should  be,  recognized  as  the  very 
heart  and  center  of  the  school,  and  that  its  continued  well- 
being  and  advancement  should  be  held  our  first  and  most 
important  duty,  the  board  has  appropriated  the  proceeds  of  the 
next  three  years'  tax  to  the  erection  of  a  collegiate  building. 
The  board  has  been  engaged  for  several  months  in  investigat- 
ing the  needs  of  the  collegiate  department  and  the  probable 
cost  of  various  proposed  buildings,  and  finds  that  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  construct  for  less  thaa  this  amount  a  building  of 
adequate  size  and  proper  character.  The  plans  in  view  con- 
template provision  for  an  increase  of  30  or  40  per  cent  in  the 
attendance  upon  this  department.  Our  records  show  that  this 
attendance  has  increased  fully  40  per  cent  since  1892-8,  under 
most  unfavorable  and  discouraging  conditions.  It  will  take 
three  years  to  complete  the  building  now  under  consideration, 
so  that  by  the  time  it  is  ready  for  occupancy  it  will  provide  for 
an  increase  of  not  to  exceed  20  per  cent  above  the  attendance 
at  that  time,  even  upon  the  basis  of  no  increase  in  the  rate  of 
gain  from  increased  facilities.    Provision  is  simply  being  made 
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for  the  needs  of  the  unmediate  future  in  the  size  of  the  build- 
ing; and,  as  for  the  character  of  its  construction,  the  board 
feels  that,  in  view  of  the  unfortunate  experience  of  the  state 
within  the  last  biennial  period,  it  would  be  justly  condemned  in 
planning  for  any  construction  except  such  as  shall  be  practi- 
cally fireproof.  It  is  planned  to  use  the  surplus  room  in  the 
collegiate  building  for  the  housing  of  the  library  in  the  first 
few  years  of  its  new  and  gradual  growth.  This  can,  however, 
only  be  for  a  short  time  and  for  a  small  number  of  books,  and 
the  necessity  of  immediate  provision  for  a  new  fireproof  library 
building  is  strongly  urged. 

This  leaves  the  proceeds  of  one  year's  tax  still  unappro- 
priated. This  tax  will  become  available  in  1901.  In  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  is  four  years  in  the  future,  and  of  the  further 
fact  that  there  is  great  doubt  as  to  the  actual  amount  which 
will  be  realized  from  the  tax,  owing  to  the  change  in  the  assess- 
ment laws,  the  board  has  not  deemed  it  desirable  to  make  any 
definite  appropriation  of  this  amount,  whatever  it  may  be.  It 
is,  however,  recognized  that  the  erection  of  the  new  collegiate 
building  will  necessitate  a  reformation  of  the  heating  plant  uix)n 
the  west  campus  which  will  include  the  building  of  anew  boiler- 
house  and  the  construction  of  a  considerable  length  of  new  tun- 
nel, as  the  present  battery  of  boilers  will  have  reached  the  end 
of  its  usefulness  by  that  time,  and  is  now  taxed  to  its  full  capac- 
ity in  heating  the  seven  buildings  already  dependent  upon  it, 
while  the  size  and  location  of  the  building  in  which  it  is  now 
situated  render  it  impossible  for  any  extension  of  the  present 
plant  to  be  made.  It  will,  at  any  rate,  be  utterly  worn  out  in 
three  years,  and  the  provision  of  a  new  building  and  new  boilers 
to  replace  it  will  consume  from  $10,000  to  $15,000  of  the  last 
year's  tax. 

To  sum  up,  the  disposition  made  by  the  board  of  the  one- tenth 
mUl  tax,  $55,000  has  been  spent  for  hospital  and  heating  plant 
on  the  east  campus,  $165,000  has  been  definite]y  appropriated 
for  the  erection  of  a  collegiate  building,  and  $15,000  of  the 
remainder  will  be  needed  for  the  erection  of  a  new  heating  plant 
upon  the  west  campus. 

INCREASE  OP  ATTENDANCE. 

It  is  particularly  gratifying  to  the  board  to  be  able  to  report  a 
substantial  increase  of  the  attendance  in  every  department  of 
the  University.  In  those  departments  in  which  the  increase 
does  not  seem  to  be  proportionately  as  large  as  in  others,  it  will 
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be  found  that  the  reason  lies  in  the  fact  that  either  the  require- 
ments for  admission  or  the  requirements  for  graduation  have 
been  increased  in  following  out  the  consistent  policy  of  the 
board,  and  the  various  faculties,  of  making  our  different  courses 
equal  to  any  to  be  found  elsewhere,  so  far  as  the  requirements 
of  our  statutes  render  it  possible.  We  refer  to  the  president's 
report  for  a  detailed  statement  of  the  attendance  of  the  various 
departments,  compared  with  that  of  previous  years,  and  direct 
particular  attention  to  the  continued  increase  in  the  attendance 
in  the  collegiate  department  as  demonstrating  the  absolute 
necessity  of  an  increase  in  the  permanent  appropriation  for  sup- 
port. Our  professional  departments  are  practically  self-sup- 
porting. We  simply  provide  them  with  space  and  with  material 
for  their  teaching,  and  each  student  repays  in  fef  s  practically 
the  cost  of  what  he  receives.  The  situation  of  the  collegiate 
department  is  utterly  different.  The  student  is  not  expected  to 
pay  for  T^hat  he  gets.  The  deliberate  purpose  of  the  state  in 
establishing  the  college  was  to  give  much,  all  it  felt  able  to 
give,  and  to  take  little,  as  little  as  it  could.  The  state  proposes 
to  pay  the  difference  between  the  small  sum  which  the  student 
pays  and  the  many  times  greater  sum  which  his  instruction 
costs.  It  is  a  self-evident  proposition  that  the  more  students 
accepting  the  state's  proposals  the  more  money  the  state  must 
pay.  A  substantial  increase  in  the  attendance  of  the  collegiate 
department  means  either  a  substantial  increase  in  the  amount 
provided  for  general  support  or  a  woeful  falling  off  in  the  qual- 
ity and  quantity  of  the  instruction  which  we  have  promised  to 
those  who  would  enter  our  classes. 

CONDITION  AND  GROWTH. 

The  number  of  students  taught  in  the  University,  in  the  last 
two  years,  1,307  in  1895-1896,  and  1,331  in  1896-1897,  was  an 
increase  of  about  17  per  cent  on  the  preceding  biennial  period. 
At  this  rate  of  increase  the  number  of  students  educated  at  the 
University  should  double  about  every  twelve  years.  The  num- 
ber has  actually  doubled  in  ihe  last  eight  years. 

The  simple  staktement  of  these  facts  is  sufficient  to  show  both 
the  steady  growth  of  our  University,  and  its  constantlyincreas- 
ing  needs.  No  better  reason  can  be  given  why  the  board  is 
compelled  to  ask  every  two  years  for  additional  support. 

If  in  the  next  two  years  the  attendance  again  increases  from 
17  to  25  per  cent,  as  it  ought  to  do,  and  surely  will  under  any- 
thing like  favorable  conditions,  there  will  be  a  like  need  for 
increased  income  to  provide  the  increased  facilities. 
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If  anyone  asks  whether  this  continuous  growth  is  necessary 
or  desirable,  let  him  study  the  conditions  of  university  growth 
in  all  the  adjoining  states  and  compare  them  with  Iowa,  with 
her  magnificent  public  schools,  her  unapproachable  soil  and 
climate,  her  inexhaustible  financial  and  industrial  resources, 
and  her  unsurpassed  population,  and  then  answer  for  himself 
the  question  whether  or  not  our  U  Diversity  ought  to  be  kept  in 
inferior  rank  for  want  of  adequate  support. 

The  increase  in  the  attendance  renders  an  additional  annual 
appropriation  of  at  ast  $15,000  absolutely  imperative,  simply 
to  maintain  our  present  standard  and  give  the  students  of  next 
year  just  what  was  given  to  the  students  of  this  year,  leaving 
progress  and  growth  along  new  lines  out  of  the  question. 

A   FIRE  CALAMITY. 

For  many  years  the  board  has  called  attention,  in  its  reports, 
to  the  danger  of  the  destruction  of  our  library  by  fire,  and  the 
necessity  of  providing  safe  quarters  for  the  large  and  con- 
stantly increasing  number  of  valuable  books  so  indispensable 
to  the  work  of  the  school.  Its  worst  fears  were  realized  upon 
the  19tih  of  June,  1897,  when  the  general  library  of  the  Univer- 
sity was  almost  totally  destroyed  by  fire,  originating  from" 
lightning.  The  fire  was  discovered  at  4  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
and  before  efficient  hel[)  could  be  summoned  practically  all  the 
books  in  the  general  library  were  ruined  by  either  fire  or  water. 
The  entire  roof  of  the  building  fell  in  a  blazing  mass  to  the 
floor  of  the  library  and  reading-room,  consuming  not  only  the 
books,  but  all  the  shelves,  card  indexes,  and  furnishings  of 
every  kind,  burning  through  in  many  places  and  subjecting  the 
delicate  instruments  of  the  physical  laboratory  in  the  rooms 
below  to  the  disastrous  effects  of  water^  steam,  and  falling 
debris  of  every  nature. 

Tiae  Talbot  collection,  containing  many  books  of  great  rarity 
and  high  cost,  and  particularly  valuable  to  students  of  natural 
history,  was  partially  saved,  owing  to  its  situation  in  the  library 
room.  A  few  particularly  valuable  books  were  saved  from  the 
librarian's  office,  but  like  most  of  those  in  the  Talbot  collection, 
water-soaked  and  grimy.  Isolated  volumes  were  found  among 
the  ruins  of  the  cases  in  the  general  library,  some  quite 
unharmed,  but  almost  all  so  torn  and  charred  and  water- soaked 
as  to  make  it  cheaper  to  buy  new  books  than  to  attempt  to 
restore  the  old  ones  to  such  condition  as  would  make  them 
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available  for  use.  The  walls  of  the  buildmg  were  left  standing, 
the  floor  of  the  second  story  burned  through  in  many  spots,  and 
the  first  story  unharmed  except  for  the  loss  of  plaster  on  ceil- 
ings and  walls.  It  was  feared  that  the  condition  of  the  walls 
was  such  as  to  render  repair  of  the  building  impossible,  but  the 
building  committee  caused  them  to  be  examined  by  a  compe- 
tent architect,  and  upon  his  report  of  their  safety  ordered  the 
building  re-roofed  and  repaired  throughput  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  make  it  available  for  at  least  temporary  use  until  a  place  of 
security  can  be  provided  for  its  valuable  contents  elsewhere. 
It  is  now  in  rough  but  usable  condition,  aflFording  shelter  from 
the  elements,  but  little  more. 

Much  of  the  apparatus  of  the  physical  laboratory  was 
removed  hastily  from  the  building  during  the  fire  and  without 
the  care  necessary  in  handling  such  delicate  machinery.  Some 
damage  was  done  in  this  way,  but  more  by  falling  plaster  and 
all- pervading  moisture.  It  has  since  been  replaced  in  the  rooms 
formerly  occupied  with  little  actual  loss  of  apparatus,  but  at 
considerable  expense  for  repairs  and  adjustment. 

The  loss  from  fire  can  be  summarized  as  follows: 

First— Upon  building,  $3,000,  with  probably  $250  or  J300  yet 
to  be  added  for  repairs  to  heating  and  lighting  apparatus,  pip- 
ing for  steam  and  gas,  and  radiators  and  gas  fixtures. 

Second  — The  amount  expended  in  caring  for  books  and  appa- 
ratus saved  in  damaged  condition,  which  includes  repair  and 
readjustment  of  apparatus  in  physical  laboratory,  $2,000. 

Third. — The  amount  necessary  to  refurnish  the  library  and 
reading-room  with  bookshelves,  tables,  chairs,  and  the  proper 
cabinets  and  cases  for  card  catalogues  and  indexes,  $1,000. 

Fourth. — The  loss  upon  books,  $76,000. 

The  report  of  the  librarian  shows  that  there  were  destroyed 
23,227  books  in  the  general  library,  and  1,500  books  in  the  Tal- 
bot collection.  The  secretary  of  the  board  has  gone  through 
the  bills  of  books  purchased  during  the  last  ten  years,  and  finds 
that  the  average  cost  per  volume  has  been  practically  $3,  mak- 
ing the  loss  in  the  general  library  $69,681.  The  books  of  the 
Talbot  collection  average  much  higher  in  price,  making  the  loss 
here  not  less  than  $6,000,  a  total  loss  of  $75,681.  This  does  not 
take  into  account  the  loss  of  the  valuable  collection  of  pam- 
phlets, numbering  15,000. 
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PRESSING  NEED  FOR    BOOKS. 

The  loss  of  the  library  left  many  of  the  chahrs  of  the  Univer- 
sity absolutely  without  books,  a  condition  which,  if  not  rem- 
edied before  the  beginning  of  the  collegiate  j  ear,  meant  a  most 
serious  injury  to  the  collegiate  department  for  the  school  year 
of  1897-98.  In  the  absence  of  action  on  the  part  of  the  legisla- 
ture at  its  special  session  of  July,  1897,  the  board  found  itself 
confronted  by  the  necessity  of  providing  in  some  way  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  such  books  a9  were  indispensable.  This  pro- 
vision was  made  in  the  following  manner.  The  Universicy  has 
680  acres  of  land,  donated  to  it  at  various  times  by  individuals. 
These  lands  are  not  part  of  the  University  land-grant,  but  can 
be  sold  at  any  time,  and  the  proceeds  expended  for  such  pur- 
poses as  the  board  may  direct.  In  this  emergency  the  board 
ordered  the  sale  of  these  gift  lands  at  not  less  than  apprais^ 
value,  and  directed  the  issuance  of  warrants  against  the  funds 
thus  to  be  provided,  the  proceeds  of  the  wan  ants  to  be  devoted 
to  the  purchase  of  the  necessary  books.  It  has  not  been  possi- 
ble to  sell  these  lands,  and  they  still  stand  in  pledge  for  the 
payment  of  the  warrants  issued  against  their  sale  to  the  amount 
of  $6,800.  The  present  is  not  a  favorable  time  to  sell  lands, 
and  the  board  earnestly  hopes  that  it  may  be  relieved  from  the 
necessity  of  sacrificing  these  gift  lands  by  the  appropriation  of 
a  sum  bufficient  to  take  up  the  warrants  in  question. 

As  shown  above  the  necessities  arising  from  the  library  fire 
are  as  follows: 

The  appropriation  of  $3,300  for  the  repair  of  library  build- 
ing; of  $2,000  for  expense  in  saving  and  caring  ior  books  and 
physical  apparatus;  of  $1,000  for  refitting  library  and  reading 
room;  of  $6,800  to  take  up  warrants  issued  against  the  gift 
lands,  and  of  not  less  than  $75,000  for  the  purchase  of  books  to 
replace  those  burned. 

The  appropriations  for  the  first  four  items  above,  aggrega- 
ting $13,100,  should  be  made  available  at  the  earliest  possible 
time,  but  that  for  the  purchase  of  books  can  be  extended  over 
a  term  of,  say  five  years,  making  $15,000  avallafcle  each  year. 
The  board  cannot  handle  more  than  $15,000  worth  of  books  each 
year,  and  have  them  properly  registered,  indexed,  and  cata- 
logued by  the  present  force  of  the  library  in  addition  to  its 
ordinary  work.  It  also  recognizes  the  necessity  which  will  con- 
front the  legislature  of  keeping  down  the  total  of  appropria- 
tions, and  therefore  asks  not  the  appropriation  of  $75,000  for 
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immediate  expenditure,  but  for  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  per 
annum  for  the  next  five  years.  This  will  simply  place  the  Univer- 
sity in  June,  1903,  where  it  stood  as  to  library  facilities  in  June, 
1897,  providing  neither  for  the  increased  demands  upon  the 
library  in  the  meantime,  nor  for  the  proper  protection  of  the 
library  from  such  a  disaster  as  has  just  overwhelmed  it.  The 
board  has,  in  report  after  report,  dwelt  upon  the  necesisity  of  a 
fireproof  building  for  the  library  and  museum.  The  present 
situation  is  the  result  of  the  continued  refusals  to  provide  one, 
and  the  board  feels  that  no  representations  which  it  could  make, 
no  arguments  which  it  could  bring  to  bear,  could  make  more 
evident  the  folly  of  persisting  in  the  policy  of  the  past.  Pro- 
vision can  be  made,  two  or  three  years  hence,  for  the  tempo- 
rary protection  of  the  library  in  the  collegiate  building,  but  the 
quarters  which  can  be  afforded  it  here  are  limited  and  incon- 
venient. Provision  should  be  made  for  the  commencement  of 
a  fireproof  library  building  immediately  upon  the  completion 
of  the  collegiate  building,  if  not  before. 

COLLATERAL  INHERITANCE  TAX  FOR  GENERAL  SUPPORT. 

An  extremely  desirable  thing  in  University  finances  would  be 
the  provision  of  some  source  of  income  which  should  yield 
increased  returns  as  the  state  increases  in  population  and 
wealth,  and  which  should  thus  in  some  measure  keep  step  with 
the  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  the  University.  The 
ideal  method  of  attaining  this  object  would  be  by  the  imposition 
of  a  fixed  tax  for  university  purposes,  such  as  is  imposed  by 
those  western  states  whose  universities  have  attained  the  great- 
est success.  In  the  absence  of  a  tax  of  this  nature  for  suppcrt, 
the  devoting  of  the  proceeds  of  certain  forms  of  taxation  to 
this  purpose  is  adopted  in  other  states.  The  president  of  the 
University  in  his  report  suggests  the  devotion  of  the  income 
from  the  tax  upon  collateral  inheritances  to  the  general  support 
fund  of  the  University.  This  being  a  new  tax  in  this  st^ite, 
such  disposal  of  it  would  not  mean  the  diversion  of  funds  hith- 
erto used  for  other  purposes,  nor  would  it  necessitate  any 
increase  in  tax  levy  to  provide  the  increased  income  to  the 
University.  The  board  heartily  recommends  that  this  sugges- 
tion be  followed  out.  The  income  would  doubtless  be  quite 
insignificant  for  some  years,  but  as  the  state  grows  in  wealth 
and  population  a  considerable  sum  would  doubtless  accrue  to 
the  University  each  year  from  this  source. 
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LAW  LIBRARY. 

The  law  library,  being  in  a  separate  building,  escaped 
itruction  in  the  fire  of  June  19th.  This  library  is,  however, 
great  need  of  additional  funds.  Its  former  appropriation  of 
250  per  annum  was  reduded  by  the  Twenty-fifth  Greneral 
sembly  to  $500,  the  result  being  that  the  keeping  up  of  many 
«  of  reports  and  other  publications  has  been  abandoned  on 
^ount  of  the  lack  of  funds.  The  great  value  of  most  of  these 
*ies  lies  in  their  completeness,  and  we  earnestly  recommend 
ht  there  be  appropriated  not  less  than  $5,000  for  the  law 
rary  for  the  next  biennial  period,  in  order  that  its  develop- 
nt  may  be  consistently  and  continuously  carried  forward. 

REPAIR  AND  INCIDENTAL  FUND. 

The  large  amount  of  grading,  sodding,  and  general  clearing  up 
idered  necessary  by  the  erection  of  the  new  hospital,  and 
)  fire  and  consequent  building  operations  in  and  about  the 
rary  building,  new  walks  needed  where  old  ones  are  worn 
b,  and  where  none  are  now  laid,  and  above  all  the  necessity 
providing  additional  and  better  water-closets,  make  it  impos- 
le  for  the  board  to  get  along  without  a  repair  and  contingent 
id  of  at  least  $10,000  for  the  biennial  term.  Some  of  our 
ildings,  approaching  the  end  of  their  term  of  usefulness,  call 
itinuously  for  repairs,  and  the  continual  necessity  of  finish-

r  rooms  to  new  uses,  which  is  the  consequence  of  our  over- 
»wded  condition,  make  a  large  expenditure  for  this  purpose 
Skvoidable. 

The  appropriation  of  $1,000  per  annum  for  university  publi- 
ions  is  asked.  These  include  the  Natural  History  Bulletin, 
e  Transit  (an  engineering  journal  published  by  the  faculty 
1  students  of  that  department).  The  Law  Bulletin,  and  other 
blications  embodying  the  results  of  independent  and  original 
learch  along  their  chosen  lines  by  the  professors  of  the  vari- 
3  chairs  and  their  advanced  students.  They  are  valuable  to 
)  University  as  preserving  in  permanent  form  the  results  of 
rk  carried  on  by  the  University  in  its  various  laboratories,  and 
a  means  of  advertising  the  high  character  of  the  work  for 
ich  we  offer  facilities.  The  amount  expended  is  very  small 
npared  to  the  benefit  received,  and  we  earnestly  recommend 
appropriation. 

The  University  is  in  receipt  of  an  invitation  from  the  Trans- 
ssissippi  and  International  exposition  to  make  an  exhibit  at 
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the  exposition  to  be  held  at  Omaha  during  the  summer  of  1898. 
The  board  believes  that  such  an  exhibit  would  be  an  extremely 
desirable  advertisement  for  the  University,  and  the  different 
faculties  would  be  glad  to  prepare  creditable  exhibits  of  the 
work  done  in  their  various  lines.  *But  in  the  absence  of  funds 
available  for  this  purpose  the  board  is  unable  to  take  any  action 
in  the  matter.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  University  be  equally 
well  represented  with  other  schools  of  the  same  standing,  and 
to  that  end  it  is  requested  that  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  and  maintaining  an  exhibit 
at  the  said  exposition. 

To  maintain  the  standard  of  the  work  done  in  the  various 
sub  departments  giving  laboratory  instruction,  it  is  necessary 
not  only  to  constantly  provide  new  apparatus  and  additional 
equipment,  but  also  to  make  liberal  provision  for  the  supply  of 
materials  for  use  in  their  various  lines  of  experiment  and  inves- 
tigation. For  this  purpose  we  recommend  the  following  spe- 
cific appropriations  for  the  next  biennial  period:

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Copies  of  the  annual  catalogues  for  1895-6  and  1896-7  are 
herewith  submitted,  in  which  are  exhibited  the  different  courses 
pf  study  pursued,  the  branches  taught,  the  means  and  methods 
of  instruction  adopted,  and  the  number  of  students,  with  their 
names,  courses  and  residences. 

The  record  of  the  past  two  years  is  one  of  which  the  board 
has  good  reason  to  be  proud.  In  spite  of  the  financial  depres- 
sion, the  effects  of  which  have  been  keenly  felt  in  the  north 
central  states,  the  University  has  made  steady  progress  in  the 
number  of  students,  in  the  strength  and  efficiency  of  its  corps 
of  instructors,  in  its  material  equipment,  and  in  the  thorough- 
ness and  improved  standard  of  its  courses  of  study.  The  high 
schools  of  the  state  are  doing  better  work  than  formerly,  and 
their  graduates  are  entering  our  freshman  class  with  much 
better  preparation;  and  we  are  consequently  enabled  to  do  far 
better  work  with  them  than  was  formerly  the  case.  The  stand- 
ard for  admission  to  the  two  medical  departments  has  been 
raised,  so  that  only  graduates  of  the  high  schools,  or  such  as 
have  had  an  equivalent  amount  of  preparatory  work,  may  be 
admitted.  And  this  step,  without  diminishing  the  attendance 
in  those  departments,  has  had  a  most  beneficial  influence  on  the 
quality  of  the  entering  classes.  At  the  same  time  the  standard 
required  for  admission  to  the  dental  department  has  also  been 
raised ;  though  not  as  yet  to  the  same  amount  as  in  the  two 
medical  departments.  In  another  year  or  two,  however,  it  is 
proposed  to  bring  the  dental  department  up  to  the  same  plane 
in  the  matter  of  its  requirements  for  admission.  In  the  two 
medical  departments,  the  four  years'  course  has  been  begun, 
and  the  course  itself  has  been  made  two  weeks  longer  than 
formerly;  while  in  the  dental  department  the  course  has  been 
extended  from  six  months  to  nine  months  each  year. 

The  natural  history  museum  has  continued  to  grow  at  as 
rapid  a  rate  as  it  has  maintained  for  the  past  ten  years.  It  has 
long  since  outgrown  its  present  quarters,  and  until  a  new  build- 
ing for  its  reception  and  safe- keeping  is  provided,  very  little 
more  in  the  way  of  its  extension  can  be  accomplished. 

Two  years  ago  the  biological  laboratory  was  placed  on  an 
independent  footing,  and  since  then  its  development  has  been 
most  satisfactory.  Although  occupying  one-half  of  the  first 
floor  of  the  science  building,  it  is  already  seriously  cramped  for 
room,  and  more  assistance  is  needed  for  the  work  of  instruc- 
tion. The  number  of  students  at  present  working  in  that  sub- 
ject is  fifty-nine;  but,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  accommodations, 
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it  was  found  necessary  to  refuse  more  than  twenty  others  who 
applied  for  adtniesion  at  the  begioning  of  the  current  term. 

The  subdivision  of  the  work  in  geology  and  biology  has  also 
enabled  the  professor  of  geology  to  materially  expand  the  work 
in  his  department,  resulting  in  a  decided  increase  in  interest  in 
that  subject,  as  manifested  by  the  students  in  science.  But  a 
still  farther  extension  is  urgently  needed,  and  I  beg  leave  to 
repeat  what  I  have  already  reported  to  you,  that  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  as  soon  as  possible  a  professorship  of  mineralogy 
and  lithology  be  established.  We  are  not  giving  the  instruc- 
tion in  this  direction  that  may  justly  be  expected  of  a  well 
equipped  university,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  we  may  be 
able  to  repair  this  deficiency  at  an  early  day. 

The  very  marked  interest  in  the  study  of  political  science 
and  political  economy  has  necessitated  a  considerable  expan- 
sion in  that  department,  requiring  the  services  of  two  full  pro- 
fessors and  an  instructor  where  three  years  ago  the  whole  work 
was  easily  done  by  a  single  professor.  Bo  great,  in  fact,  is  the 
demand  for  instruction  in  the  various  topics  of  political  and 
social  science  that  were  our  instructing  force  doubled,  or  even 
trebled,  I  am  confident  that  such  a  move  would  result  in  a  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  students,  and  that  the  increased  force 
of  instructors  would  be  just  as  actively  employed  as  are  those 
who  are  at  present  thus  engaged. 

In  consideration  of  the  numerous  political  and  social  heresies 
and  absurdities  which  have  from  time  to  time  swept  over  our 
land,  and  which  have  done  so  much  to  retard  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  nation,  it  would  seem  that  one  of  the  high- 
est duties  of  a  state  university,  in  prepskring  for  citizenship  the 
youth  committed  to  its  care,  should  be  to  infuse  into  them  right 
ideas  in  this  direction.  It  should  teach  them  how  to  discrim- 
inate between  the  true  and  the  false;  it  should  show  them  the 
financial  and  sociological  mistakes  of  oar  own  and  of  other 
nations;  and  it  should  instruct  them  how  to  avoid  the  dangers 
of  the  false  doctrines  which  have  from  time  to  time  captured 
the  popular  fancy.  In  short,  a  school  of  history  and  political 
science,  in  all  its  bearings,  is  to  my  mind  one  of  the  things 
which  every  state  university  should  provide,  and  I  earnestly 
hope  that  Iowa  will  be  so  provided  at  no  distant  day.  And,  in 
the  meanwhile,  I  bespeak  your  especial  care  for  the  work 
which  is  already  in  hand,  trusting  that,  as  the  way  may  be 
opened  to  you,  you  will  continue  to  strengthen  the  work  in  this 
department  as  far  as  the  means  at  your  disposal  will  permit 
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As  concerns  the  work  of  the  law  department  I  must  again 
call  your  attention  to  the  great  need  of  more  room.  The  read- 
ing-room and  library  are  altogether  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  students  in  attendance,  and  there  is  only  one  room  available 
for  all  the  lectures  and  recitations.  No  further  growth  of  the 
department  can  be  expected  until  it  is  provided  with  more 
ample  quarters.  In  order  to  advance  the  standard  of  legal  edu- 
cation and  to  put  our  own  department  on  the  same  plane  with 
the  best  schools  of  the  country,  it  is  earnestly  recommended  by 
the  faculty  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  required  course  be 
extended  to  three  years,  and  this  measure  is  heartily  indorsed 
by  the  bar  association  of  Iowa.  Bat  clearly  this  cannot  be 
done  until  the  law  of  the  state,  which  requires  only  two  years 
of  study,  shall  be  amended.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  bar  it  is  hoped  that  this  increase  in  the  requirements 
can  soon  be  brought  about,  when  the  change  in  the  length  of 
the  course  can  be  made  without  disaster  to  the  department. 

The  pharmacy  department  is  the  one  department  of  the  Uni- 
versity which  has  shown  a  decided  diminution  in  numbers. 
What  the  causes  of  this  may  be  it  is  difficult  to  indicate,  but  it 
probably  is  the  result  of  several  forces  which  have  tended  in 
that  direction.  The  tuition  fees  in  this  department  have  until 
the  present  year  been  higher  than  in  any  other,  and  it  may  be 
tliat  the  severity  of  the  times  has  had  something  to  do  with 
the  diminished  attendance,  many  who  would  have  otherwise 
attended  being  compelled  to  earn  their  living  in  drug  stores. 
Or,  it  may  be  that  the  requirements  of  the  state  pharmacy 
board  are  not  sufficieatly  high  to  induce  young  men  to  take  a 
thorough  course  in  pharmacy,  as  large  numbers  are  able  to  pass 
the  examination  of  the  board  after  the  required  term  of  experi- 
ence in  a  pharmacy.  But  in  either  case  the  revival  of  industry 
will  certainly  have  a  beneficial  influence  on  the  attendance  by 
another  year. 

That  the  benefits  of  a  uoivergity  education  may  be  brought 
within  the  reach  of  as  many  as  possible  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  county  scholarships  at  present 
in  force  in  New  York  and  Illinois  In  accordance  with  this  plan 
examinations  are  held  in  each  county  of  the  state  by  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  The  state  superintendent,  aided  by 
the  president  of  the  University,  has  general  charge  of  the 
examination,  and  the  candidate  who  passes  the  best  examina- 
tion on  the  subjects  required  for  admission  to  the  University, 
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or  on  any  part  thereof,  as  previously  announced,  is  awarded  a 
free  scholarship  for  the  four  years  of  his  course.  This  Univer- 
sity is  certainly  growing  more  and  more  each  year  in  the  affec- 
tions and  esteem  of  the  people  of  the  state,  but  it  seems  to  me 
that  the  adoption  of  this  scheme,  of  which  I  have  merely 
sketched  the  outlines,  would  go  a  great  way  towards  establish- 
ing it  on  a  still  firmer  foundation.  If  in  your  opinion  the  sug- 
gestion seems  wise  and  feasible  I  trust  that  your  legislative 
committee  may  be  authorized  to  draft  a  bill  for  introduction  at 
the  session  of  the  Twenty- seventh  Greneral  Assembly. 

The  first  fruits  of  the  one-tenth  mill  tax  which  was  voted  by 
the  Twenty-sixth  Greneral  Assembly  to  tha  University  for  the 
erection  of  buildings  are  seen  in  the  new  hospital  of  the  medical 
department.  This  handsome  building,  which  will  be  completed 
and  ready  for  use  about  January  1,  1898,  is  a  valuable  acquisi- 
tion for  the  department,  and  will  undoubtedly  enable  it  to 
develop  its  clinical  facilities  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  has 
hitherto  been  possible.  Some  misunderstandiDg  as  to  the  use 
of  this  hospital  seems  1o  have  arisen,  but  since  the  publication 
of  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  hospital,  adopted  at  your 
meeting  in  June  last,  wherein  it  is  shown  that  the  hospital  is  to 
be  open  to  all  reputable  practitioners  in  the  state  who  may  wish 
to  make  use  of  it  for  their  patients,  no  further  complaints  have 
been  heard. 

The  loss  occasioned  by  the  burning  of  the  general  library  in 
June  last  is  one  which  should  be  made  good  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment.  All  of  our  other  facilities  will  not  suffice  unless 
a  large  number  of  books  are  speedily  provided.  And  for  the 
proper  preservation  of  the  books  a  fireproof  building  is  abso- 
lutely necessary.  A  building  such  as  this  University  needs 
can  not  be  constructed  for  less  than  $150,000.  And  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that,  desirable  as  such  a  building  is,  it  must  not 
be  allowed  to  take  the  precedence  of  the  collegiate  building  to 
which,  as  was  decided  at  your  last  meeting,  the  next  three 
years'  income  of  the  state  tax  are  to  be  devoted.  In  order  to 
do  good  work,  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  time  both  of  faculty 
and  students,  a  liberal  appropriation  for  books  is  essential,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  library  should  not  again  be  exposed  to  the 
danger  of  fire.  But  on  the  other  hand  we  cannot  delay  the  erec- 
tion of  the  collegiate  building.  There  are  more  students  to-day 
in  the  collegiate  department  than  there  were  in  all  six  depart- 
ments ten  years  ago.    The  only  increase  in  the  accommodations 
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for  the  department  since  that  time  consists  in  the  removal  of  the 
chemical  work  to  the  new  laboratory  and  the  transfer  of  the 
work  in  philosophy  and  in  pedagogy  to  the  small  building  form- 
erly occupied  by  the  homoeopathic  medical  department.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoingwe  are  now  renting  for  chapel  purposes  and 
for  special  lectures  the  large  assembly  room  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
building,  as  also  four  smaller  rooms  used  as  recitation-rooms. 
The  armory  has  been  converted  into  a  temporary  recitation- 
room,  very  greatly  to  the  inconvenience  of  the  military  depart- 
ment. Each  year  one,  two,  or  three  additional  recitation-rooms 
are  required  in  consequence  of  the  necessary  subdivision  of 
unwieldy  sections.  At  the  opening  of  the  current  term  one 
more  room  was  obtained  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building,  but  that 
is  positively  the  last  that  can  be  found  anywhere  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. Should  more  rooms  be  necessary  next  September, 
the  only  way  out  of  the  difficulty  will  be  to  hire  a  private  house; 
and  available  houses  are  not  by  any  means  abundant.  To  sum 
up:  with  steadily  growing  classes  in  the  collegiate  department 
we  have  reached  the  limit  of  our  capacity,  and  it  will  be  two  or 
three  years  before  additional  accommodations  can  be  provided, 
and  in  the  meantime  it  probably  will  be  necessary  to  refuse 
admission  to  many  worthy  candidates.  Under  the  circumstances, 
notwithstanding  the  great  importance  of  the  library  and  its  fire- 
proof building,  I  respectfully  submit  that  nothing  should  be 
allowed  to  interfere  with  your  plan  of  'erecting  the  collegiate 
building  at  once,  and  that  an  earnest  appeal  be  made  to  the 
Twenty  seventh  Greneral  Assembly  for  means  wherewith  to 
provide  for  the  library. 

But  the  one  matter  of  vital  importance  which  must  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly  is  the  absolute  impos- 
sibility of  successfully  carrying  on  the  work  of  this  University 
unless  a  considerable  increase  of  revenue  is  provided.  The 
superintendent  of  public  instruction  reports  that  in  Iowa  $24.50 
is  expended  for  each  pupil  in  the  public  schools.  But  it  is  the 
universal  experience  that  the  higher  the  grade  of  instruction 
the  greater  the  necessary  cost.  More  teachers,  more  room, 
more  apparatus,  more  books,  require  a  much  greater  outlay 
than  in  the  public  schools.  Ten  years  ago  the  cost  at  this 
University  per  student,  per  annum,  was  $135.  Since  then  the 
number  of  students  has  more  than  doubled,  and  although  the 
income  has  also  increased,  the  rate  of  increase  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  growth  in  numbers,  for  during  the  last  year

covered  by  this  report  the  expenditure  per  student  was  reduced 
to  $110.  At  the  University  of  Michigan  the  present  cost  per 
annum  is  just  about  what  ours  was  ten  years  ago;  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin  it  is  about  $250;  at  Harvard,  over  $300;  at 
Columbia,  over  $400.  Now,  whilst  we  are  perfectly  willing  and 
even  anxious  to  practice  every  reasonable  economy,  and  have 
in  fact  constantly  done  so,  nevertheless,  there  is  a  limit  beyond 
which  that  operation  cannot  safely  be  pushed.  An  individual 
may  for  a  limited  time  live  on  short  rations,  but  if  such  a  course 
is  persisted  in  too  long  the  inevitable  result  is  derangement  and 
ultimate  cessation  of  the  vital  functions,  and  so  it  is  with  an 
institution  whose  object  is  the  higher  education  of  the  youth. 
Professors  may  for  a  time  be  willing  to  do  work  for  which 
assistants  should  be  employed  at  lower  wages;  they  may  make 
shift  to  get  along  without  needed  apparatus  or  books;  buildings 
may  last  a  long  while  without  the  necessary  repairs;  the  uni- 
versity grounds  may  be  neglected,  but  sooner  or  later  tkere 
must  come  a  time  when  the  conviction  is  forced  upon  the  stu- 
dents that  they  are  not  supplied  with  the  facilities  which  those 
at  other  institutions  are  enjoying,  and  very  quickly  they  will 
be  found  flocking  to  other  places.  To  avoid  such  a  result,  to 
prevent  the  discrediting  of  this  University  in  the  eyes  of  all 
enlightened  and  educated  people,  I  respectfully  submit  that  an 
increase  of  its  annual  income  for  current  expenses  to  the  extent 
of  at  Jeast  50  per  cent  over  the  present  amount  is  absolutely 
necessary,  or  it  cannot  continue  to  do  the  work  which  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state  have  the  right  to  expect  of  it. 

Inasmuch  as  the  year  just  passed  completes  the  period  of  ten 
years  since  I  first  assumed  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  may  be 
pardoned  for  reminding  you  of  some  of  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  that  time. 

In  the  first  place  not  a  single  member  of  the  board  of 
regents  of  that  time  is  to  be  found  on  the  board  of  to-day;  in 
■this  respect  an  entire  change  has  been  made. 

In  1887  the  total  number  of  students  was  571;  in  1897  it  was 
1,334.  In  1897  the  collegiate  students  alone  (644)  outnumbered 
the  students  of  all  departments  in  1887.  Then  the  number  of 
instructors  of  all  grades  was  48;  it  is  now  101. 

In  the  year  1886-87  the  income  from  fees  and  tuition  was 
$17,768.23;  in  1896-97  it  amounted  to  $54,783.61.  Ten  years  ago 
the  total  income  was  $95,254. 11 ;  it  has  now  grown  to  $146,799.59. 

But  the  rate  of  improvement  in  equipment  has  been  even 
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greater  than  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  and 
instructors.  And  this  is  especially  true  in  the  various  labora- 
tories of  the  University.  In  1887  the  chemical  laboratory  con- 
sisted of  a  small  room  with  tables  for  sis  teen  students;  the 
laboratory  for  biology  and  physiology,  and  the  botanical  labor- 
atory, were  both  scantily  equipped.  And  these  three  were  all 
that  were  provided  for  the  collegiate  department,  ihere  being 
no  physical  laboratory  whatever.  In  the  medical  department 
there  was  a  small  chemical  laboratory,  but  the  work  therein  was 
not  required.  The  pharmacy  laboratory  at  that  time  was 
located  in  the  basement  of  the  medical  building,  and  was  capa- 
ble of  accommodating  only  about  twenty-five  students. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  to  be  found  in  the  chemical 
laboratory  each  year  about  four  hundred  students;  the  phar- 
macy laboratory  is  sufficiently  ample  and  well  equipped  to 
accommodate  the  department  for  years  to  come;  the  physical 
laboratory  is  well  provided  with  apparatus;  and  there  hibve 
been  added  to  the  list  laboratories  for  practical  work  in  geol- 
ogy, in  histology,  in  bacteriology  and  pathology,  in  psychology, 
in  zoology,  and  in  engineerirg,  and  excellent  work  is  being 
done  in  all  of  them. 

Considering  the  limited  amount  of  funds  available  for  the 
purchase  of  books  the  growth  of  the  library  is  remarkable.  Ten 
years  ago  the  University  possessed  about  18,000  volumes.  In 
1897  the  number  had  increased  to  48,000,  a  gain  of  25,000.  But 
unfortunately  the  fire  of  June  19th  destroyed  just  about  the 
number  that  had  been  gained,  so  that  we  are  now,  so  far  as 
regards  the  number  of  volumes,  just  about  where  we  were  ten 
years  ago. 

In  1887  the  natural  history  museum  was  in  its  infancy,  the 
collections  being  small  and  incomplete.  So  rapid  has  been 
the  growth  in  this  direction  that  for  the  past  two  or  three 
years  it  has  been  scarcely  possible  to  display  any  additional 
specimens,  and  a  large  amount  of  material  that  has  been 
received  has  been  necessarily  consigned  to  either  the  cellar  or 
the  garret,  to  await  the  day  when  more  ample  quarters  may  be 
provided. 

In  the  year  1887  there  were  offered  to  the  students  of  the 
collegiate  department  113  courses  of  study,  each  extending 
through  a  single  term.  Daring  the  year  just  closed  there  were 
given,  on  the  same  basis,  287^.  But  this  statement  does  sot 
give  a  fair  idea  of  the  many  new  subjects  which  have  been 
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added  to  the  curriculum  since  the  comparison  is  made  on  the 
basis  of  fall  studies;  that  is,  five  hours  each  week  for  one  term. 
As  at  present  there  are  many  courses  of  one,  two  or  three  hours 
per  week  it  follows  that  the  number  of  separate  courses  is 
really  much  larger  than  the  figure  last  mentioned. 

A  notable  improvement  in  the  method  of  work  is  seen  in  the 
introduction  of  the  seminary,  which  has  been  adopted  by  all  of 
the  chairs  in  the  collegiate  department  not  provided  with  labor- 
atories. The  beneficial  effects  of  this  method  on  the  upper 
classmen,  in  stimulating  them  in  the  direction  of  original  work, 
are  readily  observable,  and  the  standard  of  scholarship  in  the 
department  has  been  materially  elevated  thereby. 

The  past  ten  yeskrs  have  also  witnessed  some  valuable  con- 
tributions to  science  and  literature  on  the  part  of  a  consider- 
able number  of  the  members  of  the  faculty.  Not  to  mention 
the  large  number  of  contributions  which  they  have  furnished 
to  a  variety  of  magazines  and  periodicals,  nor  the  books  which 
they  have  written,  the  University  has  wisely  adopted  the  policy 
of  issuing  from  time  to  time  a  series  of  publications,  each  of 
which  has  taken  a  high  rank  in  its  particular  field,  such  as  the 
Historical  Monographs,  the  Natural  History  Bulletin,  the 
Law  Bulletin,  Studies  from  the  Psychological  Laboratory,  and 
the  Bulletin  of  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Department. 

In  the  law  department  a  marked  increase  in  efficiency  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  substitution  of  resident  professors 
for  nonresident  lecturers  for  the  main  work  of  the  course. 
Ten  years  ago  we  had  but  two  resident  professors;  we  now  have 
four  who  give  their  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  very  considerable  growth  of  the  law  library  is  also 
well  worthy  of  mention. 

In  the  medical  and  homoBDpathic  medical  departments  a  very 
great  development  has  taken  place.  In  1887  it  was  possible  for 
a  student  to  enter  with  very  moderate  educational  attainments 
and  to  be  graduated  as  a  doctor  of  medicine  after  two  courses 
of  five  months  each.  To  be  sure,  a  third  course  of  the  same 
length  was  open  to  the  candidate,  but  it  was  not  required. 
Since  then  the  requirements  have  been  from  time  to  time 
increased  so  that  the  course  now  consists  of  four  years  of  six 
months,  and  at  the  same  time  candidates  for  admission  must 
have  completed  a  high  school  course  or  pass  an  examination  on 
equivalent  studies.  Furthermore,  the  curriculum  has  been 
greatly  enriched  and  expanded  by  the  addition  of  new  courses 
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of  instruction,  not  previously  given,  and  more  especially  by  the 
establishing  of  the  laboratories  for  practical  instruction  in  his- 
tology, in  bacteriology,  in  pathology,  and  in  physiology.  The 
work  done  in  the  chemical  laboratory  is  much  more  extended, 
and  far  more  thorough  than  formerly  and  the  same  may  also  be 
said  of  the  various  clinics  of  the  two  departments. 

Ten  years  ago  the  homoeopathic  medical  department  had  no 
hospital  whatever.  To-day  it  has  under  its  control  a  well 
equipped  hospital  sufficient  to  accommodate  from  forty  to  fifty 
patients,  and  is  thus  enabled  to  give  its  students  the  benefit  of 
the  practical  experience  to  be  gained  therein. 

The  hospital  facilities  of  the  medical  department  have  never 
been  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  faculty,  but  the  new  hospital 
now  in  course  of  erection,  and  which  will  probably  be  ready  for 
occupancy  about  January  1,  1898,  will  put  the  department  on  a 
firm  footing  and  assist  very  materially  in  its  legitimate  work. 
A  hospital  is  the  one  laboratory  which  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  the  efficiency  of  a  medical  school,  without  which  its  whole 
course  of  instruction  must  have  but  little  practical  effect.  To 
have  finally  secured  a  commodious,  modern  hospital,  complete 
in  all  its  appointments,  after  so  many  years  of  patient  waiting, 
is  something  on  which  the  faculty  of  the  department  may  be 
most  heartily  congratulated. 

In  1887  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  dental  department 
extended  over  two  years  of  five  months  each,  while  the  educa- 
tional standard  required  of  candidates  for  admission  was  very 
low.  The  equipment  was  meager,  the  quarters  assigned  were 
inconvenient  and  cramped  and  the  clinics  decidedly  restricted. 
At  the  present  time  we  find  the  course  extended  to  three  years 
of  nine  months  each,  whilst  the  requirements  for  admission 
have  steadily  been  raised  so  that  now  one  year's  high  school 
course  is  required,  this  to  be  followed  in  '98  by  two  years,  and 
in  '99  by  three  years.  The  department  is  now  supplied  with  a 
special  building  well  adapted  to  the  purposes  for  which  ii  was 
designed,  the  equipment  is  ample,  and  the  clinics  are  patron- 
ized by  several  thousand  patients  each  year. 

In  the  ten  years  under  review  four  new  buildings  have  been 
ejected,  namely,  the  chemical  laboratory,  the  dental  building, 
tljie  homoeopathic  building  and  hospital,  and  the  medical  hos- 
pjital  now  almost  completed;  all  of  these  at  a  cost  to  the  state  of 
Icbss  than  $150,000«    And  to  this  list  may  fairly  be  added  Close 
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hall,  the  home  of  the  Y.  M.  and  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  since  this  build- 
ing, erected  by  private  subscription,  though  not  the  property 
of  the  University,  nevertheless  serves  a  useful  and  valuable 
purpose  in  the  life  of  the  students  of  all  departments. 

The  grounds  devoted  to  university  purposes  have  in  the  same 
time  been  doubled  in  extent  by  the  acquisition  of  the  athletic 
park,  comprising  about  ten  acres,  and  by  the  gift  of  the  park 
by  the  city.  And  this  gain  has  also  come  to  us  without  any 
expense  on  the  part  of  the  state. 

The  University  sent  forth  its  first  graduate  in  1858.  In  June, 
1887,  the  total  number  of  graduates  was  2,643;  in  1897  it  had 
grown  to  4,752. 

But  undoubtedly  the  greatest  gain  which  the  University  has 
made  in  the  past  decade  has  been  in  the  remarkable  growth  of 
loyalty  and  devotion  on  the  part  of  its  students  and  alumni  and 
in  the  ever  increasing  interest  in  its  doings  and  its  progress  on 
the  part  of  the  people  of  the  state,  upon  whom  it  must  always 
depend  for  its  support.  In  many  ways  it  has  recently  been 
made  evident  that  it  has  won  a  warm  place  in  the  affections  of 
students  and  alumni,  and  as  a  natural  result  the  state  at  large 
has  come  to  its  assistance  in  a  far  more  substantial  manner 
than  ever  before.  Let  us  be  thankful  for  this  most  fortunate 
turn  in  our  affairs  and  so  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  com- 
mitted to  our  care  that  we  may  ever  merit  a  continuance  of  this 
confidence.

lo  the  Board  of  Regents: 

Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  a  financial  statement  of 
the  incomes  and  expenditures  of  the  University  for  the  biennial 
period  from  the  close  of  the  school  year  of  1894-5  to  the  close 
of  the  school  year  1896-7. 

The  statement  shows  incomes  and  expenditures  by  depart- 
ments as  nearly  as  can  be  coaveniently  done. 

The  incomes  and  expeaditures  for  general  purposes  are  shown 
separately  from  the  appropriations  made  by  the  general  assem- 
bly for  special  purposes. 

The  balance  shown  by  this  statement  differs  from  that  shown 
by  the  treasurer,  for  the  reason  that  warrants  drawn  and 
unpaid  are  treated,  for  the  purpose  of  this  statement,  as  paid, 
so  as  to  show  available  fuuds  for  future  expenditures. 

Again,  some  items,  such  as  tuitions  and  fees,  collected  by  the 
secretary  and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  after  the  time  of  filing  the 
treasurer's  report,  will  appear  in  his  next  annual  rei)ort, 
although  the  items  were  part  of  the  previous  year's  work. 
The  secretary's  accounts  show  the  exact  sum  pertaining  to 
each  school  year,  includiog  such  sums  as  are  paid  after  the 
treasurer's  report  is  closed.  But  as  to  the  aggregate  sums, 
there  is  no  difference  whatever. 

EXPENSES  BY  DEPARTMENTS. 

In  dividing  up  the  annual  expenditures  and  charging  each 
department  with  its  proper  amount  of  the  same,  the  showing  is 
as  nearly  correct  as  it  can  well  be  made.  Some  items  seem  to 
be  fairly  chargeable  to  a  particular  department  as  running 
expenses,  when  in  fact  a  part  thereof  is  in  the  nature  of  a  plant 
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or  permanent  fixture,  as,  for  instance,  instruments  or  appara- 
tus which  will  be  in  use  for  years.  Laboratory  bills  are  often 
of  this  character.  Some  items  in  the  general  account  may  be 
in  part  for  supplies.  On  the  whole  the  division  is  beiieved  to 
be  correct. 

Again,  the  charge  to  the  medical  department  account 
embraces  the  whole  supply  of  anatomical  material  ai  d  the 
expenses  which  were  made  for  both  the  medical  deptbrtment  and 
the  homoeopathic  medical  department.  The  same  dem«»nsirator 
of  anatomy  covers  the  work  in  both  of  said  departments, 
although  his  salary  is  charged  in  the  regular  medical  depart- 
ment account. 

The  anatomical  material  used  in  the  work  for  the  dental 
department  is  embraced  in  the  same  account.  It  wou  d  be  diffi- 
cult to  estimate  the  exact  amount  of  expenses  for  each. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  salaries  of  the  professors  of 
the  medical  department  who  instruct  the  medical  h>»niGBopatbiG 
medical  and  dental  students  in  chemistry,  physiology,  anatomy, 
pathology,  histology  and  bacteriology,  without  any  distinction, 
and  medical  and  dental  students  in  materia  medica  ia  tne  same 
way.  Again  we  find  all  the  medical  students  taking  lectures 
and  practical  work  in  the  pharmacy  department,  for  which  a  fee 
of  $5  was  charged  each  student.  This  fee  is  credited  to  the 
medical  department. 

All  the  departments,  however,  as  time  passes  and  the  means 
can  be  found,  will  do  less  joint  work.  In  the  current  year  the 
dental  department  has  a  special  separate  class  in  practical 
anatomy. 

The  whole  receipts  and  expenditures  being  shown  and  being 
correct,  the  variations  referred  to  above  are  immaterial. 

If  it  is  desired  to  get  a  closer  comparative  view  of  « he  exact 
receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  medical,  homoe  >pathic  and 
dental  departments  we  could  take  account  of  the  dissecting 
fees  paid  by  the  homoeopathic  and  dental  students  for  work 
done  practically  in  the  medical  department  and  credit  the  medi- 
cal department  with  that  amount,  to- wit:

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This  total  of  $2,400  should  be  credited  the  medical  and 
deducted  from  the  income  of  the  department  named  on  account 
of  the  material  and  services  of  demonstrators  furnished  as 
stated.  This,  however,  will  not  change  the  status  of  any  of  the 
said  departments  very  much  as  to  their  relative  receipts  and 
expenditures. 

We  will  exhibit  the  exact  income  and  expenditures  on  account 
of  each  professional  department  for  the  biennial  period,  and  in 
the  homoeopathic  and  dental  deduct  the  said  dissecting  fees 
above  set  out,  and  add  the  same  to  the  medical  as  stated,  to- wit:

Total  expenditures  on  account  of  the  said  five  departments 
for  said  period,  as  shown  above,  is  $1,842.90  less  than  the 
income  of  the  same. 

It  is  proper  to  cote  that  in  the  expenses  here  charged  to  each 
department  in  the  foregoing  showing,  only  salaries  and  such 
supplies  as  are  furnished  from  the  income  fund  are  included. 
The  f  oregoiug  showing  does  not  include  special  state  appro- 
priations— such  as  books  in  the  law  department,  histological, 
pathological  laboratory  equipment  in  the  medical  department, 
nor  any  laboratory  equipment  anywhere — as  such  things  are  in 
the  nature  of  a  plant,  and  are  not  fairly  included  in  annual 
expenditures. 

It  is  perhaps  not  expected  that  any  department  would  be 
self  supporting  to  the  extent  of  paying  for  catalogues,  printing, 
fuel,  gas,  water-rent,  janitor  services,  apparatus,  books  and 
such  special  expenses  as  are  not  directly  incurred  by  any  one 
department,  but  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole.     These 
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expenses  are  set  out  in  the  annexed  report  uader  the  head  of 
"Miscellaneous."  There  is  no  very  correct  mode  of  dis- 
tributing these  expenditures  among  the  departments  except  on 
a  per  capita  basis,  and  that  is  not  quite  correct  either,  as  some 
of  the  dt>partments  are  more  directly  interested  in  such  expend- 
iture than  others. 

If  we  adopt  the  per  capita  mode  of  distributing  the  ''  miscel- 
laneous account"  we  will  find  most  departments  a  long  way 
from  self  supporting.  Under  this  theory  the  dental  depart- 
ment would  be  the  only  self  supporting  department  in  the 
University  during  the  last  biennial  period.  It  paid  its  way  in 
every  expenditure  and  detail  and  a  surplus  of  $1,127.16  clear 
gain  into  the  bargain  in  the  biennial  period. 

In  the  years  1895-96  the  pharmacy  department  paid  likewise 
its  full  share  of  all  expenditures  and  a  surplus  over. 

FINANCIAL  REPORT— MODE  OF  MAKING. 

In  order  to  be  uniform,  this  report  will  be  made— as  usual 
for  several  years  past — ^by  crediting  each  department  with  the 
actual  fees,  in  cash,  paid  by  the  students  in  that  department. 
This  will  give  a  clearer  comparative  view  in  looking  back  over 
the  reports  for  several  consecutive  years  than  any  other  mode.
